(ii) Blanks, and incomplete sentences, as well as 
passages which owing to the perishing of the manu¬ 
script have become undecipherable, are denoted by 
dots. A footnote explains the exact circumstances 
of each case. 

(iii) Words etc. inserted by the Editor are 
indicated by square brackets. 

(iv) The transliteration of Indian names is in 
accordance with the sy stem adopted in the publica¬ 
tions of the h fat Iras (jovernmentj an exception 
being however made in the case of well-known 
places, which are rendered in the ordinary form. 

(^) I he circumflex has been used in preference 
to the acute accent, to indicate long vowels. 

(vi) Madras t Fort St. David, Porto Xovo, Sadraz 
and £>l. TkojftOti Mount have, for convenience 1 sake, 
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|)c-an substituted for the native names by which 
they are referred to in the diary. For the reasons 
assigned in appendix I, the French word Masea- 
rcignt: lias boen used for ltanga Pijlui’s Mastikiarai.

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NAN DA Hanga Piilai was bom on the 30 th 



j March 1700 nb PerambAr, a suburb of Madras, 
in which city Ilia father, Tiruvengada Pillai, carried 
on business as a merchant. Somewhere in the 
early part of 17JO, Tiruvtingada Pilhu emigrated to 
Pondiohery, taking his family with him. Tills he did 
at the suggestion of his brother-in-law Nainiya Pillai, 
then courtier, or chief native agent at that place, for 
the French. The invitation was sent at the request 
of M. Hubert, who was at the time Governor there. 
Tir uvflngada Pil|ai was accompanied by some other 
wealthy and influential merchants of Madras, their 
object being to establish and promote commerce in 
their new home. Under the management of the 
two relatives the trade of Pondichery increased 
rapidly, but a severe check was ere long given 
to this, owing to M, Hdbert having preferred certain 
charges against Nainiya Pillai, who was cast into 
prison, and died there—it is said—of ill-treatment. 
Has* son Gurova Filial, and his brother-in-law, 
fearing the resentment of the Governor, dot! to 
Madras. The former, having travelled by way of 
England to France, laid his grievances before the 
Duke of Orleans, who was then Regent, with the re¬ 
sult that, in February J 719, M. 1 l^berf was sent home 
tinder restraint. In the meantime, Gurova Pillai 
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was made much of in Franco, embraced Christianity, 
was appointed Chevalier of St, Michael, courtier , and 
head of the Indian subjects of the French at Pondi- 
chery, for which ho soon after took liis departure. 
Prior to his arrival, M, de la PrGvostifcre, the 
successor of M. Hubert, had induced TiruvPngada 
Filial to return. He then brought with him five 
other wealthy and capable merchants, and thyir 
families; smd from that time forward the affairs of 
the Company grow and prospered. About the close 
of 1724 a Gurova Pillai died without issue, and 
Tiruv^ngada Pillai followed him in June 172fi. 
M. Lenoir came in September of that year, for the 
second time, to Pondichery—upon this occasion as 
Governor. He bad previously entertained a strong 
regard for Tiruv^ugada Pillai, and on hearing of his 
death, employed Ttanga Pillai, whom he considered 
a very promising young man, to continue the work 
on which his father hod been engaged* This he did 
to such good purpose that. M. Lenoir decided to 
appoint him native head of the French factory at 
Porto Novo, where large quantities of blue cloths 
were, thanks to his exertions, maim fact tired, both 
for the Company, and for private traders* With 
n view to still forth *r extend the commerce of 
the French, Rnnga Pill u established at his own cost, 
at L&li£p6f$fb and Arcot, lar<re Lading posts which 
were soon carrying on a brisk business in the ex¬ 
change of European goods for the merchandise of 
the country* M. Dumas, who succeeded M. Ijynoir 
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in 1735, seems to have had a favourable opinion of 
Ranga Pillai, mid to have placed confidence in him. 
The success which had hitherto accompanied the 
commercial operations of tlio French was. however, 
destined to receive a severe blow; as, in 1740, an 
irruption of the Mali rat fas took place, and pat a 
stop for some appreciable time to all manufacture and 
trade. Porto Novo was raided and sacked, and the 
country, far and wide, became a prey to the invaders* 
Fighting, though not actually with the French, was 
still going on, when, in 1742, M. Dnpleix arrived as 
Governor. As he was employed at Pondichory from 
1720 to 1731, he had no doubt thou known both 
Tiruv^ngada Pillai and his son, and from the time 
that he assumed office, Hangs Pillai rapidly rose to 
power. His influence with M. Dnplerx — -which he 
apparently exercised honestly and with judgment— 
was very marked, and ho was evidently treated by 
that groat men with full trust in his integrity and 
capacity. The post of courting commonly called 
chief iubdshf which had been occupied by Guruva 
Pillai, had, aft or his death, fallen into the hands of 
another family. This was probably the result of 
the desire of tho priests, who at that time exercised 
much influence, that the position should bo hold by 
a Christian — a persuasion to which the surviving 
members of Guruva Pillai’s family did not belong. 
When M. Dupleix became Governor, one Kanakaraya 
Mudftli held the appointment. This individual 
regarded Ranga Pillai with much jealousy, as he 

S 
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plainly saw that he was supplanting him in, the good 
graces of his muster. Death however removed him, 
in 1746, from the scene, and to wind a the end of 
17-17 Rang* Pillni—haying in the interval exercised 
to all intents atid purposes the entire functions of 
the office—was appointed his successor. Whilst 
holding this position, he received from time to time 
honorific titles from the Sabu briar of the Deccan; 
and ho continued in office even after the downfall 
of his patron, M* Dupleix, which may bo held to 
date from the close of the year of 1754, when 
M. Godeheu arrived as Commissioner, From that 
time, however, his power and influence with the 
governing body steadily declined, although ho was 
still looked upon by his country men as their head. 
This and constant ill-health apparently caused hi in 
to become rerai&s in the performance of his duties, 
and he was finally removed from office, in 175G, by 
the then Governor M, do Leyrit. His diary makes 
no direct mention of this incident, although it refers 
to his successor as being the chief agent of the 
Governor in obtaining bribes, draws a vivid picture 
of the corruption and intrigue which followed the 
disappearance from Indian history of M. Dupieix, 
and is replete with expressions of disgust at the 
manner in which the administration of the French 
was carried on. Ho lingered on until the 12th (not 
the 11th, as stated by M. Vinson) of January 1761, 
and died four days before tho surrender of Pb ndiehery 
to Colonel Coote, which took place on the morning 
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of the Ifcit.h d anuary of that, year. He left no sons. 
Two wore born to him, but both died during their 
childhood* 

The account given here of ftanga PLUai -has 
mainly been derived from a copy of a petition in 
French, addressed to the Governor of Pondichery, 
which haii been obtained from the family. In 
this the petitioner, after recounting' the history of 
hi 3 uncle and his services, requested compensation 
for the losses which Ms relative had sustained in 
consequence of his devotion to the cause of the 
French, It bears no date, but from its contents 
there seems but little doubt that it wad written riot 
long after the death of Rnnga Filial. 

What, induced him to keep a diary, them is 
nothing to show. It is very clear that it was never 
written with tlio slightest view to publication, or 
for perusal by others than, perhaps, the immediate 
members of his own family. It. stands unique as a 
record of tho inmost thoughts and reflections of an 
extremely able, level-headed Oriental, and of his 
Criticisms— which at times are of the freest charac¬ 
ter—of his fellows, and masters. It h a strange 
mixture of things trivial and important; of family 
matters and affairs of state ; of business transactions 
and social life of the day ; interspersed with scraps of 
gossip, all evidently recorded as they came to the 
mind of the diarist; who might wfell be dubbed the 
“ Indian Pepys/' Homely as is its diction, there 
ore in it descriptions of iuon and things which ore 
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vividly life-like, and passages which are startling; 
some in their pat hoi, and others in their shrewd¬ 
ness. That* for some reason or "other* he attached 
much importance to the keeping of a diary is shown 
by an entry in his journal in which he records having 
sent to his younger brother, on the occasion of his 
!irst mission, on behalf of the Government, to Madras, 
the materials for opening one, w ith strict injunctions 
to keep it regularly, and to note in it carefully every¬ 
thing that occurred. As a record, the diary, though 
perhaps in pans dull reading, is on the whole a 
deeply interesting, and probably valuable account 
of things historical, political * and social appertaining 
to the period embracing the rise, the zenith, and the 
beg inning of the decline of the French power in India. 
Kanga Pillai evidently did not record, day by day, 
the events which he considered worthy of mention. 
Sometimes, consecutive entries are to be found ; then 
breaks of more or less length occur; then the events 
of a single day appear ; and then entries are made 
under one date of the occurrences of several days— 
probably from notes. The diary is not written 
throughout in his own hand. The first volume of 
the original, which covers a period of about nine 
years from 1736—the year in which he started the 
chronicle—very largely is, but the other volumes, 
where originals are forthcoming, have, on examin¬ 
ation, been found to be in several hands, with hero 
and there the writing of Kanga Pillai hi in self. It 
seems pretty clear that ns time went on, and his 
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duties increased, he found h tin self unable to do the 
scriptory work which, it involved, and employed an 
amanuensis. There is no change of style or diction 
until tbs last few pages are reached. In these the 
record has evidently been made by some Ono else, as 
what was hitherto a diary becomes a narrative which 
tor mi nates abruptly on the daj’ on which Kanga 
Pillai died. 

The diary was begun on the 6th September 1736, 
and was written in bound volumes of the size of 
large account books. After Hanga Pillai's death, his 
nephew, Tiruvf ngada PiUai, continued to maintain a 
record, which runs to the beginning of 1 770, and is 
still in the possession of his relatives. It was not 
until more than a century after the date on which it 
was begun, that the existence of Eanga PiUai’s diary 
became known. In 3 846, M» Gallo is Montbrun, the 
father of the gentleman who until recently was 
Mayor of Pondicbery—to whose courteous help in 
making search and inquiry regarding tko diary I 
desire here to express my indebtedness—unearthed 
the manuscript, which* up to then, had lain unheeded 
in the house of the representatives of the family. 
M. Month ran* who took the deepest interest in old 
vernacular writings, then proceeded to make a copy 
of it. But he apparently started with selections 
only; for the volume from which the translation 
for the G overmnent of Madras was originally made 
is full of breaks. This was not observed until 
the actual work of editing was commenced. The 
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omissions then noticed led to inquiry, and it was 
ascertained that M T Montbrun had subsequently 
supplied tlio blanks by a supplemental volume, which, 
ho waver, was n ot Fo r t bco mi ng, F urther sea re h vv as 
made, and this resulted in the discovery of the 
undoubted originals of volumes I and II. The 
volume now being published is practically a fref=h 
translation from these. M. Ariel made another copy, 
which is in the National Library at Paris, but 
whether this is defective or not, there are at present 
no means of ascertaining. M. V ins on, apparently 
under a misapprehension, has stated in his 1 Fran^ais 
dans rindc 1 that the copy made by the late M. G allots 
Month run was presented by bis son to the public 
library at Pondichery. It lias been definitely ascer¬ 
tained that this is not the case. It was not until 
1870 that an attempt to publish a translation of 
any portion of thy diary was made, when M. Laude 
hud a rendering into French prepared of tho 
account given in it of the siege of Pondichery, in 
1748, by Admiral Boscawtm. The journal again 
dropped out of sight until 1889, when M, Julian 
Vinson, Professor of the Special School of Living 
Oriental Languages at. Paris, published a translation 
of flame portions of it, which he followed up in 
1894 by a volume amplifying those, and bearing thu 
title of * Lea FranqaU dam V IndeJ This, however, 
does not go beyond 1748, and is composed oF 
extracts referring only to a few special matters. 
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In 1892, the existence of the diary was brought 
to the notice of the Government of Madras by 
Lieutenant-General IL Macleod, R.A, the Consular 
Agent at Pondiohory, and Professor G, \W Forrest 
the Director-General of Imperial Records, and it was 
suggested that the matter which it contained was of 
such interest and value that it was highly desirable 
that a copy of it should be obtained ; and a translation 
made of this, and published. The Government, 
which was then presided over by Lord \V unlock, 
readily adopted the suggestion, and the transcription 
was commenced towards the close of IS92. Lieu¬ 
tenant-General Macleod, w ho t ook a deep interest in 
the matter, arranged for and superintended the work. 
The comparing of the copy was entrusted to his 
assistant. It was believed at head-quarters that the 
transcription was made from the original volumes, hut 
subsequent inquiry has show n that this was not the 
case, and that the copy w hich M. Montbruu’s father 
had made was that used. The translation from 
Tamil was finished towards the close of 1896, and it 
was then supposed that the diary was complete 
from September J786 to January 1761, but subse¬ 
quently the laeuum previously referred to were 
fonurt, and this led to my assistant being sent 
to Fondichery to, if possible, compare the portions 
of the translation in which these occurred with 
the original. It was then that it was discovered 
that the copy of the late M* Mont brim was im¬ 
perfect; that such of the originals as w ere available 
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had not been used by tho British copyists, owing 
to the difficulty of reading some portions of thorn ; 
and that, not only were some of the original volumes 
missing, and not traceable, but that portions of 
M. Mont bran’9 copy, of which no originals cod Id 
bn found, had disappeared since General Maclsod’s 
transcription waa made* A prolonged search for 
^hat was lacking has been made, but without suc¬ 
cess ; beyond the discover)- by my assistant of the 
originals of volumes i and IT, and by the French 
authorities of the original of the last volume of the 
diary*

The diary— in the translation now made—i9 
continuous (as kept by Hanga Pillai) from the 6th 
September 1736, to the 24th November 1<48; after 
which there is a hiatus of 7 months. It then runs 
on, without failure, from 26th June 1749, to 29th 
October 1750, when another break of 5i months 
occurs; it is again perfect from 16th April 1751, to 
8th December 1753, when there is a gap of 9 months. 
The last lacuna, of 4 months, occurs between 22nd 
September 1758, and 22nd January 1759. The total 
period for which the diary is wanting is 2 years, 
l month, and 15 days. There is no doubt, from 
inquiries made, that the breaks mentioned represent 
lost volumes. It is a matter for much regret that 
so much should be missing. It is possible that 
something may be found in the copy made by M. 
Ariel, which is reported to have been one from the 
original; but from what M. \ inson says this seems 
rather doubtful. 

It is not, I conceive, my business to enter upon 
any dissertation regarding the period to which the 
diary relates, or to comment, further than 1 have, 
on this interesting chronicle. I regard it as my 
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concern only to attempt to place before the public a 
fairly readable, and reasonably correct translation, 
and to explain, by brief foot-notes, such points 
as might otherwise prove unintelligible to t hose 
unfamiliar with Indian words and expressions. 

In preparing the diary for publication it has been 
considered expedient to break the translation up 
itsto volumes of convenient length, and to divide 
these into chapters. As no general index will be 
drawn up until the publication of the whole is 
complete, tables of contents have been prefixed 
to each chapter, and the items appearing in these 
have been repeated and amplified in the margin of 
each page, it is hoped that by these means the 
readers of the diary will have but little difficult}* iu 
tracing everything of any moment mentioned in it. 
The tables of contents are longer and more full than 
is usual, but. it has beou thought bettor, in a work 
of the peculiar nature of the present, to err rather 
in this direction, than in that of brevity, A nomi¬ 
nal index will be found at the end. of each volume. 

Particular attention has been ]taid to the subject 
of dates ; as regards which Kang a Pijl&i was, no 
doubt, occasionally—either through ignorance or 
carelessness—inaccurate. Where corrections have 
been found necessary, they have been put in the form 
of foot-notes. 

The period covered by the volume now being 
published extends from the fith September 1736— 
when it opens with, the quaint preamble of which as 
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strictly literal a translation as Is possible is presented 
to the reader—to 32nd April 1746, M. Dumas, the 
successor of M. Lenoir, had, on the former date, 
almost completed his first year of office, and Ratiga 
Filial, though barely twenty-seven years of age, was 
head of the family ; his father having died some ten 
years before. How he first came to be employed as 
a servant of the Company has been already stated 
in the account given of him* but it was not until 
M. Dupleix assumed the reins of government that 
he had anything to do with matters affecting the 
administration of Pondichory, He then became, 
amongst the natives—-if not the Europeans also—the 
right hand man of his illustrious master, and was 
in constant personal communication with him. fn 
rendering the diary care has been taken to give as 
close a translation as converting Tamil into readable 
English will allow, of ibe many interesting, and 
often curious conversations between the Governor 
and liangn Pillai, which aro recorded In it.

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Th i; salient events referred to in this volume are 
the grant to the French by the Natvab of Arcot of 
permission to establish a coinage of their own; the 
negotiationa for the acquisition of, and the subsequent 
purchase and occupation of K&rikfil; the invasion of 
N&dir Shah* and the fall of Delhi; the irruption of 
the Alahrattas, and t heir depredations j the arrival of 
M. Dupleix as Governor* in succession to M. Dumas; 
the capture of Trichi nopoly and Chanda Sahib by 
the Mahrattas ; the murders of Safdar All Khin, 
Nawiib of Arcot* and later on* of his son, and con* 
Sequent disturbances; the advance southwards of 
the Nijam with a large force to put an end to the 
growing anarchy ; the conclusion of peace between 
him and the Mahrattas, and the cession to him of 
Trichinopoly; the death of Kan&karija Miidali* the 
chief dubfrih, and rival of Eanga Pillai; hostile naval 
demonstrations and acts by the English ; and the 
quarrel of the family of Kanakardya Mndali regard¬ 
ing the estate left by him. 

There are many matters of less importance, but. 
which at the same time seem to be of consider¬ 
able interest. To these, however, it doss not appear 
necessary to specifically refer. 

The portrait of Eanga Pillai facing the title page, 
is a copy of an oil painting 2' ft* x T 1" which 
is in the house that ho usod to occupy. Through 
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the courtesy of the representatives of the family, 
who still reside in the building where their ancestor 
died, I have been permitted to have this photo¬ 
graphed ; and the work of reproduction has been 
carried out by the Graphic Art Society of Geneva* 
The painting is undoubtedly an old one, and does 
not altogether seem to be the production of a native 
artist. It wa9 removed from its frame, and carefully 
examined, but without success, to ascertain whether 
it bore any name, or marks. There is a pretty story 
as regards its history, which, however, is supported 
by no actual evidence. This has been obtained from 
the leading member of the family, and seems worthy 
of mention. It runs as follows : There was, in the 
days of the prosjjerity of Ranga Pillai, a time of 
scarcity in Pondichery, and a French merchant, 
whose name, or supposed name, is not ascertainable, 
had imported a shipload of rice, from which he hoped 
to make a large profit. But beforo it came to hand 
a very marked fall took place in the price of this 
commodity, and the unlucky trader found himself 
face to face with the certainty of a very heavy loss. 
On placing his circumstances before Ranga Pillai, 
who seems to have boon a friend of his, he without 
more ado, purchased the whole cargo for himself, 
at a price which gave the owner a fair profit. The 
grateful merchant cast about for some way of making 
a lasting acknowledgment of the kindness done to 
him, and happening to be an artist of some capacity, 
decided to paint a portrait of his friend, and give 
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him a surprise with rogard to it. This ho did bv 
removing, with the connivance of the servants, and 
during the absence of their master, a mirror in the 
sleeping chamber, and substituting for it the picture. 
When Uanga Pillai returned home—so the tale goo9 
—ho partially undressed before retiring for the night, 
and happening to glance at what ho believod to bo 
the mirror w f as startled to find himself faithfully re¬ 
presented thorein, so far as regards face and form 
were concerned, but in a dress totally different from 
that which ho was wearing. A closer examination 
revealed the kindly trick that had been playod upon 
him, and his delight is said to have been so great 
that he straightway loaded tho author of it with 
costly gifts. . 

A careful examination of the diary reveals not 
the remotest allusion to this picture. It is just 
possible that there might have been some in tho 
portion of it which is missing, but I am inclined to 
fear that this tide—which one cannot holp wishing 
could be held beyond cavil to be true—is a bit of 
oriental romance.

Th.if.rrJ an y Oth September I736 y or 25ih Aveni of 
Xn!a. —At a meeting of the Council hold nt 8 this 
morning* M* Dulaurens was appointed a member 
of Council. At 4 in the afternoon, AL DumesHer 
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waited on the Governor, M. Dumas, and informed 
him that lie would continue to be a member only on 
the condition that he was to be given precedence 
over M. Dttiaurens in the matter of signing; but 
that it this was not conceded he ciid not cure to 
retain, his appointment. The Governor replied that 
lie was bound to carry out the orders of the Company, 
and could not with propriety contravene them, 
M, Du mo slier then rejoined ; “ Was [ not required, 
in a despatch which came last year by the ship in 
which you arrived, to a (fix iny signature beneath 
those of MM. Dulaurens and Signurd ? Tu connec¬ 
tion with this your predecessor, M. Lenoir, convened 
a mooting of the Council, He asserted that the 
Company had passed its order in ignorance of the 
actual circumstances of the case, and ho promised 
to address the Directors on mv behalf, and to cause 
a revised one to be issued, lie assured you that in 
the event of the Company charging you with dis¬ 
obedience of its instructions, he would take the 
responsibility on himself, and he begged you to 
allow mo to sign as fourth member, immediately 
after M, Legou ; as had been the practice during his 
tenure of office* You thereupon undertook that 
until receipt oF a further communication from him, 
you would continue to me the precedence which I 
had hitherto been accorded. He then sent, for me, 
and told me in your presence to retain my appoint¬ 
ment only so long as I was in the enjoyment of my 
present honours, and to throw it up whenever J was

required to sign after the persons to whom I hove 
alluded* On this, you gave jour* word that you 
would respect what he hud said, and you have done 
so for a year.

To this the Governor replied : “ Your functions will 
continue undisturbed, and your salary will still be 
the same.

When the rupee die arrived, Mfilugiri Pundit, 
as previously stated, was directed by MM. Logon 
and Dumas to coin 100 seers of dollar-silver into 
rupees, and to submit a detailed account of the 
resu 1 ts obla i nod by li im. T ho fol 1 ow ing is the s tata- 
ment furnished by him to M. Legou. Dollar-silver 
Weighing 100 seers is equivalent to Rs. 2,343|. 
The alloy of lead which should bo added will yield 
for each seer Re. 3 V- or Us. 9f per 100 seers. Thus 
the total number of rupees turned out from 100 seers 
of silver is 2,3$2J. Out of this, a deduction of 
Rs. 16 a thousand w ill have to be made fur minting 
expenses. In the face of the results arrived at by 
M^lugiri Pandit, who had personally coined money 
to tho extent of nearly Rs, 50,000, it is not easy to 
comprehend how M. Dumas and the members of Ids 
Council have decided to coin only Bs.

entries of btile-marks in the billHuf-lading were bused 
on those noted in the voucher received from the 
ship. Thereupon, M. Dumas told me that so long 
as T was in possession of the paper signed by the 
persons named, I need not bestow any further 
thought on the matter. I nest communicated to 
MAL Dumoslier, Signard, and Duhiureus what had 
occurred, and showed them a letter addressed to 
mo by Al. Dubois, from the roadstead at Mylapore. 
They observed that in the face of the facts stated, 
there was nothing for me to be anxious about.

Monday, 13th May 1737 , o? * J+th Vaigdsi of 
Piny ala . — This morning, letters were received from 
M. Lenoir, the ex-Governor of Pondichery, who 
lias returned to France. They were brought by a 
ship from Europe, bound for Madras. One of them 
was addressed to the Deputy Governor, M. Delorme, 
in which it was intimated that the writer had reached 
Paris, and that he had been appointed a Director. 
Another was to M. Lenoir’s cousin, M. Dumeslier, 
the contents of which were as follow :— 

“I reached L’Onent on the 9th May 173G. 
After I had visited the Directors there, I proceeded 
to Paris, where 1 arrived on the 2ndof June following. 
I then visited the Directors of the Company. On 
the 9th of the same month, they unanimously agreed 
to admit me as a shareholder, and appointed mo to 
the directorate. My brothers, wife, and children, are 
w ell. This year the Company will send four ships to 
Pondichery, and three to Chandernagore, making in 
all seven sail. Two of them will leave at the end of 
October, and the remainder before the beginning of 
January next. If you so elect, you may continue 
in your present appointment; if you do not desire to 
do this, you can retire. In case that you have a 
mind to return, please, before you leave, appoint 
M. Dumas as the manager of your affairs.” 
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On tin? arrival of this letter, VastidGva Aryan 
and I visited M. Dnmedier, who placed it m my 
hands for perusal.

It does not behove iu« to do so now, or even 
to call the circumstances to miml. J shall, later on, 
take some other opportunity of remarking upon it. 

15th June 1737 f vr 5th .i/ti Pingala. 
—The ship fihihppcattc arrived hei^ from Europe, at 
Jt I his a f to moon. She ts bound for Chanderuagore. 
The captain, M. Uattr, lauded from her silver packed 
in ninety Tour boxes, which he left, .nl the mint with 
iir-ti actions to coin it. W hen this, wkitili weighs 
30,000 mares,* is converted into rupees, she will 
leavo for her destination. At 5, a Council was 
held at the residence of M, Dumas, the Governor, 
to read the despatches for the Government of 
Pondichery which had arrived by this ship. As in 
these the names of all the Councillors with the ex¬ 
ception of two, viz., MM. Dolourous and de Choiay, 
were mentioned, those gentlemen, at the request 
of the Governor, withdrew from the Council. The 
despatches were then read by him and the other 
Councillors. When the meeting had separated, the 
Governor opened the despatch addressed to him

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.personally, ami learned from it, that if it wad agree¬ 
able to him, ha might, appoint MM. Du Ian ions and 
da Chorny to his Council M. Du mealier had already 
resigned his seat, and he and M, Delorme, the Deputy 
Governor, wore about to embark for Europe | so 
that the Governor, finding that, ho could not appoint 
better men than they, and wishing to do them a good 
turn, appointed MM. Dulaurens and do Choisy to be 
members of his Council. As these facts have not 
been mado public, people may say whatever they like ■ 
but what 1 have stated above is the exact truth, I 
have derived my information from the Councillors 
with whom I am acquainted. As M. Lenoir had left 
Europe to effect the sale of go mis belonging to the 
Company, this year’s despatch has not boon signed by 
him. Another ship, which sailed for those shores on 
the same date as that previously mentioned, has been 
delayed on the way. The crew of that w hich Inns 
just reached this say that she will lx? sighted in two 
or three days hones. Tho vessel which has arrived 
brought no communications from M. Lenoir to any 
one here. 

Monday, 17th June 1737, or 7Ik Ani of PingatGL. 
—At 2 in the afternoon, the Bur <1$ Bourbon, captain, 
M. Marquesas arrived, M. Dirois, a Councillor, 
came by her t o Pondichery, When he and the captain 
disembarked, a salute of fifteen guns was fired from 
the battery at the fort. They t hen went to the Gov¬ 
ernor’s house, and delivered to him the communica¬ 
tions which they had brought from the Company, 
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M. Dirois took up his residence in the house of M, 
Cordier. He wiw ill whou ho landed here, Tho de¬ 
spatches from the Company which were sent by this 
ship arc in purport mainly the same as those which 
were previously received by the Phdippeaux. It has 
forwarded to this Government an order intimating 
that if the Directorship, either of Ohandernagore, or 
of Mah£, should fall vacant during the time that 
M. Dlrois Continues a Councillor, ho may bo appointed 
to the vacancy. The silver sent by the Company to 
Pondichery in this vessel amounts to 30,000 marcs, 
Tho present market price of a seor of silver varies 
from 7 pagodas 5 fauams, to 7 pagodas 6 fauams. 
Both tho Fhdippeaiu: and the Due de Bourbon landed 
at Poudichery thirty-four chests of coral; besides 
Various kinds of broad-cloth, gold and silver lace, 
spirits, and miscellaneous European merchandise. 

Tho Due th Bourbon brought letters from M. 
Lenoir to his friends out here, and amongst others, 
to the Governor H, Dumas, M, Delorme the 
Deputy Governor, and M, DnmesHer. She also 
conveyed letters to M. Dumeslier from his father, 
brother, and other relatives. That received by him 
from ht-i father lamented tho separation from kb 
son. The letter from M. Lenoir stated that after ho 
had returned to Europe, the Director-Generalship 
of all India was conferred on him* but that ho had 
not as yet taken over charge; that the Company 
had consequently written the despatches according 
to tho usual form; that he had no concern in the 
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orders issued by tbo Dirhetors ; that JIM. Delorme chap. t. 
and Dumosiior had permission to return; that the 
Com pai Lyentertained a high opinion ol M. Du mealier; 
that if he wished to stay in India he might ilo ir^Du**. 
so, and that in that case, he could sign his name after 
M. Logou in the despatches. Them wore other 
matters mentioned In the letter, but M* Dumeslier 
saw lit to communicate only the above-mentioned 
particulars to me. VSsndfiva Pandit was with me 
at. the timo. Wo both asked M. Dames Her whether 
ho meant to stay in India, or return to Euro^/e* 

I lo replied that ho did not ace what advantage he Thl - lMt t, t, 
could gain whoa ho was separated and far away ^anaS 1 
from his parents* brothers, sisters, and kindred. T, ' mftlfL 
Alluding to his earnings in this count ry, ho asked us 
whether wo did not think that he conld obtain the 
same in his own. TTu said that, it was better to 
earn 10 jmgodas in one’s own land, than 100 in n 
foreign one; ns in the former case a man need not 
give up friends and relatives. Ho told us many 
things concerning the administration of his country, 
and the customs obtaining there* His descriptions 
tallied with what wo had heard before from other 
European gentlemen, and from Chevalier Guruva 
Pill ah M. Dome slier told us how M* Dumas came to Tfl[1 
k' appointed Governor of Pondicherv. lie said that '■

a servant of the French Minister induced his master 
to use his influence with the Company on behalf of 
M. Dumas, anil that the Directors hading that 
M. Lenoir was about to return to France, and not 
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Cuaf. i + faring to refuse the Minister’s request, sent out

h. ri M l ' aM ^tum for the services rendered by the Minister’s 
itito servant, M. Dumas agreed to pay him 10,000 dollars 
immediately on his appointment, and a farther sum 
of 2,000 dollars a year during the time that ho 
retained the Governorship. He further spoke of 
the weak administration of M. Dumas, and the 
factions existing in the town. He gave us to 
understand that he and M. Delorme were sure to 
return to France by the first ship in September,

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[Friday], 88th June 1737 , or 18th Am of Pin - 
(jala .—The PhtUppeaux, captain, JVL Lazar, sailed 
during the night for 0 ha ruler mi gore, with three lakhs 
of rupees on board. 

Wn>hvj, 12th July 1737, or lat Adt of Pinyala ,—- 
At noon a Council was held, and it was decided to 
send M. Vorrier as Administrator of Bandar,* to 
relieve M. Golard, who is ill, 

‘Saturday, 13th July 1737 , or 2nd Adi of Piny ala. 
—The Chau vdin, captain, M. iXavery, left during 
(he night for Chau dura agore, carrying five lakhs of 
rupees. 

Friday, 19th July 1.737, or 8th Adi of Piny ala .— 
The ship Maitrepat, which departed last year to at tack 
Mocha, reached the anchorage at noou to-day. She 
announced her arrival to the ship of M. Marquesas 
by tiring seven guns, and then sainted the fort. 
The captain , M- de la Garde, had hoisted, on the main 
mast of his ship, the Arabian flag which he had 
captured in the fort at Mocha. This was blood red, 
and in the middle was represented a hand with 
the five fingers stretched out. The captain brought, 
it on shore with him, it was then shown to the 
Governor, and deposited in the fort. The officers, 
captains, lieutenants, etc.; and the soldiers who 
formed the expedition, returned by her. At 6 in 
the evening, all the guns of the fort, as well as those 
mounted on the ramparts, were fired. As I have 
not previously said anything about the expedition

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to Mocha, I no - * - give tho particulars of it. When 
the ship fitted out for this purpose reached her 
destination, a boat and a catamaran were sent out 
from the shore to meet her. The crew of the 
vessel made these fast to her, and owing to stress 
of weather, had to quit the roads ; but after four 
or five days, when the sea became calm, she returned, 
and proceeded to disembark a few' men with arms 
amt ammunition. Before, however, a landing could, 
bo effected, the men in the fort had realised that 
hostilities against thorn were contemplated. The 
ship discharged from a mortar a shell which foil 
into a mosque whore the Governor and others were 
at the time assembled. The fuse of the missile was 
burning, and emitted sparks. Some people gathered 
around to look at this novelty, but soon there was 
an explosion, and twenty-five of the spectators were 
killed The Governor immediately escaped into 
the country. Whan the expeditionary force heard 
that he had fled, it marched against the fort, and 
attacked it, Tu this skirmish, which lasted for an 
hour, five of the Assaulting party were killed, whilst 
the enemy suffered a loss of forty-five men. The 
fort then fell into the hands of the besiegers, who 
hauled down the Arabian dag, and hoisted their own. 
A corporal was appointed commandant. The victors 
occupied the fort for a few days, when persons de¬ 
puted by the Nawab who governed the town came 
to them, and paid . f „ *

1737 . Pingala .—At 9 this morning, MM. Delorme the ex-

E££ ,Ioc Deputy Governor, Lenoir, Dumeslier; M. Febvrier 
the ox-Secretary, with his wife; and M. Porcher 
left the beach in a boat, and embarked on board 
the Floury, captain, M. Dordelin, bound for France. 
A salute of fifteen guns was fired from the fort 
when M. Delorme, the ex-Deputy Governor, left the 
shore, and nine guns were fired by the ship when 
ho reached her. During the night she set sail, 
cowpwfaoo Many in Pondichery were concerned at the departure 
5 Tl.wu De P ut y Governor, for he was liked by the 

people for his just decisions. He made no distinc¬ 
tion between rich and poor, never took a bribe, and 
treated the native on a footing of equality with the 
European. The people were also grieved at the 
thought of having as his successor M. Tiegou, who is 
not famed for his uprightness, and has a partiality for 
Europeans. They were aware of the weak adminis¬ 
tration of M. Dumas, and feared that no check 
Btuvpc&ni would ** exercised over M. Legou. Many Europeans 
•MS*. shared the opinion of the people of the town that 
hitherto things had moved smoothly, because M. 
Delorme condnctod the affairs of government wjth 
certainly half the ability displayed by the former 
Governor, M. Lenoir, and that henceforward matters 
would not go on so favourably. On the other hand, 
there were some Europeans who rejoiced, thinking 
that under M. Legou they would have their own way. 
Both M. Delorme and M. Dumeslier were sorry 



wirr m. PKuraiER returned to France. 
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to part with mo, and before embarking expressed 
their anxiety on my account, because Kanakaraya 
Mudali and l are not on good terms, and they could 
no longer support mo against him. They feared that 
during their absence he might endeavour to do 
me a mischief with the Governor, who is well dis¬ 
posed towards him. They therefore recommended 
mo to the kindly notice of M. Elias, who w r as asked to 
watch over my interests. They told him that much 
as they desired to return to France, they wore never¬ 
theless far from happy at being compelled to leave 
me in this predicament. They took so much interest 
in me because they knew that I was dependent on 
M. Lenoir, and had none else to befriend mo; and 
because they were also aware that there was long¬ 
standing enmity between me and Kanakaraya Mudali. 
They were men who always revered God, and walked 
in uprightness. It was therefore no wonder that 
prior to their embarkation, all the people united in 
wishing them well, and a prosperous voyage. God 
will, no doubt, bless their voyage. 

I will now explain why M. Febvrier went w ith 
his wife to France. The son of M. Mollandin now 
resides in that country with his uncle. M. Mol¬ 
landin, when he died, appointed M. Febvrier as the 
executor of his estate. M. Febvrier not only took 
charge of it, but also married the widow. The 
brother of M. Mollandin has now' demanded of the 
executor the return of the property belonging to his 
nephew. M. Febvrier has therefore gone wdth his 
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Chap. ii. wife, to render accounts, and to deliver up the estate 
1737 . in person. The cause of M. Porcher’s departure is 
dcr«r e tuJvor as follows. When ho was at Bandar, as Adminis-

trator, ho fell out with the merchants there. One 
of them, KGralla Bulu Chetti by name, preferred, 
after the departure of M. Lenoir, the late Governor, 
a complaint against M. Porcher before M. Dumas, 
the new Governor, and M. Delorme. He accused tho 
Ch&m>d Administrator of Bandar of having defrauded the

Company, and having despoiled the local traders. 
M. Porcher w'as in consequence recalled, and M. 
Golard was sent in his place. When M. Porcher was 
arraigned before the Council, he denied the charge, 
and stated that he only acted under orders from 
M. Lenoir, who knew all the facts of the case, and 
that he w’ould go home, and explain everything to 
him. The Governor and his Councillors assonted 
to this course, and ordored the accused to clear 
himself in Franco before the Directors. Hence the 
departure of M. Porcher by the above-mentioned 
vessel.

[Saturduy~\, 19 th April 1738 , or 10th Chittirai 
of Kdlayuktii. —Company’s peon GOvinda Rao and 
his brother brought from the camp of Naw&b D6st 
’AH Kh&n, Rais Zahfir Khan, and Jm&m Sdhib, at 
Golconda, a letter addressed by tho last mentioned 
of those to the Governor, M. Dumas. They were 
also the bearers of another communication to 
Kanakaraya Mudali, from Ananta Aiyan, the agent 
of the French. In that from Imam Sahib was 
enclosed a draft on the officer in charge of the 
treasury at the fort at Alambarai; tho Governor was 
to cause this to be presented, and to obtain the 
amount mentioned therein. What this sum exactly 
was is not known, but the transaction related to the 
grant of a loan by Im&rn S&hib to the French. 

Sunday , 20th April 1738 t or 11th Chittirai of 
Kdlayukii .—This morning, clerk Sinappaiyan, en¬ 
trusted with the draft referred to above, proceeded 
to Alambarai. 
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Mondayt £J*t April 1738, or 12th Ohitiirai oj 
Kufoffitkti .—This morniug, I visited the Governor, 
Ho was talking to M, Eliaa. M. Si guard was with 
thorn. Just then a courier from Madras delivered 
a loiter to the Governor* who informed us that the 
PrincMif .Wary, belonging to the English, had arrived 
at Madras* and had brought, a letter from a friond 
of ills in trance, bearing date 13th October 1737, 
After M. Signard and others had gono* the Governor 
turned to M, Elias, anti told him that the news 
which he had received from France was a 11 good. He 
then looked in my direction* and taking the hint* 
1 withdrew to a distance. He spoke further with 
M. Elias, but I do not know' w hat it was about. 

M. Elias summoned me, and said: ££ llangappa ; 
I purpose leaving for China. I require 100 candies 
of lead. Whenever it is procurable in the market 
at NagGr, Porto Novo, or any adjacent places, 
arrange for the prompt purchase of it. You 
can employ your servants there for this purpose; 
I will pay their wages/ 1 When ho mentioned 
his intended departure* ii, was as though an arrow 
had stricken me through the ears. 1 cannot 
describe on phi per the anxiety and trouble which 
this new's evoked. The reason why 1 felt this 
so keenly was that since the retirement of M. 
Lenoir* M. Elias* bearing in mind the animosity 
which Kimakaruya Mudali harboured against me, 
was always kindly disposed towards me. He would 
give a willing hearing to any representation that I 
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hurl to make, and advise me as to what was to to Ciuit.ii. 
cl one; and whenever raj name was mentioned by 
the Governor or* his Councillors, ho would always 
speak favourably of me. He was thus helpful to 
mu in several ways, which proportionately irri¬ 
tated Kanakarflynn. My recollection of all this has 
aroused intense pain in my heart. My prayer to God c,<**i 
is that M, l^lias may be blessed with a prosperous 
voyage, sound health, and success in the business 
which he has in hand; and that he may soon return 
to this country, in order that T may en[oy his benign 
support once more. By the grace of God. nil this 
will be realized t of this 1 make no doubt* 

Thursday, 2’dh April 1738, or 16 th ChitHrai of 
Kdfayuldi.—Two letters, despatched through the 
post by Mr. Hubbard, the Governor of Port St. ,illL '" s 
Da rid, arrived during the third watch * of the night.

Nicolas ,% that of M. Carvalho outstripped its con¬ 
sort, and arrived first, in port; and that the other 
might be expected in a day or two. M. de la Villa* 
bagae intimated in his letter that his vessel had put 
into St. Nicolas for water, and would reach her

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destination in five or six days. This nows was 
received with joy by the people, who were experi¬ 
encing 1 distress, owing to the limited circulation of 
the Company’s coins. 

Friday, 25th April 1738 , or 16th Chittirni of 
Kdlaifukti. —In the third watch this night, the ship 
Nossa Senhora da Savde set sail for Manilla. Her 
captain is M. de Solminiac, and her supercargo M. 
Herbert. The native captain is Azhagappan, the 
husband of Kanakardya Mudali’s sister-in-law. 
About from 300 to 400 bales of her lading is the 
property of Armenian merchants. Of the remainder, 
a considerable portion formed part of the cargo of 
the Emreux Marrhand , and the rest belongs to 
local Europeans and Natives. 

Saturday, 26th April 1788 , or 17th Chittirni of 
Kdlayukti. —Kftdanda R&maiyan, the lessee of the 
lands of Vazhud&vftr and those of Fort St. David, 
paid a visit at 5 this evening, to M. Dumas, the 
Governor of Pondichery. Entering the house, he 
proceeded by the staircase to the central hall on 
the second storey, whore the Governor, who had 
come half way to receive him, embraced and led him 
to a couch placed on the western side of the apart¬ 
ment. Both seated themselves there, and made 
inquiries regarding each other’s welfare: Kanaka- 
rdya Mudali interpreted, and the members of Council 
were seated in the northern portion of the room. 
A present of five yards of red and five yards of 
green broad-cloth, a mirror worth 6 or 7 pagodas, 
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a couple of pen-knives, and two pairs of scissors, 
was made to him. Seven guns were fired when the 
Governor first met and embraced him in the central 
hall. Gifts were also made to Achaiyan, Konflri 
Pandit, and Vir& Reddi; each of whom had two 
yards of broad-cloth. When KOdanda Rsimaiyau w as 
about to take his departure, the Governor asked him 
whether he had ever visited the interior of the fort. 
He replied that ho would do so, if permitted. The 
Governor thereupon desired Kanakar&ya Mudali 
to conduct him round. After he had seen the 
place, he repaired to his apartments in Sunguvar’s 
garden-house. During the administration of M. 
Lenoir, Kodanda Ramaiyan would not have received 
such an honour as a salute of guns, and would not, 
in any way, have been made much of. 

Wednesday, [30th April 1738 , or] 21st Chittirai 
of Kdlayukti .—At 1 this afternoon, the ship San - 
karapdnk , which left for Manilla in the month 
of Pauguni, of the year Nala [March 1737], re¬ 
turned, after having disposed of the goods which 
she carried thither. M. de la Villebague is her cap¬ 
tain ; the supercargo is M. Rousseliere Dubois, and 
they received a commission on the sales. The fol¬ 
lowing is a statement of how the cargo sold: blue 
piece-goods at 50 per cent, profit; coarse cloths, 
striped and ordinary, at 20 per cent.; Bandar 
stuff at 80 per cent.; Chandernagore stuff at 80 
or 90 per cent.; dowered cloths and fine Madras 
chintz at 20 or 25 per cent.; and the chintzes of 
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Pondichery, Tiruppappuliyur and the surrounding 
places, partly at a loss, and partly at cost-price. 
The accounts furnished by MM. Dubois and tie la 
Villebague showed that the rates wore not at 
variance with those of the year Pingala [1737]. 
In the case of flowered chintz, a year’s credit was 
given. 

Tuesday, 6th May 1738 , or 27th OhiUirai of Kdla- 
yukti. — Between half-past 6 and 7 in the morning, I 
w ent to the Governor’s residence. To a question put 
by him, I replied that I had brought with me the 
iugot of Malacca gold which ho had given me two 
days before. He asked mo whet her I w as prepared to 
give 27*2 pagodas an ingot, I replied: “ My Lord, 
I have already offered at the rate of 2711 juigodas, 
and I do not desire the gold if the price exceeds that 
amount, even by a cash.” The Governor objected 
to receiving Alambarai pagodas, because, so he said, 
their fineness was only 7£ touches. He wished to be 
paid in pagodas of 8^ touches. To this I would 
not assent, but offered to pay only in what was 
current. He asked me whether I required him to 
accept even copper coins. He next communicated to 
me his decision at Council on the previous day. It 
was to the effect that those who brought into the 
town pagoda coins having a fineness of less than 
eight touches, would not only render themselves 
liable to a fine of 1,000 pagodas, but would be 
treated with ignominy, by being branded with the 
figuro of a dog, and being severely dealt with in 
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other ways. He moreover told me that a procla¬ 
mation to this effect would be made in the evening 
by beat of tom-tom,* and that notices would be 
posted up in three places in the fort, viz., the cloth- 
market, the church, and the court. I submitted 
to him that his order would be a hardship on all 
the inhabitants of the town, as the gold coins now 
possessed by them were all of less than the pre¬ 
scribed fineness. He however would not listen to 
my reasoning: his proposal is impracticable. 

The Comte de Toulouse, which left France on 
the 11th November 1737, or 30th Arppisi of 
Pingala, arrived here this day at noon. When she 
anchored, fifteen guns were fired; as were seven 
more on the hunting of the captain, M. Boutot 
de 1 Orient. Within half an hour of disembarking, 
he proceeded to the residence of the Governor, and 
handed to him a letter from the Directors. This 
conveyed no extraordinary tidings, but the captain 
informed us that M. Lenoir was in Paris enjoying 
good health, and that his word was law with the 
Directors of the Company. He also stated that Mr. 
Pitt f was living in France, in tho same house 
with M. Lenoir, and that they wore inseparable

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companions. He told ns that M. Vincons • was 
coming out in Tai [January]. 

I repaired this evening at 6, to the house of 
M. Elias. He told me that after the arrival of 
the French ship he, towards tho evening, visited the 
Governor, who—MM. Dulaurens and Legou being 
present—communicated the intelligence that the 
Company entertained a very favourable opinion of 
him, and had Issued directions to accede to whatever 
representations he might make. Ho further told 
me that the Governor had intimated to him that a 
letter, which was coming out by the next ship, had 
also been addressed to him by the Company. The 
Governor, so I was informed, then congratulated 
M. iSlias, on which he returned suitable thanks. I 
asked him whether he had himself written to t he Com¬ 
pany, to which he replied that he had not; neither 
did he know any of the Directors. He spoke in high 
terms of M. Lenoir, and attributed the favour shown 
to him by the Company to the recommendations in 
his behalf made by that gentleman to the Directors. 

Forty thousand marcs of silver were received by 
the Comte de Toulouse. This, it is said, will be coined 
into rupees, and sent on to Chandernagore by her. 

Wedliestbnj, 7tk May 1738 , or 28th Chittirai of 
Kdlaijukti .—The ship St. Joseph, which had been to 
Perak and Tenasserim, returned at 8 this morning. 
Her cargo is said to consist of rice and Mergui wood.

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This evening at about 7, learning that Father Cm*p. n, 
Lolbre * of the church t in front of my house 173 a 
had come to my residence, and was standing at 
the entrance, I hastened to him, and paid my 
respects. He then informed mo that he had come 
to impart a piece of news that would pleasantly 
surprise me. So saying, he took me to the 
church, conducted mo into his dining room, and 
ordering a wax candle standing on the table there 
to bo lighted, requested me to bo seated on a 
chair placed by the side of it, whilst he sat on 
another hard by. He then told me that he had 
received, by the ship which had recently arrived, a ***«**«■• 
letter from JM. Lenoir, in which he was bidden to 
visit and give mo certain information. Showing 
the portion of the communication which concerned 
me, he permitted me to read it. It ran as follows : ivr«ju 
“ Rangappan, your neighbour in the house oppo- • 
site to you, has written a letter to me. I am in 
receipt of it, and am very pleased. Assure him 
that I will never forget him. 1 am on the watch 
for an opportunity to assist him in what he wants, 
and when one offers, I will see to his interests; I 
have not written to him direct, bocause he may It WUlVtfl 
have to use the help of another to acquaint himself 
with the contents of the letter. You bul better 
visit him, and explain all this to the satisfaction of 
liis heart.” After reading what was shown to me, 
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I remarked to Father Loii^re that M. Leuoir was 
so good that his liking for me had not declined. 
He observed: “ He is very favourably disposed 
towards you. The way in which he has written 
shows that he has constantly in his mind a desire to 
oblige you in any matter of importance the success¬ 
ful issue of which depends on the pleasure of the 
authorities at home. As a rule, it is very hard to 
extract promises from him. He would not have 
written as he has, unless ho was most cordially bent 
upon doing you a favour. Ho is not one who will 
forget promises, as some do.” He told me several 
other things regarding the character and abilities of 
M. Lenoir, which created in my heart unspeakable 
raptures. I then asked him how the business of 
M. Vincens fared. He replied that the brother of 
M. Dupleix had done his very best on his behalf, but 
that it was all in. vain, and that M. Vincens was wan¬ 
dering about the streets of Paris much dispirited. I 
then took leave of the priest, and came away, having 
been escorted by him as far as the church gate. 

Sunday, 11th May 1738 , or 1st Vaiydsi of Kola - 
yukti. —The St, Benoit, bound for China, and laden 
with pepper, cardamoms, etc., touched here. Of 
the cargo, only 100 candies of pepper were landed; 
the balanct has been retained on board, as the 
ship is on her way to China. The captain is 
M. Desjardins. 

[Friday], 16th May 1738 , or 6th Vaigdvi of Kala- 
yukti. —The merchants of the old Company executed 
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a contract, this morning at 9, undertaking to ciiaml 
supply 3,000 bales of piece-goods for the year, 
Bread-cloth and a chain apiece were presented to !®cS 2L 
them, and thirteen guns were Bred, The oift of 
broad-cloth,and the salute, followed precedent. As plM ** £ ^ 
regards the chains, they were not in reality pres- 
ents made by the Company. Each man supplied 
himself with one at his own cost, and wearing it had guu,,^ 
for its origin nothing but a desire for ostentatious ™Edi? 
display, liie motive which actuated the merchants 
to do this was that they wished it to be understood 
by the public that they were treated with greater 
marks of honour than Sunguvar, who had only broad- 
cloili, and a salute of guns. About live years ®go p 
duiing the tloys when M* Lenoir was Governor, they 
preferred a request to be granted the present of 
a chain each, but he stoutly refused to comply w ith iib Wrf 
their petition, on the ground that in such matters 
time-honoured practice could not be deviated from. chai1 ^ 
They then said that they would supply these at 
their own cost, but prayed that they might be 
presented to them by the Governor in public as, 
ostensibly, the gifts of the Company. He replied 
that if it was required, he had no objection to 
announce, ten thousand times, that the chains 
were given by the Company, provided thnfc they 
wore placed in his custody. The merchants there¬ 
upon each handed a chain to Kannkardya Mudaii, to 
be mrnle over to the Governor, who eventually pre¬ 
sented it to its particular owner. Similarly, on 
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the present occasion, the merchants caused their own 
chains, which had been kept in their houses, to be 
presented by the Governor for the sake of appear¬ 
ances, A novel feature in the proceedings this 
year was that after signing the contract and taking 
leave they were accompanied from the Government 
house as far as the warehouse by dancing girls 
and tom-tom beaters of the left-hand caste,* In 
other respects, each received the honour usually 
accorded to him. 

An event which took place to-night in this town 
is recorded below. Subbaiyan and Rang&ppa Chetti, 
who are the agents of Imam Bfthib, arrived here 
with 50,000 pagodas ; and in accordance with the 
agreement entered Into by the French at the time 
when they were given authority to coin rupees, they 
asked to bo supplied with silver for the money which 
they had brought. The terms of the agreement 
required that for every trading ship which reached 
the Frtmch, they should furnish to Timm Sahib 
ingots of silver worth 50,000 pagodas, he paying the 
value of these in the form of pagodas, at the rate 
of 7 pagodas and 2 fauams per seer of silver* The 
Governor promised to comply with their request, 
and also told them that as he expected another 
ship in five or six days he was prepared to give ingots

Wednesday, 11th June 1738 ; or 1st Ani of Kdla- 
ifufrh. A ( ouncil wua held this morning at 8 
to read the Company's letter. The proceedings 
opened with the firing of twenty-one guns from the 
fort battery. 1 lie Deputy Governor and the other 
Councillors congratulated M, Dumas 0 n the honour 
bestowed on him by the French monarch. The mer¬ 
chants and the principal inhabitants of the town 
also went to the Council to congratulate him. The 
Order of St. Michael was conferred on M. Dumas 
ISSk for the following reasons. The endeavours of the 
cm various Governors of PontKcheiy, during the last 
l> jozm, to obtain a charter from the Xuwab of 
Arcot authorizing them to issue a rupee coinage had 
previously boon of no avail, and were crowned with 
success only during the time of the present Governor, 
The Directois of the ( otupuny were exceedingly 
pleased to receive the news of this, especially as they 
had expended large sums of money to procure the 
charter—by which they would be considerably 
profited- and the negotiations had been carried on 
through a long series of years. They thereupon 
communicated the glad tidings to the Gompiroller- 
Geueral, and through him, to the King of Freuce, 
w ho desired to know what return should be made to 
M, Dumas for his signal services. The Directors, 
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having reason to believe that M Dumas, who had 
written to hia agent to that effect, would not be 
adverse to being invested with the Order of St. 
Michael, informed the Comptroller-General accord¬ 
ingly. lie, in his turn, made it known to the King', 
who agreed to bestow the insignia of the Order on 
M. Dumas, and directed the Comptroller-General to 
prepare the necessary Letters Patent* That official 
communicated i o the Company the orders passed, 
as well us the intelligence that the decoration would 
be despatched by the next ship. It thereupon made 
these things known in the letter to M. Dumas and 
his Council. The honour conferred upon him will 
give the following privileges to ids descendants* 
Hia sons will take nmk ns nobles, and may marry 
into noble families, and his slaughters may be mar¬ 
ried to members of the nobility. As for M Dumas 
himself, ho will be greeted with honour wherever 
Frenchmen are; he being a Chevalier of the Order 
of St. Michael, When he goes to the capital of 
of France, ho will bo exempt from the royal 
taxes, to which all other Frenchmen are liable. 
The Order of St. Michael was formerly conferred 
by the King on Gurova Filial. Ho having left 
no descendants, the title of Chevalier, and his 
knighthood, became extinct with him. If AL Dumas 
dies without issue, there will be no heir to Ms title. 
It w'ill not descend to his brothers or pther 
relations* He is indeed lucky in having secured 
the honour of knighthood. It is one not commonly

coinage of rupees. They Expended immense sums 
tot money. I he negotiations were very prolonged, 
IJS M Deuoir, however, who was Governor before M. 
PasT ^ )uilia ' L - wrotu 1° the Governor of Bandar, and pre- 
uZL* railed u P ou him to mediate with Chin Qulich Khan * 
to obtain for the French leave to enlarge the fort 
thoie, and to circulate the pagoda coins of Pondi* 
chary in that town on the same footing as those of 
Madras. In ihe course of these negotiations, a sum 
of between AOQO and 3,000 pagodas was expended, 
and permits were obtained from the Nizam in regard 
to these matters, further, M. Lenoir sent for Imam 
SEildb, and conferred with him as to the means of 
obtaining from the Naw r ab of Arcot a permit to issue 
a rupee coinage in Fondichery. Imam Sahib prom- 
Lsed to send the reqtiirod license, and returned to 
his home. But before the charter of the Nawdb 
could be despatched by Imam Sahib, M. Lenoir 
returned lo franco, and M, Dumas was appointed 
m his stead. Thus change occurred within the short 
space of two mouths. The document at last came, 
aml Dumas was the recipient of it. All the 
fSS-.

Kannkariya IVftldali is however a lucky fftniirt , 
man, There has been before him no dubSsh w-ho held ££3* 
oil]co SO long, or w ho amassed so much money ; and 
there has boon no predecessor of his whose name has 
travelled so lar us France, and w ho has obtained so 
much distinction, \\ bo shall say that this man Is 
not fortunate ?

Some new t factors have also arrived for the fort.

They all 
started thence in formal array, with muato and 
dancers. Waring with them the presents intended for 
the Governor ; and when the cavalcade arrived at the 
YazhadAvfir main gate, a salute of seven guns was 
fired. The procession moved on then CO to the resi¬ 
dence of the Governor, on the steps of which ho 
welcomed the party, and conducted it to the cen¬ 
tral had, whore, under a salute of seventeen guns, 
he and Chandfi Sahib's messengers took their seats.

The French step Duchme^ captain, M. Monique, 
arrived this evening at 5, having on the way 
touched at Mascareigne, - where she remained for 
a month. The news from that place, as related by 
her captain, is as follows : The King of France has 
conferred on M, do la Bout donna is the Order of 
HL Louis. The Company transmitted the decora¬ 
tion through the captain, and lie was the bearer of it 
to the grantee. M. dc la Bourdonnais has sustained 
a domestic calamity in the loss of his wife, w ho tiled 
of heart-disease in the eighth month of her preg¬ 
nancy. This was follow ed, a few days afterwards, by 
the death of his son, two years and-admtCold. These 
afflictions befell him after the arrival of the shift at 
Mascareigne. He is suffering from great depression 
of spirits.

A 
party of bricklayers, carpenters, and sawyers—sixty 
or seventy in number—was shipped in the evening, 
together with a supply of bricks, limo, and building 
tools of various kinds, such as spades and saws. 

The ship got under weigh, and tho sails were set,

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but tho breeze (lying away, she was again brought 
to an anchor. 

Sunday, [3rd August 1738, or] 22nd Adi of Kdla- 
ijukti .—The news which came from Tanjore this 
day was to the effect that those who bore tho 
presents for the Raja of Tanjore had halted at 
Mdyavaram, and had sent forward to Tanjore the 
Brahman protegd of Kangoji Pandit and the 
native officer, who were members of tho party. 
They were entrusted with a letter to be handed to 
Rangoji Pundit. Having read this, he delivered to 
them the following message, both by word of mouth, 
and in w riting. They were charged to state to the 
persons who sent them that although it was true 
that the Raja of Tanjore, when hard-pressed for 
funds, had sont his men to Pod lichery to negotiate 
with the French for the sale of Karikal and five 
adjoining villages, yet, as the latter had not then 
come forward with offers, and as the need for money 
was now past, there was nothing more to be done 
in the matter. Subbaiyan and Krishnaiyan for¬ 
warded this to Pondichery; and tho latter went in 
person to see RaugGji Pandit. Kanakaraya Moduli 
received the message, and communicated it to the 
Governor, who was dispirited at it. Kanakaraya 
Mudali and SGshachala Chetti were both sad at 
hearing this intelligence. 

In the meantime, Kanakaraya Mudali received 
from Malaiyappa Mudali and Pillai Motto, who 
had previously been sent to Karikal, another letter 
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written on palmyra leaf. They reported that chat. lit 
according to instructions they repaired to Kfirik£l f i7:ts. 
and communicated to the Lubbays * and other inbti- otuiu, 
bitautri of the town the information that it had 
become a French possession, and that a ship with 
Frenchmen on board might be expected to arrive in 
a week or so. The letter further stated that this 
news was hailed with delight by tho people, who ^bici 
communicated it to the Subahdar,+ bv whom it was <{ 
transmitted to tho Kaja of Tan j ore, w r ho however 
asserted that no laud whatever had been made Ka ] a 
over to the French, and who not only commanded tlie munian. 
Subahdar to drive thorn out if they came to take 
possession, but also sent 100 horse and 300 foot jjwum 
to occupy K&rik&L Malaiyappa Mudali and Filial Kn ' telij 
Muttu next intonated in their letter that they had 
been directed to quit the town, and that they had 
obeyed the order. This news, also, was received 
w ith much sadness at. Poudicheiy.

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Sunday, [10th August 1738 , or] 29th Adi oj l\dla- 
yukti. —The PhAnix, which left France in December 
1737, reached Pondichery at 3 this afternoon. On 
her arrival, she fired a salute of twenty-one guns, 
which was returned by the fort. The third officer 
came on shore, and having informed the authorities 
that the captain would land on the following day, 
returned to his ship. 

Monday , [11th August 1738 , or] 30th Adi of Kdla- 
yukti .—The captain of the Phtnix, M. de Butler, 
lauded at 8 this morning. His arrival at the fort 
gate was welcomed by a salute of thirteen guns. 
After visiting the Governor, ho repaired to the 
lodgings provided for him. 

At 3 this afternoon, the trader ... * which 
belongs to M. Dupleix, the Director of Chander- 
nagore, arrived at Pondichery, and saluted the fort 
with nine guns. This ship first went to Jeddah, 
and on her return touched at Mocha, whence she 
started on the 7th July, bearing a letter from M. 
Gabriel Dumas, the Director of that place. On 
arrival here, the captain of the ship, M. Beau¬ 
mont, and the supercargo, M. Albert, landed, and 
presented to the Governor the letter which had 
been entrusted to them. The news brought by the 
captain was that more than one-half of the goods 
taken to Jeddah remained unsold; that M. Dupati 
was left in charge of the remainder; that no sales

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whatever could be effected at Mocha, owing to the 
scarcity of dollars arising from lack of customers 
for the purchase of coffee, and the bad government, 
of the Arabs, V ho were very jealous of the local 
traders ; and that not a single bale of the goods 
despatched to Mocha by the Due de Bourbon 
and the country ship PonJirheny had, up to that 
time, been disposed of. The eommumcaturn sent 
by the residents at Mocha to the Governor was 
to the same effect. M. Mitan also received a letter 
which spoke of the depression of trade. This he 
communicated to me* 

Tuesday) 12th August 1755, or 31 d Adi. of 
Kdlagukti .—The Governor sent, for me this morn¬ 
ing, and countermanded the order which ho had 
given for the following piece-goods t black cloth, 
two cubits broad.; coarse cloth, eighteen cubits long, 
etc. He explained that, owing to the slackness of 
business at, Mocha, he no longer needed those articles. 
I told him that, it would be impossible now to cancel 
the orders given to the weavers, because money had 
already been advanced to them, and some had com¬ 
menced sending in their cloths. He desired me to 
do w hat t best could in the matter, and I agreed, 
1 subsequently w rote in evasive terms to the weavers 
at Porto Novo, G heimamainly akktiu palaiyam, etc., 
that the stuffs were not required, and that they need 
not weave or semi them for some time. 

Monday^ 18th Augurt 1738 , or 6th Atani of 
Kdlayakti,- — At 3 in the afternoon, Tinmti BftJu 
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chetti returned to Fondichery from Ptatur, near 
Tan} ore, where Ohanda Sahib was encamped. Ka u a- 
kariiya Moduli, Mutiaiya Filial, and BfeMcliala 
Chetti, went as far as S&ghfiahak Chetti’g choultry to 
moot. him. Having conducted Mm to his residence, 
they severally returned to their homes. An ele¬ 
phant and five or six horses came in his train. 

Wttdne&hy, 80th Anguti 1738, or 8th A mm of 
J&Uayukti .—This after noon, between half-past 4 
and *>, Tiruviti Bain Chetti paid a visit, to the Gov¬ 
ernor* \Yhen the latter received Mm, nine guns 
were fired from the fort. They repaired to the 
central hall of the Governor's house, and seating 
themselves there, conversed for a while on general 
matters. The Governor then inquired whether 
Cha ml a Sahib w as w ell * Bid 11 C hett i rep! jed t hat 1 in 
wag commissioned by Chandt Sfrhib to communicate 
to him certain matters, but that this must be done 
in private. The Governor then opened his odice- 
room, into wdiich they, together with Kanakaraya 
Mudali and Salat□ Venkatachala Chetti, entered. 
They were closeted together for about three or 
three antl-a-half Indian hours,* and then re-entenag 
the central hall, resumed their seats. The follow¬ 
ing presents were given: to Tiruviti Biilu Chetti, 
eight yards of red broad-cloth, a silk turban of 
superior quality, a girdle, a piece of gold brocade, 
and a Manilla horse of the value of 80 pagodas; to 
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LiLikshmipati Chetti, the brother of Hflshnchala Chetti, chaw m. 
two yards of red broad-cloth; to SalatU Venkatach&la itsh. 
Chetti, two yards of red broadcloth. After they had 
received the gifts, they took leave of the Governor, 
Jvanakar&ya Mudali, Muttaiya Pillai, and I, escorted 
them to Tiraviti Bulu ChetlFs house. We seated 
ourselves in the reception room, and tlie following 
presents were then made ; a shawl, a girdle, a silk He 
cloth and a silk turban to KannkariLya Mudali, the 
same* with the exception of the shawl, to Muttaiya 
Pijlai* and me ; and a couple of shawls to SGshachuta 
Ohetti. Moreover* on the day that Bale Chetti 
arrived he presented four pieces of jewellery to 
Knilakariya Mudnli* and a pair of shaw 1 s to M iit taiya 
Filial, as well as to me ; mid certain articles to 
M&htgiri Pandit and others, according to their 
position and importance. 

Inquiry has elicited the following information ubjwi_Qr 
concerning the purpose of Tirnviti Bale Cliettds Ciavt,hlQr - 
visit. Sidhftji DMa 1 and he being friends, he 
found his stay at Trichinopoly irksome, and conse¬ 
quently, taking leave of Chanda Sahib, made his 
way to .Pondichery. He however wished to 
advance some other pretest for coming, and 
accordingly adopted the following plan.

F(g iMlu Chetti is a liberal-minded man, and in 

haCMl truth, there is hardly his equal in subscribing to 
charities* There is, however, one weak point in 
him, U any Brahman asks of Mm an allowance, 
or any one seeks any material help, or solicits any 
employment from him, he wilt not, comply with tlieir 
applications unless they pander to his lust, with 
their wives, maters, or some other suitable women. 
The existence of this vice in him throws all his 
Hutapiw- merits into shade. In addition, he is da)' and night 
(dven to depraved thoughts such as these, and he 
apends his time in the company of pimps, a number 
of whom he has in his service* His ideas are not 
of a high class ; and not having moved in the society 
of gentlemen, he is not well mannered. The low’ 
nature of hi* character is to be imputed to the fact 
that he was not born rich. 

Thundafo [£l*t August 1786, or) 9th Irani of 
SSL Kdhij n kt i ].—The Phfotix, captain, M. de Butler, 

winch recently arrived from Fiance, has been fitted 
oat for an expedition against KMML. Forty Furo- 
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peausand forty topasae.< * were embarked, under the 
command of a major and a lion tenant. In addition 
to the cannon already on board, thirty or forty guns 
were mounted on the deck. The ship was well pro¬ 
vided with, all tine munitions of war, such as powder, 
shot, and shell; as also foodstuffs and victuals of 
various kinds; and the captain set sail at 7 in the 
Dimming. Twenty-one guns wore tired by the ship, 
and a similar salute was returned by the fort. 

JFridarf, 12th tiept ember 173< S', or 3 hit A cant of 
KdiayuHi . — The t wo ships which were despatched to 
KariHl, to effect negotiations for the purchase of 
that place, have returned, A landing was effected by 
AI. Dirois—who went as commandant^M, Alartinville 
Ids deputy, and the other officers who accompanied 
the expedition. The soldiers, bricklayers, and arti¬ 
sans, al s o disembarked, P rakiisa AI udal i t he £ quint - 
eyed, who had started in high hopes of obtaining t he 
office of chief dubush, landed with the rest. But 
or reaching the shore, all were crestfallen, because 
their object was frustrated. 

As regards Krishiiaiyan the Hasty, who went to 
Tan jure accompanied by Sinappaiyan, it is said 
that orders were given by the authorities there to 
imprison both of them, but that they evaded capture, 
and bid in Sun guv Sr’s choultry. It also appears 
that directions were issued to put Rangbji Pandit to

Tuesday, 16th September 1738 , or &th Puratfw 
ttf Kukit/fdfi —The Dnr th Bourbon, captain, M. 
Marquesas, winch sailed for Mocha in Arppisi of 
Pingftla [October I737], arrived at Fondle he ry this 
morning at 9, The captain landed, and visited the 
Governor. The ship was well laden with coffee, and 
had no room in her hold for more goods. She was 
bound for Frauen. The crew reported that trade at 
Mocha was exceedingly dull j t hat no sales had been 
effected during the last two years, and that, unless all 
the merchandise now' at that place was disposed of, it 
was useless to overstock the market there by sending 
more goods from Pondicherry. M, Gabriel Dumas 
wrote to the Governor to the same effect from Hoc ha. 

Friday t \_10th September 17JA], or 7th Purattd&L of 
KSat/tdti —I set out this morning at half-past 5, 
for Porto Novo. Th& business which took me there 
was to put on board the French ship La Pair, 
captain M. Le Faucheur, bound for Acheen, the 
merchandise belonging to tho Company and to 
private traders which was ready for shipment, and 
to see to her despatch. 

Sunday > 28th Sty timber 1738, or 16th Purattdai 
of KdlatfvJdi ,—T he .dup „ ipnlton arrived from France 
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tills morning, during the third watch. It is reports! 
that, she has brought the insignia of the Order of 
St. Michael for \I, Dumas, the Governor. It. is also 
said that to-morrow, Monday, being St, Michael’s 
day, he w ill wear the badge of the Order. 

Monday, &9th September 1738 , or 17th Pnraitcbi 
of Kd/at/uktL —This morning, Hie Governor appeared 
with the badge of St. Michael suspended by a black 
ribbon over his left shoulder, after the manner of 
wearing the pftnflt,* and went to the cathedral in the 
fort, accompanied by the t ’ouneillors, the majors and 
captains of the army, the ship-captains, and other 
Europeans of Pond idler y. In honour of the occa¬ 
sion, the soldiers were marshalled outside the church, 
and whilst the service was proceeding within, three 
volleys were fired by the military outside. These 
were returned, thrice, by twenty-one guns from the 
ramparts; and the six or seven vessels lying in the 
roads each fired three similar salutes. When the 
service in the cathedral was over, the entire party 
proceeded to the Governor’s residence, where a 
banquet was spread. As they sat down to this, 
three salutes of twenty-one guns were again fired 
from the ram pa rt s, a nd by the ships. T ho merehant s, 
the dabashes, and other principal Inhabitants, after¬ 
wards wont to the residence of the Governor to con¬ 
gratulate him. There was joy in the tow r n this day, 
and every' one regarded with satisfaction the new- 
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title of the Governor, who will henceforth bo called 
Chevalier Dtimaa. Kanakar&ya Mndali repaired! to 
the fort in high hopes of obtaining the gold medal— 
which k in the form of a dollar—promised to him,, 
but he returned disappointed and dejected, 

Wednesday, 1st Qrt.nber 1738 1 or Ifffh Pumftasi of 
KfUayuHi .—-The La Ltsix, captain, M. Le Fauchenr, 
sailed this morning for Acheen, having on board the 
cargo belonging to the Company and others which 
was shipped at Porto Novo, and carrying as jiasson- 
gEirs the supercargo M, Lenoir, Muhammad Sal Sr 
Beg agent of tho king of Acheen, Faramfinamla 
Pillai, and the dark-complexioned M. Mi ran. 

Sat h nitty, [4M Ocotber 1738f qv 22nd Pumfidsi of 
KdlaijnJUh —1 returned at noon to Pondiohery. 

Prior to the arrival of the French merchant- 
ship, on 28th September 1738, or 16th Purattusi of 
Kfilayukti, another had come and departed, but as 
I was not hero at the time, i am ignorant as to her 
name, Bhe was commanded by M. La Blanche, who 
somewhat resembles M* Logon in appearance, and 
is short of stature. She had been to Cbanderiiagoro 
to ship some cargo, and is under orders to return in 
tho month of Tai [January] next. 

Ttirfidaif, Hth October 1738, or 1st Arpphi of 
KtlhujaldL —Subbaiyan of the Fort and Yirap- 
paiyan the Sleepy, who Wero sent, with presents to 
the Raja of Tanjore, returned to-day to Fondiehery. 
They had neither gone to Tanjore, nor had they 
delivered the presents to the persons for whom they 
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W 13 re iutonded, Wh i t st t hey were halt mg al Kftclu- 
yarkoyil. emissaries stmt by Rangeji Pundit from 
Tanjore come, and prevented their further progress. 
They were put under strict surveillance, and were 
forced to deliver the letter which they had with 
them for KariMl. They suffered many hardships at 
the hands of Rang^ji Pandit's men ■ and during the 
darkness, under pretence of seeing the amusements at 
the village, and whilst their oppressors were asleep, 
they escaped, carrying all the presents away with 
them. The troubles which they underwent that 
night were great j it. would fill half-a-dozen pages 
to enumerate them all. To be brief, they managed 
to take shelter in the Brahman village called Puli- 
yantoppu, in the Bdaiyar’s country, on this side of 
the lloleroon. From that place they wrote to Kana- 
karaya Mudali for further instructions. After a 
lapse of twenty days, a reply came, and Hubbaiyau 
of the Fort and Virappaiyan the Sleepy, hastening 
to Poudichery, arrived this day, bringing with them 
the presents which had been on trusted to thorn. 

It would fill a volume of more than a hundred 
pages, were I to recount all the incidents which 
occurred, from the time that the presents were de¬ 
spatched to the Raja of Tanjore, to that at which 
they were brought, back to Pondichevy. The failure 
of this mission reflects infinite disgrace on the persons 
who wore entrusted with it, and has brought much 
discredit on the French. Never before has such 
dishonour befallen the French power. The failure of

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France for presentation to Kauakariya Mu dull was 
delivered to him at the Council Chamber, in the 
presence of everyone. Eleven guns were fired on 
the occasion, A gift of a palanquin inlaid with ivory 
was also made to him. The face of the medal bore 
figures as on the dollars from Europe, and the reverse 
the Company’s arms* Tho Governor, whon delivering 
it to Kanakar&ya Modali, said: "The Company has 
awarded this to jou in appreciation of your labours 
on its behalf, * After he had received the medal, 
Kanakaraya Mndali, entering the palanquin inlaid 
with ivory, wont home accompanied by music. 
He passed through the street in which nvy house 
lies, and then struck into tho road by tho side of 
the tank ■ a short cut which ho was, owing to a 
sudden fall of ram, obliged to take instead of going 
along the street of tho VeMahas, and the court 
street. Although the grant is not, in reality, so 
groat an honour as to till one with pride, the medal, 
having como from France, will no doubt arouse 
intense joy in tho hearts of Kanaka raya Mudali 
and his kinsmen. Others, too, may regard it as 
something worth obtaining, as they cannot be 
cognisant of its exact value. 

Saturday, 18th October 173S\ or 5th Arpphi of 
Knlaytfkli .—The shipments made on board the two 
traders mentioned below, for the return voyage to 
Franco, were as follows :— 

The Due de fionrt<m t captain, M, Marquesas 
was laden with coffee, bat no piece-goods. 
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The St. Geran , captain, M. Aubin, carried Pondi- 
chery piece-goods, 1,230 bales; pepper, 300 candies; 
red-wood, ... * candies. 

Laden with the foregoing cargoes, tho two ships 
set sail at night. 

Thursday, 23rd October 1738 , or 10th Arppisi 
of Kdlayukti. —The Phenisr , captaiu, M. de Butler, 
started on her homeward voyage to-day, freighted 
with 1,404 bales of piece-goods, and 200 candies of 
pepper. 

[Thursday], 0th November 1738 , or 2kth Arppisi 
oj Kdlayvkti. —As Ammaiyappan was weighing out 
to the people of the country of P&chakadai | a 
quantity of coral, Kanakaraya Mudali asked M. 
Dulaurens whether all the arrears connected with 
the previous coral contracts had been liquidated, and 
the promissory notes returned. He replied that 
the amounts duo had been recovered. Kanakaraya 
Mudali then inquired when this was done, and 
whether the interest had been paid. M. Dulaurens 
replied that it had not. Kanakaraya Mudali there¬ 
upon asked what this would amount to. M. Dulau- 
reus answered that it must bo a pretty heavy 
sura. Kanakaraya Mudali on this exclaimed that 
the Company should not forego it, M. Dulaurens 
rejoined, with slight reserve in his manner, that

Nevertheless, 1 have Iiad to 
make the amount good to the Company, which 1 did 
by borrowing it from others. Under these circum¬ 
stances, is it justified in demanding interest of me ?'■ 

1 also adduced other convincing arguments, 
on which M. Dulaurens inquired whether I would 
permit him to communicate what 1 had told him to 
th e G ovornor. 1 roficc ted for a while, and i t oc c urred 
to me that Kanakaraya Aluduli might not, alter all, 
have addressed the Governor, and that this step 
would onl) serve as a reminder to him of what 
he had overlooked. I therefore told him that 
unloss the Governor, himself, raised the question he 
need not moot it, but that should he start the 
subject', a suitable representation might, then be 
made. AT. Dul aurens re pi led : £ * Very well.” A Iter 
a pause, he said: “What has given, rise to so 
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much animosity between Kanakaniya Mudnli and 
jon ? '* T answered: * f You may remember all 1he 
mischievous acts of which lie, out of sheer jealousy, 
was the author daring the time of M. ITdbert.* In 
spite of my unremitting efforts to act in accord¬ 
ance with his wishes, ho still cherishes in his heart 
the old ill-feeling/ 1 M, Hula ureas admitted the 
truth of wliat I said. 1 then took leave of him, anti 
came away. 

Month* *t , 2-ith Nwemhvi* 1738^ or 121k KdrtUgai 0 / 
ATt/ntjtkU .—^his morning at 3, whilst ! was at 
the resilience of M. MoU&iulm, which is at present 
the Govern meat-bo use, there was a gathering oF 
the members of Council ami other Europeans there, 
to drink coffee. M. Dtdaurena, who had come 
from the fort, stepped out of his palanquin, and 
w ns on his way to the Council Chamber, when he 
beckoned mo to him, and said : ri The Governor has 
directed that the coral accounts should bo made 
up, and the interest duo calculated. When I 
explained to him the exact position of the matter* 
he said: 4 As he received interest from the coral 
merchants, there is no reason why the Company 
should forego the amount/ You must, therefore, 
promptly see the Governor about this, and argue 
your case properly with him/ 5 After advising me 
thus, he entered the Council Chamber, The anxiety 
which ihis intimation produced in my heart was

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overwhelming. I came to the coud uftiott t hat. I ho 
best course would be to speak to the Governor 
in private; but thinking that my stay where I then 
was might be inexpedient—as the question was likely 
to be raised at. the mooting—I repaired to the arrack 
storehouse, find remained there until the Council 
se|m.irated, and the Governor returned homo. 1 then 
followed him to his house, where he was sitting in 
his office-room. Taking with me an extract from 
the accounts in which he was personally concerned, 
with the balances struck, I entered his presence, 
and greeted him. He asked what had brought me 
there. I replied that I had examined the accounts 
connected with his personal transactions with mo. 
He rejoined that ho had also looked into them, and 
inquired whether they were all correct. I answered 
in the affirmative; and continued: (i 1 understand 
that you have called upon M. Pilarolne to ascertain 
the interest duo In connection with my coral con¬ 
tract. Should you insist on payment of this, I shall 
be reduced to extreme straits. It was a specu¬ 
lation by which I was but little benefited. That 
the Company 1 a coral must, somehow or other, be 
sold, was the main motive which influenced me to 
undertake the disposal of it. For a trifling profit, 
t incurred heavy liabilities, with the result that I 
have sustained serious loss. What T owed to the 
Company, I paid from money lout to mo by others 
at interest. Tho sums outstanding against the coral 
merchants amount to no less than 3 a 00{) pagodas, 
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exclusive of 5,000 or 0,000 pagodas which are irre¬ 
coverable* owing to deaths, or the insolvent con¬ 
dition of the parties, 1 have been plunged into a 
chronic state of indebtedness by involving myself 
in this matter. Twice were my accounts settled 
during the governorship of 11- Lenoir, and on neither 
occasion did ho demand interest. Hut if you now 
press me to make good this amount, how can i satisfy 
the claim ? 1 shall surely bo reduced to bankruptcy. 

If the payment of interest be insisted upon, 1 will no 
longer have anything to do with coral. Although 
I may have ten thousand arguments to urge iit my 
favour, J will not, of course, gainsay your com¬ 
mands. I therefore throw myself on your mercy.” 
The (lovernor then, with great condescension, 
observed; “ Had 1 known that it would affect 
your pocket, 1 would not have meddled with this 
business. 1 was given to understand that the 
liability attached to the coral merchants* Why 
did yon not communicate this to me at least a mouth 
or two ago. I would hftve then nipped the matter 
in the bud. It has now been brought forward in 
tho Council. It will be a very difficult matter to 
withdraw it ” I rejoined : if ftir, the accounts are 
being constantly examined by you. You are so 
familiar with the items in them, that I thought that 
the payments which I mode on two occasions, in full 
of all demands* would not have escaped your notice, 
and that there was no necessity for me to invite your 
attention to them.” Ho remarked : You say that 
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your accounts have been closed. This is however Chap. hi. 
not the fact. The interest lias always been shown ms. 
as outstanding against you.” I said : “ This is a 
point of which 1 was never aware. I paid up oach 
time the full amount, as it fell due, and received back 
my promissory note. What else could 1 conclude 
under the circumstances?” On ray further im- 
portuuiug him to espouse my cause, ho answered: “ If JfSSy" 
you had mentioned this matter to mo about a month 
ago, I would have arranged it without a hitch of any 
kind. Now, it will cost mo a good deal of trouble.” 

I exclaimed in an entreating tone: “ I will never 
forget the trouble which you take on my behalf. 
Gratitude towards you will ever live in my heart. I 
will behave with a full sense of it.” Ho thereupon 
responded : “ 1 will settle this matter personally in 
Council. You noed not be anxious about it.” 1 
answered: “ So long as Tam in the enjoyment of 
your favour, why should there bo any cause for me 
to be apprehensive.” I then tendered my thanks 
to him, and retired.

of Kdlayukti. —Early this morning, before sunrise, 

I went to the Governor’s house. As ho was in 
bed, l waited outside until ho awoko. I then went 
upstairs to his office-room. When he entered this, t™!*™ 

I spoke to him in terms of gratitude, and laid J* n , ^ rthe 
on the table a douceur. He exclaimed: “Let 
this remain with you. I will receive it after your 
business ha3 been settled. It is a pity that you 
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did not take action a month ago, whon I could 
have arranged it with but little effort; it has- now 
become a difficult affair. Who are jour friends 
amongst the members of Council? You had better 
explain jour ease clearly to If. Dirois. I will see 
that this matter is decided in Council so that no 
burden is imposed upon yon/’ Apprehending 
that an acknowledgment of my friendship with 
M. Dirois might be received in a mistaken light, 
I replied: “ M. Dirois is not particularly well ac¬ 
quainted witli me. I have never been to his house. 
If, therefore, I visit him for the first time with refer¬ 
ence to this affair, X do not know in. what light ho 
will regard me. I am, however, slightly known 
to MM. Dulaureus and Dotard. If yon desire it, I 
will represent matters to them.” He replied: 
“ What have they to do with this business ? It does 
not signify. Do not let it trouble your mind. You 
had better go home/ 1 I exclaimed : “ Sir, 1 pray 
that you will be pleased to accept the present which 
I have brought." On ray further importuning torn, 
he replied sharply, with a frown: “ Unless you 
take it back, I will not help you in this affair.” I 
pleaded hard, told him that fcho burden of pro¬ 
tecting me—his slave—rested on him, and took inj 
departure. On further reflection, it occurred to 
me that the motive which induced him to reject 
the gift now, was the prospect created by the magni¬ 
tude of the amount involved of obtaining something 
larger further on. 
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[TA.wr^/np], 27th November 1738, or l£th Worth'- c sup. in 
gai of Kdlayukti. —The Governor, M. Dumas, on nas. 
his way from the Council Chamber to his house, ll ^:?“ l % Jh 
addressed mo thus : " Kangappa, 1 have something onSfc 18 l,lv 
to impart to you "; and continued on his way, i 
followed him almost immediately. He summoned mo 
to liis office-room, and asked whether I had calculated 
the interest, due in connection with the coral con¬ 
tract, and wljat it amounted to, I replied that I 
had not looked into this point, there having boon 
no need for me io do so. He rejoined: " Look 
hero. This is the account prepared by M, Pila- p T ^ L Cv,r '~ 
voine. It allows that tho interest on the value of 
these forty*eight boxes atone, amounts to pagodas 
3,703 and odd, which added to the outstanding 
arrears of interest connected with the payments 
made by you on two former occasions—being 
about 2,600—makes, iu all, approximately 6,400 
pagodas.” I then replied ; ** This is but a partial nuurfai 
view of the question; your calculation concerns 
only tho interest. Please consider the loss which 
I have sustained in tho way of capital laid out by 
me." I adduced, also, a few other arguments in 
support of my case, and held out to him prospects of 
adequate remuneration in return for his intervention. 

He then observed : “ All the vexation which has (iCiimur 

immiiw 

been caused could have boon obviated if yon had £2£rt, 
told me but a month ago that tins question would 
affect your purse. This affair now entails much 
trouble on mo, but for your sake I will incur it, and 

lu 
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see the matter through. You need not bestow 
any thought upon it. You had better go home.” 
Thereupon, with an expression of a deep sense of 
obligation to him, I departed. I was induced to 
adopt the course of influencing him by conciliatory 
words, in lieu of arguing the matter, because instead 
ot saying: ‘You must pay ’; and : ‘ Why should we 
forego the amount,* he all along avowed that he 
w ould do me favour : I therefore did not feel it 
necessary to have recourse to the other plan. 

Three or four days ago, when I was examining 
pioce-goods in the fort, M. Golard, who happened to 
see me, laughingly addressed me thus : “ Judging 
from your expression, I infer you are, at heart, sore 
that you will be asked to pay up the interest due on 
the transactions in coral.” I replied: “ What is 
mv income? What are my expenses? Although my 
circumstances are known, if 1 am called upon to pay 
so heavy a sum by way of interest, does it lie in my 
power to do so ? ** I then clearly explained to him 
what profit I had hoped to make by engaging to 
dispose of coral to the merchants, and what losses I 
had actually sustained by tho transaction. I added: 
“I called at your residence yesterday; you were not 
at home. I went there again to-day, and you were 
again out. I beg that you will speak to the Governor 
in a way that will dissuade him from urging this 
claim against me.” He said: “Very well.** 

Saturday , 29th November 1738, or 17th Kdrttigai 
oj Kdlayukti. —When I was conversing this morning 
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with M. Elias, at his house, a peon in the employ 
of the Company intimated to mo that there was a 
meeting of tlie Couucil, and that the Governor had 
sent for me. Thereupon, I took leave of M. Elias, 
and hastened, to the Government-house, where I 
found Kanakar&ya Mudali, SAshachala Chetti, Vasu- 
dfiva Pandit, MOlugiri Pandit, and a number of 
merchants and dubashes. When at the doorway of 
the Council chamber, I made a sign to M. Golard 
asking him whether I could enter; to which he 
replied by a wave of his hand that it was not yet 
time. I thereupon went into the hall, where 
Vdsudfiva Pandit was seated, and was talking to 
him. After a while M. Boyelleau, coming out of 
the Couucil chamber, called me in. I accordingly 
entered, paid my respects to the Governor, saluted 
the other members of Council, and stood before them. 
The Governor then told me to approach nearer, and 
said: “Pangappa; M. Pilavoine has calculated that 
a sum of 3,700 and odd pagodas is outstanding 
against you.” I answered that I owed nothing, and 
inquired under what head the amount mentioned 
was debited against me. He said that it was the 
interest which had accrued, between the stipulated 
and the actual date3 of payment, on the value of the 
forty-eight chests of coral sold to mo in 1731. I 
replied: “Sir; I will not pay the interest claimed. 
This is not an item for the Company to make much 
account of. I am a losor to the extent of -1,000 
or 5,000 jiagodas, through having stood surety for 
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the money of the coral merchants 5 so much of the 
amount due having become hopelessly irrecoverable. 
Apart from this, some of those in a solvent condi¬ 
tion have yet to pay me about 3,0uU pagodas, i have 
vouchers in writing in support of *nj statements. 
In spite of so large uu outstanding balance as this, 
being of opinion that payment to the Company should 
not bo delayer!. 1 borrowed the requisite amount at 
interest from others, and settled my accounts w ith 
you. Moreover, the sums due by customers are 
received by mo in petty instalments, such as 40 or 
50 pagodas; nay, at times, oven 5 and 10 , But I 
lay them aside, and make remittances to your treasury 
in lump sums. Further, coral is a commodity for 
which the Company finds it. hard to procure pur¬ 
chasers. 1 may moreover mention that on two former 
occasions, when I cleared my accounts, I paid no 
interest. Your books will bear out, my assertion. 
Under these circumstances, it is far from fair that you 
should now persist in advancing this claim. 1 * After 
arguing as above, and urging a few ether reasons, 
I begged Uiat the Governor would not be hard 
upon me. Ho remarked : “ We do not care. As 
you pledged yourself to pay the money due from 
the coral merchants, you are responsible for the 
amount. Do we not relinquish interest on the 
instalments paid by you? We therefore canuot 
relieve you from this payment .* 1 I replied : “ May 
I know for what goods you charge interest, or how 
many times yon thus relinquished it on account 
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of coral ? Those are not matters unknown to you, ciu* m; 
You must show clemency to me.” Ho said that the ^ 
matter required, consideration, and bade me remain 
Outside, I accordingly withdrew from the chamber, ]>iariiL 
took my seat beside Vd&udfiva Pandit in the hall* * nbJjr * w ** 
and conversed with him. The dubfishes and mer¬ 
chants whom ' have mentioned above were still 
there. The Council then dissolved. The Deputy p.m.eii 
Governor at once left for his house. After¬ 
wards, the Governor, followed by M. Dulaureus, 

M. Golard, M, Hiran, aud M. Ingxandj issued from 
the Council room into the hall, when the dubashes, 
officers, merchants, and all others, including myself, 
saluted him and the other members of Council, He 
then went out by the door of the central hall to 
inquire of KauakarHya Mudali what the news was, 

MM. Golard and Dulaurens, who followed him, 
seeing me, smiled. M. Golard indicated to me by n 
motion of his hand that they had decided, to levy the *i* 1

what his words meant, and believed that the Council 
had decided to exempt me from payment of interest 
in the matter of the coral. I entertained no doubt 
of this, and felt happy. Kanakaraya Mudali was 
watching all this. He may have had a faint idea of 
the purport of the conversation, but could not have 
comprehended the full meaning of it. As soon as the 
Governor had disappeared, M. Golard called me 
closer to him, and addressed me thus: “Tempted 
by a small profit, you involved yourself in an affair 
which has cost you 5,000 or 6,000 pagodas. I was 
obliged to use strong words to the Governor; and 
in the end he said that he would relinquish this 
claim for my sake. If any business of yours similar 
to this is brought forward again, I will surely not 
fight for you as I have on this occasion.” I replied: 
“ But iu future, I will not embark on similar specu¬ 
lations. You have managed this affair very credit¬ 
ably. Who else could have done so?” Thanking 
him further, 1 took leave of him, and repaired to 
the house of the Governor. He being alone in his 
room, I presented myself before him, and made 
my obeisance. In return, he ejaculated “ Sir!” 
I exclaimed: “ Can an}’ conduct of mine adequately 
compensate for the favour which you have done 
me in relieving me from payment of the interest 
connected with my coral contract ? I am but an 
ordinary man. Nevertheless you have extended

Monday, 9th February 1739 , or 1st Mfoi of 
Kdlaynkti .—A Council was held this morning. It 
is reported amongst the French that M. Golard goes 
as Administrator to Kiirikal, with a few soldiers and 
sepoys. 

Tho despatch roferrod to above contained, also, 
tho information that M. Delorme, M. Dumeslier, 
and M. and Madame Febvrier had reacliod France 
safely, and were in good health. I have learnt this 
news from some who had heard it from M. Golard. 
M. Delorme, whose health was in an unsatisfactory 
condition hore, lias since his return home been 
restored to the strength and vigour of a man of 
forty years of ago. T have been made acquainted 
with this by the Governor. M. Lenoir, also, enjoys 
in France such exuberance of health that he has 
grown stout and improved in appearance—so much 
so that some who have since gone home have had 
sorao difficulty in recognizing him. This informa¬ 
tion was also given to me by tho Governor. 

Tuesday , 10th Fehn.ary 1739, or 2nd Sfdsi of Kd/a- 
yukti .—This morning at 9, the Governor took up 
a position facing the soldiers, who were drawn up 
on parade in the fort, and desired M. de Bury to 
read out an order which he put into his hands. 
It intimated that M. Golard had been appointed

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Administrator of Karikal, and was proceeding Ciur. iv. 
thither. After this announcement, the Governor 1730 . 
embraced M. Golard, and kissed him. The Council¬ 
lors next came forward, and spoke words of con¬ 
gratulation to him. Iu the evening, he embarked 
with all his effects in the sloop Adi. Prakasa Mudali, lil uV! 1 ’*' 1 * 
the sou of Arunachala Mudali, who is to be the chief 
dubash, and TiruvGngadam, the son of M andiwash 
Venkatapati Pillai, w’ho is to j>erforiu the duties of 
Arumpatai Piljai, accompanied him to Karikal.

Srinivasa Pandit, the son of 
MGlugiri Pandit, departed in her, to hold the post of 
court interpreter. Chinna Parasurama Pillai was also 
ono of the passengers. The sloop sailed at 7. 

Wednesday, 11th February 1739 , or 3rd Mdsi of 
Kdlayukti, — To-day, a native craft set out for JXX. 
Karikal with a number of bricklayers, blacksmiths, 
carpenters, and other artisans. The tools of these 
workmen, together with a few pieces of artillery, 
some powder, shells, and other munitions of war, 
were shipped in two or three other coasters. 

Monday , 23rd February 1739 , or 15th Mdsi XaMja.^ 
of Kdtayukti. —This night, Kanakaraya Mudali, 
Muttaiya Pillai, and S^sh&chala Chetti, started out. 
and halted at Perambfir Tiruvfingada Pillai’s choul¬ 
try,* in expectation of Imam Sahib’s arrival.

Sahib, and accompanied him to the town, then 
returned to their houses, having severally obtained

KdfryuitL —Imam Sahib desiring to pay a visit to 
the Governor; M Miran, M. Ingrand, Kanakarftya 
Mudali, and Muttaiya Pi] Ini, went at 10 in the 
morning, with music, to moot him, and conducted him 
to the Governor, Twenty-one guns were fired from 
the fort. They sat on the same seat, Miyftn Suhib 
and others sat around them.

J£ i%Uha interest in tho affairs of the Company, the Directors 
are anxious to see yon. Further, they have in com 
sideration of tho close relations which exist between 
you and the Company, sent a letter and some presents 
to you/’ Ho saying, he produced a letter, anil 
delivered it to Imftm Sahib. Upon this, twenty-one 
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guns were fired from the fort As the communication 
was written in the Persian language, Im§m Bithib, 
opening it, perused it himself; and then read it again 
loud enough to he heard by all the Muhammadans 
who had come with ham.

36,000 as soon as he should reach Alambaran 
When he was taking leave of the Governor, 
he asked a favour of him, in the following terms: 

A southern Briihman has been imprisoned : as his 
case is one connected w ith territory ontside of j ours, 
I will, if you release and send him with me to 
Alambaraip inquire into it, and settle the matter 
one way or other,” The Governor consented to 
this, and Imam Sahib then took leave of him.

On hearing this, the 
Governor was wroth, and declared that lie would 
not give the contract to him unless he liquidated 
the arrears, and he caused stringent orders urging 
speedy payment to be issued io him by the Coun¬ 
cil. Through the medium of Kanaka r4y& Mndali, 
who had pro m i sed to m pt i ng gi fts, an ar m n go ment 
has been privately effected. As BfeMchala. Chetli 
had on hand piece-goods to the value of 16,000 
pagodas, and stuffs worth 23,000 pagodas to bis 
credit in arrears, making in all 44,0*00 pagodas, 
it was pointed out that this would bo a sufficient 
security.

To remove this evil, the Conned now' 
determines that from this day forward, the pagodas 
issued by tho Poruli chary mint shall each have a 
fineness of eight touches, and that a full seer of 
these shall weigh exactly SI-]- pagodas.

Copies of this order have boon posted in several 
parts of the tow’n for the information of the public. 
It was passed in tho Hall of the Supreme Council

M. Signard, M. Ingrand, and M. Miran. 
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5a/ m r day, 2 3t -d May 1739, or 13th Vaiydai of Sid - 
d/idrti —M- Dupleix’a ship* Oiiatplfirnafjwv, arrived 
at noon this day from Hu rat, and brought the 
following intelligence. Tahma^p Quli Ehfln, of ike 
tribe of Iran, who was, by the grace of God, the 
Hhiih of Persia, and governed his kingdom from 
Isfahan, increased in power to such a degree that 
he fought with the Hu I tan of Turkey, and vanquished 
him. He next turned his attention to the conquest 
of Delhi, and sent a defiant message to the Moghul 
Emperor, who challenged him to war, Tahmusp 
Quli Khun left Isfahan hi 1738, with 60,000 cavalry, 
subdued various chiefs on his way—the Sultan of 
Turaui amongst the number—and having levied tri¬ 
bute from them, marched against Lahore, the prin¬ 
cipal city of the Empire of Delhi, The fort there, 
foil into his hands. The Emperor was exceedingly 
wroth, ami commanded the Nigam and other nobles 
subject to him to march against the invader : they 
offered battle to him, and were defeated. The news 
of this reverse only enraged the Emperor, w ho again 
urged his nobles to fight against the invader, But 
Tahmusp Qnli Khan, who was favoured by Heaven, 
again proved victorious. He next marched against 
Delhi, captured the city, made the Emperor Muham¬ 
mad Shah and the nobles prisoners, and one day 
ordered that he and the twenty or twenty-five 
nobles who had been captured, should be executed 
in public, in the market place. He after wards com¬ 
manded that coins should be struck in his name, and 
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that that of Muhammad Shah should bo obliterated 
from the c urreut money, A mandate was acco riling!y 
sent to the ISawab of Surat, who was directed to 
suppress the corns struck by Muhammad SMh, and 
to issue now ones bearing the legend " By the grace 
of Goil, Nadir Shuh, Emperor/ The Nawdbol Surat 
waij further commanded to issue his charters under 
the authority of the new Emperor, bearing a seal with 
the above inscription, and to inflict a fine of its. tiuO 
on every one who uttered the name “ Tahmasp Quli 
Khan/’ when speaking of the new Emperor; who 
was henceforth to b<3 designated i ' Nadir bhuh. 
Emperor by the grace of God/’ On receipt of 
this mandate, the Naw&b of Surat caused it to bo 
proclaimed throughout the city, and ordered the 
issue of coins w ith the new legend. The old ones, 
as is know n, had u circular rim, but the new ones 
wore pointed at one end; and this too, it is said, 
was by the order of the now Emperor. Such w r a$ 
thu intelligence made known by the Governor, tho 
Councillors, and M. l&ias, as having cornu from 
Surat. The ship which brought this news also 
carried the Usual articles of merchandise. 

If such, indeed, be tho fate that befell the Em¬ 
peror of Delhi, need we wonder at the calamities 
that overtake ordinary men ?

Saturday, $th Junn 1739, or 27 ih V>iig^si of k:i< nki-h 
SifiiVmrtL —'This afternoon at about 4, an English 
ship, bound for Madras, anchored off Fondicltery, 
when a catamaran was despatched to her, and the 
captain sent back by it two letters from certain 
persons in France—one addressed to M. Dumas, and 
the other to Father Lolicre of the church opposite to 
my house; and those were accompanied by a third, 
written by himself. They were handed to tbe

The num¬ 
ber of citizens who have taken to heart the severity 
of this measure is beyond calculation * * * * 

Sunday, 28 th June 1739, or 18th Ani of Siddh&HL 
— The ship Manee, captain, M. de Solminiac, which 
sailed from this for Mocha in the month of Mftsi, 
of the ye/Sr Kajayukti, [February 1730], returned 
this afternoon at about 2. I inquired whether 
illo goods which she had taken thither, and such 
of the wares as had remained unsold, wore all 
disposed of. The Governor and the other members 
of Council informed me that of the merchandise, 
worth in all about a lakh,+ or a lakh and twenty 
thousand pagodas, only a fraction, to the value of 
50,000 local dollars, equal to 20,000 or 24,000 
pagodas, had been sold during the last eight 
months. They further told mo that they had 
received an advice not to send any more goods, as 
if they did, what, remained there would not sell, 
As regards mine at Mocha, M, Codrbezatre, in 
whose charge they were left, by M. Dos f rogues, 
wrote for my information that none of them had 
been disposed of : this was also read to me by them.

3W6.tr/, S9fh June 1739, or 19 th Ani of Siddkdrti. 
— This evening at 5, the French ship Due iFOrlean#, 
captain, M. de Lachenaye, arrived in the reads. 
Bound for Perak, she left L' Orient in November 
last, and reached Pondicliery to-day. News has 
been received that M, Decoublan, the captain 
of the soldiers, who wont to France on account 
of a suit against M, Wolchs, returned on board 
her. The captain of the ship, and others have all 
landed. Four lakhs of dollar are supposed to have 
been received by her. According to an overland 
despatch previously received, M. Febvrior was also 
to have taken passage by this opportunity. But 
it appears that his wife is now pregnant, and this 
has caused him to defer his return until next year. 
Nothing else remarkable has been heard, ft is 
reported that four ships bound for Pondichery, and 
throe more whose destination is Chandernagore, w ill 
arrive. 

It is rumoured that the ship Phtlippeawe was 
hindered b}- a westerly gale from anchoring in the 
roads here; that she drifted towards Bengal : and 
that the whereabouts of some other vessels affected 
by the storm is not known. 

iF&fyw&day, 8th July 1739, or 28lh Ani of 
mihdrtl —At 4 this afternoon, a European was 
marched in custody to the glacis on the southern 
aide of the fort. Ho was blindfolded} and made to 
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kneel. Four soldiers then came forward, and simul¬ 
taneously discharging their muskets, which were 
loaded with double charges, shot the poor fellow' 
dead. His offence was . . . • 

Wednesday , 15th July 1739 , or 3rd Adi of Sul - 
dhdrti. —The issue of the follow ing notification was 
decided upon at a meeting of the Supremo Council 
hold this morning:— 

“ In pursuance of the commands of the King, 
the Supreme Council hereby directs and gives notice 
to the public that all merchants, shroffs, and cash- 
koepers, and all townspeople, shall in future use 
Arcot rupees as the currency in lending or borrow¬ 
ing, or in buying or selling. A hundred pagodas 
of eight touches each shall be regarded as equivalent 
to 320 rupees, and one rupee as equivalent to 7-i 
fanams. Prices shall be regulated according to this 
standard. This is the order of the Supremo Council, 
passed under date 15th July 1739.” 

Four copies of the notice were drawn np in 
French, Telugu, and Tamil, respectively, and posted 
at the following places in the fort, viz.: the cloth- 
market, court-house, fort-gate, and the church. It 
was also proclaimed by the court accountant 
Wandiwash Rangappan who, accompanied by a 
drummer, read and explained the rule in the 
different quarters of the town. It w’ns also cried 
throughout the city, by beat of tom-tom. 
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Chap. iv. Monday , 20th July 1739, or 8th Adi of Siddhdrti. 

—There was a lunar eclipse to-night, at four 
rtdtpB* Indian hours after sunset; it terminated at 11, 
the fraction of the moon shadowed being -fc. 
uwuho i Thursday , 22nd October 1739 , or 9th Arppiri of 

j£ r * u ‘ Siddhdrti. —This night at about fifteen to sixteen 

Indian hours after sunset, VOlvOndra Mudali, the son 
of the chief dubash Kanakaraya Mudali, breathed his 
last. He was born on Monday the 31st Avani of 
the year Vilambi [12th September 1718], at about 
twenty-three Indian hours after sunset; the rising 
sign of the zodiac being Cancer : so the term of life 
allotted to him in this world was twenty-one years, 
one month, and nine days. The dominant planet¬ 
ary period at the time of his birth was that of the 
malign K&tu. During it, his father lost his appoint- 
ui effect on mont; was subjected to dishonour; was compelled 
orVunlV c l u ^ ua ^ ve pl ace > an( l suffered numerous 
hr hardships. But on the advent of the planetary period 

wii torn* _ _ 

of Venus, in succession to K6tu, ho had the enjoyment 
of all the honours and affluence ascribable to the 
merit of that heavenly body. It is a fundamental 
astrological doctrine that the luck or ill-luck of 
' a son, arising from causes connected with his 

nativity, attaches during his minority to his father. 
fluW qwnt According to the boy’s horoscope, the potentiality of 
^ euus good was very great, owing to the position 
which it held in the zodiac. It was alone in the sign 
of birth, which was a quadrant, and was moreover 
aspected by auspicious planets. Consequently, 
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Pan&yftr N&rfiyanan, the astrologer who had cast 
the nativity of the child, foretold long before 
Kanakar&ya Mudali’s return to fortune that all his 
enemies would vanish during the period of that 
planet, and that the highest power in the state 
would then devolve on him; that his circumstances 
would become remarkably opulent; and that his 
career would then be distinguished by success. 
He also divined that when the period of Venus had 
terminated, and was succeeded by that of the 
Sun, the health of KanakarTiya Mudali would fail; 
and that ho would meet with reverses, and suffer 
much distress. In conformity with the predictions 
of the astrologer, just at the advent of tho Sun’s 
period, the subject of the horoscope dies. There 
have since arisen somo incidents which presage 
further evils for his father. The remains of the 
son of Kanakaraya Mudali were consigned to the 
grave about the third watch on Friday—the day 
following his death : the corpse was buried with a 
robe embroidered with lace, two yards of broad¬ 
cloth, a pearl ear-ring, and a finger-ring. Immedi¬ 
ately after tho return of the parents to their homo, 
tho border of the garment worn by the wife of 
KanakarSya Mudali took fire, and was burnt. Two 
Indian hours afterwards, a house of his, to the 
westward of his residence, was in flames, whereby 
some of his effects, worth 100 pagodas, were lost. 
These incidents prognosticated, to the popular 
mind, the future misfortune of Kanakar&ya Mudali. 
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The deceased, an only son, was as obedient 
to his father as a devoted disciple would bo to 
his priest; and moreover the youth had attained 
an age when he could be of material service to his 
parent. For these roasons, the loss sustained by 
Kanakaniya Mudali evoked general sympathy. 

[Sunday], Ut November 1739 , or 19th Arppini 
of Siddharti. —Thi9 year throe ships started on tho 
return voyage to France, prior to 1st November. 
They were : 

(1) The Fleury .—She had a lading of 1,800 
and odd bales of piece-goods. Madame Bruycres 
took passage on board her. 

(2) The Triton .—She had on board a cargo of 
3,000 packages of coffee. 

(3) The Prince de Oonde .—She was laden with 
800 bales of cloth, and was to proceed to Mah<$, and 
receive there a consignment of pepper. 

The tradeship Jnpitre , which had come from 
Mascareigne, also returned thither, with a cargo of 
some bales of piece-goods, and tho usual merchandise 
annually exported to that settlement. The following 
were passengers by her; M. Gabriel Dumas the 
younger brother of tho Govornor, Madame Grignou, 
and Madame Paradis. 

The news of this day is that M. Vincens • died of 
fever at Chandornagore. He had gone there from 
Jeddah, after visiting Pondichery and Madras. Ho

occurred this evening at o, was the following, 

Th o ex-chief of thy peons, actuated by jealousy at 
the appointment of Muttaiya Pillai in his place, 
instigated ono of his men to commit thefts in the 
town. This individual had long been engaged in 
the business, and was at last apprehended, four or 
five months ago. When he was beaten, and pressed 
in other ways, he made a clean breast of the whole 
affair, from the very beginning, and mentioned the 
names of all the persons who had either seen his nets 
or heard of them, or who had either concealed the 
goods stolen by him, or harboured him. Those 
abettors, who were about fifteen or sixteen in 
number, were thrown into prison with him. The 
Council having heard their statements, discharged 
them all, with the exception of the thief, and 
five of the abettors, who wore found to bo seriously JJpjg* 
implicated. These wore 0diiyi Vhrappa Mfistri, a Ltl,! 
goldsmith, Sandhi, Birman, and Kumarappa Nayinfir. 

The offenders received the following punishments, 
under an order of Council. The thief was publicly SL> 
hanged; a punishment, which was carried out at 5 
in the evening at the centre of the town in the 
baeaar-road,opposite to the court-house, on a gallows

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which had been temporarily erected there for the 
purpose [ M. Dolaurena seeing to the execution. 
Of the remaining live criminals, Odayi \ kappa 
Mftstri and the goldsmith "wore each awarded fifty 
stripes, thdr ears were cut off, and they were 
expelled beyond the bounds of Pondicbory. The 
other three, namely, Sandhi, Birman and Kumu- 
ruppa Nayinar, were ordered to stand in u line and 
were whipped , each receiving twenty-five lashes. 
On two or three further charges, the punishment 
of whipping will again be inflicted on them, and 
they will then be released, 

Thursday, 16th November 1739,0 r lUh Kdrttfyai 
of Siddh dr Li. —T hi s morning, Francisco Pereira 
arrived from the court of Chanda Sahib, his mission 
being supposed to bo to effect a sale of the goods, 
utensils, and ornaments set with precious stones, 
which had been found in Trichi no poly.

c j Suldhdrti .—A remarkable occurrence last, night 
was as follows. Owing to the illness of As&rappan, 
the son of Bavarrmuttu Mudali, the following per¬ 
sons kept him company in Ins house, viz.; Aiyfl 
Mdatri, Kanakappa Mudali, tho brother-in-law of 
Ammaiyappa Mudali, whose name is not known, 
and a VelMzha * youth. At midnight, when they 
were all asleep, one of them, who was lying down

cumnsia CtvtiWiEi^ llio first jJ-lnDu- ill thw §eultf ■muiig'ftt Su<tr»t>, 
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on the front pial, dreamt that four men with 
cudgels in their hands came with a native officer to 
tho house, and that one of thorn belaboured him. 
Fancying that this was a reality, the dreamer fell off 
the pial, and lay prostrate on tho ground. The armed 
men of his vision, then leaving him, approached the 
house, anti knocked at tho door. Aiyfi M Gst-ri, who 
was at the time awake within the house, seems to 
hayo distinctly heard the noise of rapping, and of ter 
remaining silent whilst five or six blows were struck, 
made towards the door, and opening it asked 
who it was that knocked. But finding no one 
there, he returned and again betook himself to his 
bed. After a brief interval, tho sick man Asurap* 
pan was seized with a cold fit, which rendered him 
speechless and breathless—as though lit? was on the 
point of death, The physician, Aiy;l M$stri, was 
at once aroused, and was requested to examine him. 
He accordingly went to the patient, but no sooner 
had lu> felt his pulse, than ho, too, lost conscious¬ 
ness, and fell bark on tho ground, deprived of the 
power of speech, and panting for breath. His 
head drooped, and his limbs grew inert. He was 
consequently conveyed to his house by two or three 
persona, and left there. Presently, the VeiE&zha 
youth, who was sleeping on the top of a box, was 
found not to respond to any calls. On being closely 
examined, lie was found to bo unable to speak or 
breathe freely, and to have urinated in the pieco of 
cloth which he had on, Some Lubbay magicians 
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and others versed in the art of sorcery, wars at 
once summoned, They offered a sacrifice of fowls, 
rice, etc,, with the object of exorcising the evil 
spirits, and warding off the mischief; as in the case 
of a caste Hindu; and did so ton times more 
formally. Although those concerned were Chris¬ 
tians, they caused the performance of those cere* 
monies* But when the news of their heathenish 
conduct reached the ears of the priests, the latter 
remonstrated against it, and ashed why they had 
perpetrated such sacrilegious acts. Kaoakanlya 
Mudali replied : “All these steps having been taken, 
this youth survives; whereas \ losi my son because, 
in obedience to yonr instructions, I refrained from 
adopting thorn.” The priests on this made no 
answer. 

Friday, 8Hi January 17 hO, or 28fh Mur gash) of 
SiddJtddL — This morning the Dnr d? Orleans, from 
Manilla, reached the anchorage hero, and announced 
her arrival by a salute of seven guns. The 
nows brought by her is that at Manilla, owing to 
the advent of two or throe ships from Surat, 
the market rate of piece-goods and tobacco was 
low. Idio merchandise brought by her is specified

Motulmj > 15th Fehrit ary 17h0> or 7th Atdsi of Sid- 
dhdrli. —The French ship Dm (F'Qrleans a captain, 
M. de Lachena vo, left, the roads this night homeward 
bound, the captain embarking after he had supped* 
She is to proceed on her voyage without touching 
at any other port. The cargo which she carried 
consisted of 1,385 bales of piece-goods, including a 
small one of fine material, shipped at Porto Novo, 
besides ten or fifteen parcels belonging to sundry 
merchants. 

In addition, ten days before this, 400 bales were 
despatched to M'ahd by the St. Joseph, for tranship¬ 
ment to the Jupitre f which was riding at anchor in 
the roads there, bound for France, The latter was 
to complete her lading at Mah<$, by taking in peppor* 
The reason why only one ship instead of two 
returned this season to France, is that sufficient 
goods were not in readiness* Consequently, the 
other tradeship, the Maurepas t had to remain* 
Even the Jupitre was detained for some time, owing 
to want of stock in the warehouse. There are, no 
doubt, on hand some cloths from Yftnara, and some 
belonging to Snnguv&r and other merchants, which 
would probably go to make up 700 or 750 bales, but 
those are all with the washermen, going through the 
process of being bleached. Even should they be 
ready, and granting also that the total number 
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could bo raised to 1,000 by the addition of 200 or 
260 bales, this quantity would by no moans suffice, 
as ska would require a cargo of 1,700 bales, lo 
make up tlie balance would take at least a month 
or forty davs, by which time there will be a change 
in the monsoon. Owing to this, the sailing of tho 
jUauiWO* has been delayed. She will, us has been 
decided in Council, first proceed to Kulasfikaran- 
pattauam, and thence to Me U. The Company will 
find its concerns mnoh hampered this year through 
lack of merchandise; one or tire ships having hcen 
detained here, and another at Chandernagorc ; and

Those who accompanied 
me to meet him wore M, Dulanrens, M* In grand, 
Kanakar£ya Mndali, SSshfichala t hetti, and Mnttaija 
Plllai : we went with music as far ns Uommuiya 
pSlaiyaro, and escorted him thence. When he reached 
the town-gate, a guard of honour presented arms 
the air usually performed in honour of the Deputy 
Governor was played, and seventeen guns were fired 
from the fort. Go alighted at Sunguv&r'B counting- 
house This evening, he visited the Governor, and 


presented him with a pair of cloths of gold brocade, a 
laced belt, and a laced turban. Tho value of these 
articles might be between 80 and 100 pagodas. 

Vint* Thursday 3 18th February 17*0, or 10th 

of BiddhdrtL —On the morning of this day, the 
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Governor, tho Councillors, ami other Europeans, Chm\ v. 
assembled in tho Council-ball. Tho reception was 1740 . 
at ten tied by me, Kan aka raj a } I u<la 1 i, M u t ta i y a Pillai, m »^ 
SIsMchala Chetti, and many merchants. A company r ' n:v|, ' k " , ‘ 
of soldiers, with ay bite banners, marched from the 
fort, to the sound of pipes, and formed in a line on 
either side of the road loading to the steps of the 
Governor's house. The commanding officers and 
lieutenants took their places according to their re 
spective rank. Tho Governor called up Kanakaraya 
MudalL and directed him to proceed to the lodgings 
of Imam Sihib, and conduct him, with music and due 
honour, to the Gottncil-halL Kanakaruya Moduli 
asked whether Europeans should not go with him to ^utstvmor 
bring Tnutm Rahib in state. The Governor replied JJgJ 1 *- 
that he did not remember any precedent, and asked 
him whether ho could recall one. II 0 answered that 
he could not. The Governor then turned to me, and 
said: tf Rangappa, do yon know of any?” 1 told 
him that it was customary for Europeans to go out ttT, ' t,a ' 
to receive Innlm Sahib, only on his hi st, arrival; but 
that, on subsequent occasions, as for instance, when 
ho was to be conducted from his lodgings to the 
Governor^ house, as at. present, only Eanekardya 
Mudnli, iMiittaiya Fijlai, and four or live other 
natives, wore deputed for the purpose. He was of my 
opinion; but Kanakaraya Mndali suggested that, we 
might be mistaken. The Governor thereupon sent 
M. Hoyelleau to bring tho records containing the 
details of Imftm Sahib’s visit last year, and examined 
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them. The procedure followed on that occasion was 
as I had stated. The Governor thereujion issued the 
necessary orders, and Kauakaraya Mudali, Muttaiya 
Pillai, and SCshachala Chetti, proceeded, with music, 
to Imam Sahib’s lodgings. lie arrived at the Gov¬ 
ernment-house at 9. The drums wore not beaten 
as he and his party passed between the lines of 
soldiers. They were only when the Governor, 
after taking a few steps, reached the landing, to 
receive him. When the two met, seventeen guns 
wero fired from the fort. The Governor and Imam 
Sahib next walked to the dais erected at the eastern 
side of the central hall, and seated themselves. 
Imam Sahib’s attemlants, including his body-guard, 
as well as the Deputy Governor and others, sat on 
chairs arranged in two rows. With Kauakaraya 
Mudali acting as interpreter, the Governor and Imam 
Sdhib conversed regarding the welfare of the Naw&b, 
and various political matters. Then they rose to 
speak on certain private affairs, and . . . • 

Saturday , 20th February 17 40, or 12th Mdsi of 
Siddhdrti .—Chevalier Dumas received this evening, 
a letter from M. Martinville, from Bussorah.

for 12,000,000 livres, the large principalities of 
Parma and Piacenza. The four Pow'ers which 

entered into this treaty are now' on very good terms 
with each other, and it seems that they are about i*w*pcrt «.r 
to enter upon war with England. The cause of the K,,,clan ‘ i 
present breaking out of hostilities between France 
and England would appear to be this. In 1713, 
a treaty w r as concluded by Louis XIV., the King tmmjtoi 
of France, rendering peace incumbent on all the 
Powers of Europe. Tho King of Spain, how’evor, 
who had been dispossessed of Port Mahon and 
Gibraltar by the English, at first would not accede spai.. 
to the terms laid down. But the King of France 
succeeded in inducing him to forego all animosities ,oUl *‘ 
with England, and undertook that he would recover 
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those places from tho English. The King of Spain, 
who was the grandson of Louis XIV., at last 
assented. Before, however, Louis XIV. could open 
negotiations with England for the restoration of Port 
Mahon and Gibraltar to Spain, he died. Twenty- 
seven years have elapsed since then, and Spain has 
not regained her lost possessions; it is rumoured in 
Europe that hostilities having in view the recovery 
of these will soon commence . . . •

They consisted of two satin 
cloths interwoven w ith gold, a roll of net embroidered 
with flowers, a silk turban, a waist-belt, a girdle set 
with twelve diamonds, and an ornament, called a 
toray,* embossed w ith twenty-four diamonds, twenty- 
seven pearls, a large emerald, and two big rubies. 
This was, moreover, inlaid on the sides with two rows 
of small rubies, and from the bent top was suspended 
a very large pearl. The value of the jewels was 
estimated at . . t pagodas. The letter which 

accompaided the gifts was next read. Its con¬ 
tents were : “ On this occasion you have saved us; 
what recomjjense is there then in our power to offer 
you ? During the lifetime of the former Nawab, and 
after his death, friendship has existed between you 
and us; let us continue to be brothers. We will do 
whatever you may desire of us. Nawab Ddst ’Ali 
KLau went out to oppose the passage of the Mah- 
rattas through the pass. With his artillery and 
troops, he took possession of the heights; and awaited 
attack. The Mahrattas, making a movement to the 
rear, surrounded the position, and began to harass 
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the Nawab'a forces. He hud previously written to 
all of us to march with our troops to the pass. I 
had reached the Pennar, but the other chieftains 
had not. loft Areot, In the meantime, the Kaw&b, 
with eighty horsemen, fell into the hands of the 
Mahrattas, and died fighting. Such was the will 
of God 3 I thereafter sent away my cavalry in 
detachments), to strengthen the garrisons of various 
forte, and went in person to that at Vollore. I sum* 
maned Chandfi Sahib, and was making preparations 
for a campaign. N&plr dang had, in the meanwhile, 
made terms, and effected peace. There, matters rest, 
at present/ 1. Having read this letter, the Governor 
spoke iu the following complimentary terms to 
Shnlam Husain Khan, w T ho had brought it. and the 
presents : “ This is your house ; this is your town ;

rank, the western gate of the city was decorated, 
ami a pavilion was erected to th© north of it* The 
road np to the bazaar street, was lined, on either 
side, by troops. In the pavilion stood the wives 
of the officials, and other European ladies. In a 
tent pitched hard by, which was furnished with 
chairs for the gentlefolk, the Governor, the members 
of Council, and others, were seated. The Deputy 
Governor, at the head of a detachment of fifty 
soldiers, with Hags, pipes, drums, cornets, tom-toms* 
cymbals, and dancing women — Kanakardya Modal i 
and Muttaiya Pillai being of the party— marched out 
in imposing array as far as the boundary hedge, and 
met. the visitors. The latter were escorted to the 
tent pitched near the gate, where the Governor, ad¬ 
vancing a few paces to receive the NawSb, embraced 
him. As soon ns they had token their soots, n 
salute of twenty-one gmis was fired from the ram¬ 
parts. They conversed together for a while, and 
rose, when the salute was repeated. Then all 
entered their palanquins* and passed through the 
gate into the town, in the following order; first 
the Efawab, then the Governor, then Chanda Sfihib, 
and after him others. Drums wore beaten as they 
moved along between the ranks of soldiers. Con¬ 
ducted magnificently in this order, they arrived at 
tho Governors garden-house, where the widow of 
Nawab Dtat *A1S I£Mn was lodged. The Naw&b 
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alighted here; ou which a salute of twenty-one 
guns wad tired from the fort. The Governor* who 
laid accompanied him so far, tlion took leave, and 
repaired to his own residence.

Kanukuyi Krishntji Pandit, Appaji Pandit, Nnra- 
sauna Pandit, and Sambu Das Scnkaraparik's son. 

Sn tidatf f Uth September 17k 0, nt SSfti Avaui of 
linn^hi ,—At about 4 this afternoon, the Deputy 
Governor, accompanied by Kanakaraya Mu da Li, 
Mufctaiya Pillai, and a few Europeans, with dags, 
horns, drums, tom-tome, cymbals, and dancing 
women, proceeded to the Governor’s garden-house, 
where Nawab Safi In r 'Ali Khan hnd token up his 
abode, to escort him to the Governor, in view to 
his laying a visit. Ho accordingly sot out with 
them, and when they approached the corner of the 
street in which Muttaiyu PiUai. resides, they stopped 
their palanquins, and invited Uhandft Sahib, who 
was accommodated in a building hard by, to join 
them. But he declined to do so ; ostensibly on 
the plea of illness, but in reality not desiring to go 
under the wing of another, and wishing to be dealt 
with independently, and with duo honours. The 
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processiau waited until it was apprised of his reply, 
:md tIson moved. on. After 2 o’clock thid afternoon, 
tho gates of tho cit y were closed, and all the soldiers 
wore assembled and marshalled opposite to the Gov¬ 
ernor's house. They had in readiness with them 
ton brass girna. The Nawub’s approach, from the 
bridge near the Engineer's tank up to tho Governor's 
house, was honoured by the fil ing of twenty-one 
guns. Drums were also beaten. Thou , . * * 

5th September J740, or S&ih Avit/ii. of 
Ratutei ,—TaqS Sahib, on account of some misunder¬ 
standing with Nawab Bafdar ’Alt Khftn and tho 
widow of Nawab D&st ’Alt Khan, left Ponilichery 
for tho fort at Wandiwash, Twenty-one guns 
were tired when he issued from the Vazhud&vdr 
gate. 

Tumday, 6th September 7740, or 25th Avani of 
This afternoon at. 2, the Governor, accom¬ 
panied by . . . ,* paid a return visit to Nawfib 

Safdar 'AIS Kirin, at his residence. 

At 4, Khan Bahadur, Chanda Sahib's Son, Taql 
Sahib’s son, and a few others, went to visit a ship 
in the roads. A a soon as they reached her, she 
fired twenty-one guns, and these were returned by 
each of tho other ships lying in the anchorage. 
When they disembarked, there was a similar salute. 

Husain Subib made a present of an elephant 
and a dress of honour to tho Governor. When they 
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reached tho Governor’s houses twenty-one guns were 
discharged from the fort. 

Thursday, Sih September 171^0, nr 27th Amni of 
RoiulrL —To-day at U, Chaudfi Sahib visited the 
Governor. The honours accorded to him wore as 
follows* . . * 

Friday > 9th September 1740 t or 28th A rant of 
Hatulri .—This morning at 7, the Governor paid a

Chandi Sabi b, and other noblemen, wont 
to see the fort. As they entered, they received 
a salute of twenty-one guns* On their return 
after having examined it, the number of guns fired

Saturday, [17 tti] September /7£0, or 5th Pioat- 
tdsi of R audit .—X aw fib Safdar T All Kit hi, Cliauda 
Sahib, and others, including the treasury account¬ 
ants, having arranged to leave for Gingee this 
morning at 10, caused their intended departure to be 
proclaimed during the third and fourth watches last 
night by tho beating of big drums. Consequently, 
at 7, t.lie Governor, with the other members of 
Council, proceeded to the residence of the Nawfib 
iu their palanquins, escorted by a detachment of 
fifty soldiers marching in review order. They paid 
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him a visit, conversed for a while, and then bidding' 
him farewell, took their departure. The Nawiib 
and ids men started on their journey at about 10, 
after they had taken their meals. When they 
left, . - * * guns wore llred from the ramparted 

This morning at half-past 8, I arrived at 
Pondichery from Horto Novu. 

Nawab Safdar ‘All Kh:lu and Chaiidii Sahib, who 
at first intended to go to Gingee, altered their plans, 
and proceeded to Arcot, whence Ohandfi Sahib, with 
the permission of the Naw&b, conducted \m forced 
to the fort at TriehinopoLy. 

The Mali rat tas remained quiet during the months 
of Arppisi and Kfirttigai [October and November], 
anil pretended to bo making terms with Naw&b 
Safdar ’All Sahib for the payment of tribute. They 
then gave out that they wore preparing for a battle 
with Chanda Sahib at Trkhinopoly, but they were 
in reality malting preparations for a swoop on Tiru- 
vanuamal&ijt daring the KArttigai + festival. 

The Mahrattas, consisting of 5 7 UUU horsemen, 
then m&rched, during the Kdritigai festival, under 
the command of Fatteh Sing, to Tiruvannfimalui, and 
raided the surrounding country. They afterwards 
dispersed in small detachments of from fifty to 
IU0 horsemen, and began plundering Vuljmiedu, 
Tindivanam, Kalasapukkam, and other places.

[Tuesday, l$ih Den y saber 17^0, nr] 2nd Mdrtjazhi 
of Raudri. —Nawfib Safdar p A13 Khib sent a detach¬ 
ment of ±000 horse, under the comma mi of Mir 
Ghuhim Husain, to attack the Mahrattas. The 
latest Intelligence is that this force arrived at 
Tiruvottiyftr, and marching fronr that, place, halted 
at Mangalam. near Timvamiflmalai, opposite the 
Mahiatta encampment. 

f Thursday, [15/ h Dceetii&ef 17&0, or] Uth [Mdrgazhi 
of Raudri ]VTho wife of the Nawiib sent from this 
a lakh or a lakh and-a-half of pagodas to NawSb 
Bafdar ’Ali Khan, at. Arcot. The Mahrattas, who 
received intelligence that, the treasure had arrived 
at the Ghlhpattn fort, suddenly fell one night on Mfr 
GhuMm Husain’s camp, totally routed his forces, 
captured some of Ms horses, and marching against 
the fort, surrounded it. 

The investing force scut out detachments, to 
raid places adjoining Gingeo. Tfiyanur, Malayan hr, 
PeddapGttai* Katasapfikkam, and Tindivanam, were 
plundered, and the people fled in all directions. 

Saturday t [1 7th Decftmh&r 17UO, or] 6th [Mdrqnzki 
of Ran fir i\ —The Mahrattas pillaged the country 
around Karadi, Kallariiivi, and Pnlakollau some 
seven miles to the west of Venkatatumfil j/ttai. The 
people from all the surrounding country, and even 
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from Panruti and Tiruviti, left their homes, and 
escaped to Cuddalore, This news was convoyed in 
a letter to the aroald&r of Porto Novo, and all the 
inhabitants of that place at once fled with their 
children to Cudduloro. For a week, nothing was 
known of the movements of the Mahrattas, and no 
accounts of their depredations arrived. The people 
of Porto Novo, who had betaken themselves to 
Cuddalore, thereupon took courage, and commenced * 
in small numbers, to return to their homos, and to 
engage in their usual occupations.

'Thitrsdaifo [2$nd December 17% 0 i or] * l&fh Mar- 
fjfazhi of Raudri —An unprecedented injustice Las 
been pt jrpet rated in FondicLer y . K miaka ni yn Mtidali, 
who now acts as tin bash T suggested to the Governor 
that ho could obtain much money by levying tribute 
in the shape of a tax on incomes, not only from all 
the merchants of the Company, and other wholesale 
and retail traders in the town, but also from the 
Arcot dealers, Komuttis, Guzerltis, and others, who 
had Hod thither owing to the incursions of the Muh- 
rnttas. The following list shows the names of those 
on whom this ruinous tax has been imposed, as well 
as the amounts which they have to pay:—The 
Company’s merchants, ],000 pagodas; SGsMchala 
Chetti, 500 pagodas; Muttaiva Pillai, 300 pagodas; 
myself, 400 pagodas ; Parasanlma Filial, 200 pagodas; 
Bale Chetti 5 a agent, 300 pagodas, etc., etc. On 
Amfaalava Chetti, a cloth-merchant, a tax of 01 
pagodas was assessed. Ho refused to pay the 
demand, aud w as thereupon throw n into jail, and 
forced to pay 122 pagodas, or double the amount of 
tho tax originally fixed. As an example to others, 
lie and two or throe other merchants, who remained 
obdurate* wore imprisoned until the taxes imposed on 
them had all boon paid.

Ramin .— On the morning of this day, I sent a hired 1740 . 
peon named Aiyam Perumal, to Porto Novo. He jjjijurto 
reached there at 4 in the afternoon. On his arrival, £5™ 
he found that it was overrun by 500 Mahratta horse¬ 
men, who were pillaging the houses. "When he got 
as far as the place called the “ little town,” he depo¬ 
sited his clothes at the foot of a tree, and was proceed¬ 
ing towards the Dutch fort. He then observed that 
some Mahrattas had attacked it from the rear, and m■*

having overpowered the artillerymen, had captured 
the Dutch Deputy Governor, his wife, and children, 
lie saw them at the moment when their hands had 
boon bound, and they were being held captive by 
their conquerors. lie fled, and met somo Brahmans 
who had been wounded by the Mahrattas at tho fort. 

The man passed the night under a tree, and was 
a spectator of all the outrages committed by tho 
attacking party. He loft Porto Novo at about a 
watch before daybreak. 

Monday , [26th December 17U0 , or] 15th Mdrgazhi of *^ 7 ®- 
Raudri. —The peon returned to Pondichery at about J^ ovpr * 
10, and communicated to me tho news recorded 
above. I immediately made it known to the Gover¬ 
nor, who despatched two or three peons to Porte 
Novo to gather further tidings. 

From 10 in the morning, when tho peon returned 
from Porto Novo with news that it had boon pillaged, tta” 0 * 
until the evening, preparations for defouce were 
being made within the town of Pondichery. The 
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people living outakle the ramparts were ordered* by 
beat of tom-tom, to come into the fort ; and at 6 in 
the evening, all the gates were shut. 

Tamdaijj 27tk December 17I+O f or IGlh Md^jazh> 
of RaudrL —The following intelligence was made 
known this morning. It seems that yesterday 
half-a-dozen Mahrat'U horsemen were seen to the 
west of Cuddalore, and a scout was sent thence 
to observe their movements. Before, however, he 
could start on his mission, it looked as though 
the enemy were approaching the town. Thereupon, 
t wo shots were fired from the ramparts of Tiruppfip- 
puliyur, and they tied. The scout was soon on their 
track. He was observed, and one of the horsemen 
gave chase, and struck at him with a sword. The 
scout, carried a cudgel, and aiming a blow at his 
Opponent, knocked the weapon from his grasp : he 
then went to Fort St. David, and reported the whole 
aflair to tin; Governor there, who was pleased, and 
presented him with two yards of broad-cloth, seven 
pagodas, and twenty measures of rice. A. little 
later, on the same day, a party of fifty or sixty 
Mahratta horsemen was seen by the garrison of Bfihfir 
hovering near that place: twenty or thirty musket 
shots fired at the horsemen put them to flight. The 
commanding officer came to Pondichery yesterday 
evening; and it is reported that the Mahrattas 
thereupon plundered the country around Bihflr, 

At 8 this morning, people came hurrying Into 
Fondichery, beariug intelligence that the Mahrattas 
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had pillaged the houses at Tennal, and that their cut. ti. 
cavalry had advanced as far as Yilhanallur, Cshtu l7A0 
tank, Anunp&tai Pillars choultry, and Ozhukarai, |j”|B * 
ill-treating and plundering the passers by. At. 9, 
the Governor sent a detachment of soldiers to Ozhu- 
karai ‘ they being accompanied by Muttaiya HJlai, 
and fifty sepoys. The mounted men and sepoys who snuiifoi™

Pondiehery were also called out, and stmt to Ozliu- 
karai. lief ore they could arrive there, they learnt 
that the Mahrattas had gone to Vazbudavfir, They 
thereupon returned, and reached Pondiohery at 4 
in the afternoon. 

The history of the Mahratta depredations, as con¬ 
tained in a letter written from Porto Novo, is as 
follows:—On the morning of Saturday, the 33th Acftiullt nf

[24th December], 2,000 Maliratta horsemen started JMmUu. ' 

from Tiruvannlmalai, ostensibly to go to Triehino- 

poly. They rode due south as far as Tyagadrug, 

then turned eastw ards, and arrived at Vridhuchalam 

in the night. The distance between Tii uyatinamalai 

and YridMchalam is fifty miles. The detour made 

by them to the south was ten miles. They thus 

rode sixty miles in one day. The nest morning, they 

left VridMchalam, and arrived at midday, at about Tbi*jr editor

eighteen Indian hours after sunrise, at Porto Novo, * jjf,;™ 1 ' 
covering fifty miles, and thus completing the whole 
distance of 110 miles in a day and-a-half. The 
Mahratta freebooters occupied ChitracMvadi, about 
two miles to the west of Porto Novo, and maltreated 
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and robbed the travellers who passed that way. In 
the meantime, two peons bearing letters started 
from th<> Dutch factory for Negapatam. M r hen 
they approached Chitraclmvadi, they perceived the 
marauders and came miming back, warning every one 
whom they met of the presence in the vicinity, of the 
M&hratta horse. In a short time* the people flocked, 
with their movables, into the factory t from all 
quarters of Porto Novo, It was crowded; and those 
who could not find room in the buddings of tho 
factory itself, ran to tho native craft lying near the 
river bank, and got into thorn for safety. Every 
one of these was calculated to hold some forty or 
fifty persons, but this being a time of peril, between 
200 and 300 entered each, so that they grounded and 
could not be moved. Six: or seven other boats, fully 
laden with cloths, wore moored near tho bank; one of 
thorn carried bales belonging to Chakkar&iyapjKi 
Mudali, another those of N:\chiyappa Moduli, the 
third those of Audiyappu Mudali, the fourth con¬ 
tained my goods, the fifth those of Kuoja Pillai, and 
the remaining two had on board the stocks of retail 
merchants, The 2,000 Mahratta horsemou now hovo 
in sight. Five hundred of these advanced towards 
tho river bank on the southern side of the town, 
whilst 500 mere moved to the northern ; anti thus 
the whole 1,000 completely surrounded it as though 
in a net, and entering it from all sides, dispersed 
in small parties of three or four, pillaging every 
house, l 1 hose w ho remained hi their dwellings were 
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beaten, and plundered of everything. Only a cubit 
length of cloth was given to them to cover their 
nakedness, Some were forced to hold the horses 
of their captors, whilst others were made to carry 
the spoils of the conquerors on their heads. In the 
meantime, the body of horse winch had marched 
in tho direction of the river bant caught sight of 
the boats, and forced those who had taken refuge 
in them to come out. The people were stripped, and 
robbed of everything- some were wounded, and 
others wore soundly whipped. Spine throw them¬ 
selves into the river to make their escape, and twelve 
of these perished, he Mahrattas next hauled the 
craft, which were laden with merchandise up to tho 
bank, and seized their contents. Only one escaped 
their violence, and as luck would have it, it was that 
which carried my property. It was lying stranded 
a litrle wav from the others; consequently, tho 
goods were not captured, and the men in it were left 
unmolested. The 500 horsemen next rod© to the 
Dutch factory, the gates of which were shut against 
them. "Whilst this was going on, 500 of tho 1,000 
mounted troops who were engaged in pillaging the 
town appeared on tho northern side of tho factory, 
which was now surrounded by 1.000 men. Some of 
these occupied themselves in breaking in the wicket 
of the gate, and others threw rope-ladders over the 
top's of the buildings, and succeeding in climbing up, 
lowered themselves into them. The gate was now 
forced, and the whole of the Hahratta horse rushed 
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Cur. vi. into the factory. Every one there was seized, and 
^ stripped stark naked. Some received sword-cuts, and 
optumi. o ^y l0rg NVere scourged with whips. They were each 
given two cubits length of cloth, and driven out of 
Kuro(K-«n» the fort. Deputy Governor Astruc, his wife and three 
prkinru. daughters, and seven or eight Dutchmen, wore made 
prisoners. The Mahrattas left the fort with their 
captives and spoil, some of the respectable inhabit¬ 
ants of the place being forced to servo as carriers; 
and at 6 in the evening they pitched their camp on 
a plain two miles outside of the town. Those who 
had been made to do duty as porters were then driven 
away, but the European captives were detained all 
night. They were released only the next morning, 
Ewn'tn*. were sent back to the factory in the custody of 

Fart , ir)r sixty horsemen. These men ransacked the place, 
and took whatever had escaped the marauders on the 
previous day. The value of the plunder of the fac- 
vataooitw tory may be estimated at 1,00,000 pagodas, and that 
piu.*i.r. ^ tlie town Qt 50,000, giving a total spoil of 1,50,000 

j>agodas. Such were the contents of the letter from 
Porto Novo.

poly; a ml one of them was a Brahman. They deli¬ 
vered to the Governor two letters addressed to him; 
and another for Vital Pandit. On receipt of these, 
the Governor summoned Vital Pandit, and ashed 
him to examine them, aud’let him know the persons 
for whom they were intended, etc. Vital Pandit, 
after doing this, replied that ono of them was written 
to the Governor by Itagli.iji BUonsla, that another 
was addressed to him by his [Vital ^audit's] sou, and 
that the third was to himself from the same person. 

Ho then took the letter directed to him, and handed 
the other two to the Governor. There were also 
communications for delivery at Madras, Port St. mfj-* 
David, Negapntam, and Sadras; and Vital Pandit >*“ 
interpreted to the Governor the superscription on 
uach of these. Thereupon the latter, after reflect¬ 
ing for a while, asked the messengers whether ho 
should arrange for the transmission of the letters, 
or whether they would carry them themselves. 

They replied that the orders of their master were 
that they should abide by the instructions of Vital

A search was instituted in the house of Vital 
Pandit for all letters and communications written 
on palmyra leaves. TiruvSngadn Pillai, Tunappa 
Hilda!i, and Muttidya Pillai, servants of the Com¬ 
pany, who ware deputed for the work, brought away, 
for examination, all documents of this description 
to the fort, and sealed the house. 

Monday* M3rd January 17hi, or Ulh Ttii of 
Randrl. —This morning at 8, a proclamation was 
made by beat of tom-tom ordaining the removal of 
housesj trees, and all obstructions* in the suburbs 
of the town outside the ramparts : viz.* in Muttly&l- 
pdtfai, and in the hamlets opposite to the Vaehudlvdr, 
Villianalhir, and Cuddatoro gates. The object was 
to lay bare the country around PondicWy. In 
the evening, another notification by beat of tom-tom 
was made. By it, every one residing in the town 
was commanded, on pain of fines and penalties, 
not to send out to or receive from those residing

8iiuday f 29ih January 7747 , or £0ik Tai ojf 
Maiijri< —At 7 in, the morning, Ariyappa M udali and 
I set out for TiruvChgadapuram,* to take part in the 
fire-festival. At 2 in the afternoon, news arrived 
that a body of 1,000 Mahratta cavalry had been seen 
coming from the south; that a detachment of thirty 
or forty horsemen had on their march entered Tirup- 
puppuliyur, and pillaged the houses there; that at 
the G adrlani, on the road between TimppappuliyOr ^w«oi 
and Port St. David, a body of Mahratta horse was 
stopping travellers, and plundering them ; that some nit**, 
houses at Manjakuppam had also been raided; that 
another body of cavalry, moving towards Madras, 
had sacked SingarikSyil and Azkisapfikkaiu, near 
Villiauallflr, seized Temial Krishna Redd i and a few 
others, and ill-treated them; that four or five horse¬ 
men had been seen near Qzhuknrai ; and that, on 
receipt of this news, t he Governor of l oudichory had 
ordered all the gates of the town to bo shut. A

Thurxdtipi 2nd February 17kh or 2&tti Tut of 
Rfituh'i .—The MahrattftS who were stated to have 
gone in a northerly direction, turned back, and went 
south. On their march northwards, they went to 
Had ms, and plundered the town, but when they 
approached the Dutch fort, the 200 sepoys who 
manned the walls fired a volley at them* Hhot and 
shell were also discharged from the cannon mounted 
on the walls \ and the Mahrattas were put to rout, 
with a loss of eight or ten men* On their march 
southwards, the Mahrattas pillaged the villages on 
their route* violated many women* and committed 
numerous other outrages. They then advanced on 
Manjakuppam and Timpp&ppllliyhr. 

Saturday 18tk February 17kh <> r 11th Md&i 
of RaudrL— The news current this day in Pondi- 
chary is that Nnwiib Safdar ’All Khftn is unwilling 
to stay at. Arcot, and is preparing to depart for the 
fort at Gingee ; that as the Nawiib himself sets the 
example of flight* others will follow him, aud abandon 
Arcot; and that nothing is known of affairs at 
Trichinopoly. 

Sunday, 19th February 17U1, or 12th Mds& of 
Raudri. —Presents from the R&ja of Tanjore arrived 
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at 4 in the afternoon. Tho individual named Kfttava- Cnu*. vi. 
rayan, who on a former occasion visited Pondichery, 1741 . 
followed in a palanquin. Accompanied by tho Gov • Governor 
ernor’s palanquin, a member of Council set out with ° ,TaI, J < *** 
Kanakaraya Mudali aud S&»hachala Chetti, and went 
with drums beating, and flags flying, as far as my 
garden-house, whence they escorted the bearers of 
the gifts to the town. When these were taken to 
the Governor’s house, a salute of eleven guns was 
fired from the fort. 

Tuesday, 21st February 17 Ul, or 11+th Musi of 
Raudri. —At 3 in tho afternoon of this day, procla- 
motion was made in Pondichery by beat of tom-tom hihUc ^* 
that labouring coolies should not engago in any 
private work, but should be at tho disposal of tho 
Company, from 5 [in the morning]; and that those 
who worked for private individuals in the town would 
render themselves liablo to fine and imprisonment. 

Wednesday, 22nd February 17U1 t or 15th Mdsi ***■«, 
of Raudri. —At 11 this morning, it was proclaimed {SSl 00 
by beat of tom-tom that the selling price of tobacco 
at the warehouse would be 1 fanam per ten palams,* 
and that retail dealers would sell it at the rate of 
7 pies a palam. 

' Thursday , 23rd February 17hi, dr 16th Mdsi of M. Mgmrd 
Raudri. —M. Signard embarked on board a ship for ,or 
Mah<$, as Administrator of that place. I bade him 
farowoll at 7 this morning.

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Tuesday, 27th* February 7747, or 21 d Mfyi of 
Raudri. —It. was notified by beat of tom-tom. at 5 
in the morning 1 , that no toddy or intoxicating liquors 
of any kind should hereafter bo sold, and that those 
who contravened the order would bo punished with 
fine. 

At 3 this afternoon, throe couriers from Kaghu ji 
Bhdnsla, the Mahrutta chieftain encamped at. Trichi- 
nopoly, brought a letter to the Go vorn or, the con touts

Wednesday, 28th J February 17hi, or 22nd Mdsi 
of Rami n\ —It having been found this morning that 
a peon had employed a bricklayer and a labourer 
to work after 0 on his ground, at tile building site 
allotted on the bank of the Upparu river, he and tho 
workmen were imprisoned. 

To-day—Wednesday—notices wore exhibited by 
order of the Council, in the fort, the court-house, and 
the church, and at the town-gates, and were to the 
following effect: ** The Supremo Council of Pondi- 
chery, acting under instructions from the Kin^ 
of France, decrees, on tho 27th § February 1741, 
corresponding to the 21st Mfisi of Raudri, ami makes 
it, known to all tho white and black population of 
Fondichery, that the consumption of intoxicating 
liquors should be discontinued, us far ns possible,

Let it therefore 
be an imperative rule that any person, to whatsoever 
race he may belong, who sells or causes to be sold, 
from the 1st March to the 1st September, brandy, 
liqueurs, Batavia rum, Colombo arrack, Goa rum, 
pattai arrack,* or other spirituous liquor, or who in 
any other way acts in contravention of this order, 
shall be punished with imprisonment for a year, and 
shall also bo liable to a fine of 1,000 pagodas. One 
part of the fine realized shall go to the Comjwny, 
another to the poor-box, and the remainder to the 
jierson who gives information of such surreptitious 
sale. Let it not be thought that, this is an idle 
command.

The 
M ii ha t nmadan m ble-ser va uta, torch-bearers, ami a 
host of others employed in. the fort at Trichinopoly, 
being no longer able to maintain themselves there, 
have abandoned the place, and are taking service 


elsewhere. Some five or six of the table-servants 
and torch-bearers have arrived here, at the house of 
Chanda Sahib, According to the information fur- 
uufrrt nished by them, the people in the fort are incapable 
[.'rKi of holding out any longor ; there is no safety there; 
gi^tui they are starving for want of rice and other neces¬ 
saries of life; each house has been ransacked, and 
all the grain found lius been consumed ; a store 
of rice discovered in the house of a Pathan * has been 
brought out, and sold at the rate of a rupee a seor 
—the supply lasting for no mere than two days; 
the leading men have exhausted all fchoir resources ; 
and they have, after deep consideration, come to the 
conclusion that on the expiry of the nine days of 
the Muhnrram,t they must sally forth ami fight to 
the last, and that there m no other alternative.

’Ali Khan thereupon summoued Poltir Muhammad 
*Ali, and proposed that in view of the perilous 
nature of the situation of Chanda Sahib, they should 
contrive to obtain some money for payment to the Setter A14 
Mabrattas, in order to allow him and his men to SflaJjSJ; 
escape without danger to their lives. Believing that. Kf 
22 lakhs of pagodas would bo necessary to effect 
this, they subscribed amongst themselves, as follows, 
to make up that sum: Hawaii Safdar 'All Khan, live 
Lakh* ; his mother, five lakhs ■ Chanda S&hib'e wife, 
five lakhs ; the wife of Bad£ Sahib, five lakhs ; Polilr 
Muhammad 'Ali, one lakh; and 'All Naqi, one 
lakh. The wives of Chandi Sdhib and Bad ft Sahib 
then wrote to the Mahrattas offering to pay this *w« 
amount, on condition that they discontinued opera- 
tious. But they replied that in the absence of 
orders from their chief thoy could not comply with 
this request* 

Such is the state of political affairs at present. 
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Thursday, 16th Mo ich 2741 1 or 7 lh Pang uni oj 
RattdrL —-The GOver□ or wont to Odhukar&i to-day 
at . * * * The following' is au account of 

what took place there— * . * * 

TtWihnf, Sid March I7&1> or tflh Panguni of 
Ratnh*L- —Pol fir Muhammad 5 All and the son of 
Taqi Sahib, named * Alt Naqi, arrived this afternoon 
at 3, from Vellore. A member of Council, with 
Kanakaiaya Mndali and Muttaiya PUlai, wont out 
from the fort with tom-toms, cymbals, drums and 
horns, to meet them, but the two Muhammadans 
were in such haste that they had entered the city 
ere the deputation could reach the gate. The 
object of their visit seems to bo this - Chanda 
Sahib has been so closely beleaguered in the fort 
at Trichinopoly, by the Mahratta army, that he has 
been reduced to the greatest straits, and is despair¬ 
ing of his life. It is their wish to save him and 
Bride Sahib, by offering to pay to the enemy any 
amount that they may demand; bat their wives, 
when applied to for money, have refused to give any 
help. This has led them to hasten hither. 

M 'ednnsdaij, SSnd March 1741 1 or 13th Ptnigvni oj 
Raudi'i .-—Pdfftr Muhammad "Alt, and 'Air Naqi both 
left for the fort at Vellore this night, at 8, 

Saturday, £5lh March 17*1, or 16th Panguni of 
Paudri ,—This morning at 10, Tandavaruya Xdllai 
returned to Madras on board my sloop*

Raudri —A ship arrived in the roads at noon, from 
Macao. 

Monday 27 th March J74J, or I8fh Panquni of 
Rait/h'i r -*— r Fb& Governor of Pondichery received a 
letter at 10 this morning 1 , from the agent of the 
French, who is in the Mahratta camp at Trichi- 
nopoly. In this it was stated that Bad® Silhib quitted 
the fort at Madura, with t f 000 horse, and reached 
that at Dindigul j that when the Mahrartas ap¬ 
proached with a body of 2,000 cavalry to attack hira, 
he sallied out, and engaged and routed them; that 
he next moved to ManalpSrai, about seven miles to 
the west of Trichinopoly, and there pitched his camp 
on Monday, 11th Fanguni 20th March] ; that on 
hearing this news Baghdji Bhonsla marched with 
10,000 horse, and invested the camp of Bad® Sflhib ; 
and that the two hostile armies encountered each 
other in battle for nine hoars, from snnrise on 
Tuesday, 12th [21st]* In this action, 2,000 or 3,000 
Mahrat ta horsemen folk Bad® Sahib's army suffered 
an equal loss. This commander fought valiantly, 
and fell covered with wounds ; two from musket balls, 
two from arrows, and one from a sword. When 
both he and Sfidiq Sahib—the son-in-law of Bud® 
Sahib’s elder sister and an officer of high rank in tho 
army—had fallen, the Muhammadan ranks gave way, 
and fled. The Mahrattas, on going over the field of 
battle, found the corpses of the three persons men¬ 
tioned above* Raghdji B lions la, how-ever, sent away 
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that ofBadftSahtb in a palanquin, to rhandsi Sfthib 
at Trichinopol y. On receipt of the letter contain¬ 
ing these tidings, the Governor sunt Kaiiakarfiya 
MndaK and Mnttaiya Pillai to the residences of TSadO 
I5;ihib and Clmndd S:lhib, for the purpose of convey- 
ins* the news to the inmates. When the Muh&m-

ma+lan women in BadG Sfihib’s house received the 
message, they set up a loud cry. The wife of Chanda 
Sfihib went to Badfi Sahib*s house, and wept in com¬ 
pany with those there. The other Muhammadan 
ladies resident in Pondiohery like wise re [jo i red 
thither, and sympathized with the mourners. All 
the male Muhammadans assembled in the street 
before the house, and cried aloud. Such was what 
occurred this day* 

[ Tuesday, B8lk March 17 $1 , nr] 19th [Pangimi of 
letter came this day to Chanda Sahib s 
residence, rom CMipattu. It is now reported that 
Bad£ Sahib is alive, and did not die from the effects 
of his w ounds. 

Wednesday, 89th March 17$ 1, or 20th Panguni 
of Randri ,—This evening, a las car in Mirltpalli got 
drunk, stabbed his wife with a knife, and killed her. 
He was arrested, and cast into the fort prison, his 
hands and feet being placed in irons. 

[Thursday^ 30th March 17h J, or $J$t Panguni of 
Raudri .—At 11 this morning, a letter written from 
the Mahratta camp at Trichi nopoly by tho agent em¬ 
ployed by the French, and the Roman physician,*

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was received. Tho contents were as follows ; <f On 
Saturday, the 16th instant [2frth March], Ragho-ji

Fie thereupon sent 
Kanakarfiya Moduli to communicate it to the inmates 
of ( handfl Sahib’s house. On hearing the news, the 
wife of 0hands Sahib wept much, and was plunged 
in grief. 

At 4 this afternoon, a letter w f as brought from 
Chctpattu to Chanda Sahib’s residence in Fondi- 
dhery, by a courier t ravelling on a camel. This, it 
was reported* contained the intelligence that the 
fort at Trichinopoly had been taken by the Mu hr at tas, 
their Hug being displayed there; and that Chaudit 
Sahib had fallen into their hands.

Monday, 18th * April 17U1, or 9th Chiitirai of Present* to 
Durrnati .—This evening at 5, some Mahrattas 
who were the bearors of a present from Raghdji ■ndFutteh 
Bhunsla, and of another from Fatteli Sing, who is at 
Trichinopoly, alighted at my garden-house, and inti¬ 
mated their arrival to the Governor. Each of the 
persons mentioned sent a dross of honour for the 
Governor. Much rejoiced at this, ho deputed two 
members of Council, accompanied by Kanakaraya 
Mudali, Muttaiya Pillai, TiruvGngada Pillai, S4shft- 
chala Chetti, the Roman doctor, and me, as well as 
ten or twolve merchants on horseback, to meet the aut® 

reception 

presents. We went out with two ompty palanquins, «* 
to fetch them, and during the march drums and 
tom-toms were beaten, and horns were sounded. 

As the gift3 wore being brought into the town 
in this stately fashion, nine guns were fired from 
the gate, and there was a further salute of eleven 
guns when they were set down at the Governor’s 
house. 

The onvoy who accompanied the presents from 
Trichinopoly preferred a request for the release of

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Vital Pandit and Lid son. The Governor and hi3 
Councillors seeing, after some deliberation, that the 
Mahrattas were amicably disposed towards them, 
and had sent gifts in token of their friendship, sot 
the prisoners at liberty. Returning Lome, they 
performed their ablutions, caused thanksgivings 
to be offered in the temples, distributed alms as 
far as their resources would allow, and finally, 
made a gift, to a Brahman, of the house in which 
they resided. Placing their remaining property 
on the backs of bullocks, Vital Pandit, his wife, 
children, and other members of his family, left 
Pondichory at noon on the 12th of Ghittirai 
[20th April]. At 4 o'clock, however, the Governor 
and his Councillors—it- is not known what the 
nature of the mat ter on which they consulted 
together was—summoned Muttaiya PiUai, and said 
to 1dm in a sharp tone : Why did yon permit Vital 
Pandit to depart without our permission ? Why 
did yon not report to ns his intention of quitting 
Pondickery ? You must produce him tliis very 
instant; failing which you will be deemed guilty of 
the offence with which ho was charged/ ’ After 
pleading all that he could in his defence, Muttaiya 
Pillai despatched ten of the Company's peons, to 
compel Vital Papdit to return—however far he might 
have gone. They accordingly went in pursuit, and 
overtook him at Ozhukarai. They called upon him 
to come back to Pondickery, but he refused to do 
so. Whilst he was in this plight, some Mahratta 
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horsemen, who happened to see him being harassed, 
seized the peons and conducted them, as well as 
Vital Pandit, to their comrades, who were encamped 
on the banks of the Villianallflr river, and detained 
them there. Two other peons of the Company, who 
were sent after the missing men in order to trace 
their whereabouts, having heard of what had oc¬ 
curred, made a report of the affair to the Governor. 
Thereupon, a council was hold, and that night at 8, 
the Governor sent a party of six soldiers and peons, 
to fetch Muttaiya Pillai, who was then at the western 
gate of the town. He was accordingly taken to the 
fort, and placed before the Governor, who ordered 
that he should be imprisoned in the belfry tower, 
and this was done at about gun-fire. He is now in 
close confinement, and lives upon rice-cakes alone. 

Saturday , 23rd * April 17kl, or Hth Chittirai of 
Durmat ».—This morning, Azhagappan, the brother- 
in-law of Kanakaraya Mndali, escorted by a few 
of the Company’s peons, w as ordered to proceed to 
Villianrllflr, and negotiate with the Mahrattas, in 
view' to the rendition of Vital Pandit to the French. 
When the Mahrattas met these men, and were made 
acquainted wHthsthe purport of their mission, they 
seized them also, and detained them in custody. 
When this news reached the ears of the Governor, 
at 4 this evening, he ordered that all the Mah- 
ratta merchants in the town—thirty in number— 
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who bad, accompanied Hakim Sahib, and had 
settled here for the purpose of carrying on trade* 
should bo arrested, and confined in the prison at¬ 
tached to the court-house. Fifteen European sol¬ 
diers, and a number of the Company's peons, were 
set as guards over them. Thu Mnhrafta envoy here 
has also been imprisoned. 

Sunday, 2kth * April 17 kh or 15th ChiUirai of 
Burmah \—The Mahrafta envoy at Pondiehery sent 
word to his jjooplo of the measures taken by the 
French against their countrymen. On tho evening 
of Thursday, the 12th Chittirai [20th April], 
orders were issued that all the gates of the city 


should be closed, with the exception of the wickets, 
persons from without tho limits of the town wore

permitted to enter ; but egress was strictlj forbidden. 
This order was in force on Friday and Saturday. 
This morning, however, the Mahrattas having re- 
teased Azhagappau, he returned. The Governor

they should be sent beyond the bounds of Pondi- 
v’ni'CRiiLipo* chery t The town-gatea rerunined shut as before. In 
the case of the western one, however, those whose 
avocations required their going out, or coming in, 
were allowed to do so after 10 o’clock, but the 
con cession was not. extended to ascetics, religious 
mendicants, and Brahmans.

—IV day, all the main gates were thrown 
upon* Twenty Mahratta her semen came into the 
town about noon, in order to have an interview with 
the Governor, and ascertain from him why Vital 
Pandit had been sent for. They alighted at Sungu- 
vfir’s garden-house, and went to the Governor at 5 
o'clock* Thirty soldiers were ranged on either side 
of the passage in the Governor’s house : between 
these the Mahrattas passed, and paid their visit. 
What then occurred is recorded below » , . f 

They took leave of the Governor, promising to 
bring Vital Pandit. They went to the beach, to see 
the roadstead, and then left the town— clerk Sinap- 
paiyan having been deputed to see them off, 

Wednesday, 27 th § April 1771 , or 18 th Ghiitimi of 
Dunmti. — The Mahrattas at Villianallflr sent inti¬ 
mation this evening to the Governor that they wore 
bringing Vital Pandit with them. Thereupon ho 
and the other members of Council, accompanied hr a 
detachment of soldiers,proceeded to t he western gate, 
and awaited their arrival. The Mahrattas, how¬ 
ever, having halted at E11 a p pan Gblvadi beyond the

Thursday, 28th * April 1741, or 19th GhtlHrai of 
Durtnati .—This day was uneventful, 

Friday, Mt April 1741, or SOth Cklttfrnl of 
Hunrmti .—This morning, Vital Pandit, accompanied 
by thirty or forty horsemen, arrived at my garden- 
house, and intimated this to the Governor, who 
permitted him to come in with fifteen of his escort. 
These accordingly entered the town at 10, and 
were provided with accommodation at Stehfichala 
Chetti T s garden-house. 

In the evening at 5, Vital Pandit paid a visit to 
the Governor, at the residence of the latter; the 
hall being lined on either side by soldier?, who 
boat drums. The substance of the conversation 
which took place at the interview is given below,

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the release of Muttaiya Pilhii. Ho sent for Mm, 
restored him to his appointment, and warned him 
to bo more careful in future. On his return to bis 
house, the whole town congratulated Muttaiya Filial. 
He had languished in eontinemont, however, for 
eight days, without proper food* 

Wednesday, $&(h May 17*1 > or 15th Vuigdtt of 
lit/rmati ,—The individuals who were the bearers 
of some* presents to the M&hrattng returned with the 
articles which had been entrusted to them. Having 
heal’d a report that the Mahrattas had left. Jegad^vu, 
and were approaching the Krishna, the messen¬ 
gers, who had got as far as Vellore, halted there, 
and w rote to the Governor soliciting instructions 
as to what they should, under these circum¬ 
stances, do. He having ordered them to return, 
they reached Pondichary this morning, at 10, with 
the presents. 

Sunday t hth [June I7hl'] i or 26 th Vaigdsi of Dur- 
ftiali .—This evening at 5, tbo Governor went on 
board a French ship in view to proceed in her to 
Kunkal. 

Monday, 5th [June 17 kt "l, or 27Ih VoJydsi of 
D'lfmfiti .—Muttaiya Pi Uni sot out by land for Kdri- 
kfil, at G this morning* 

Tuesday., [6th June 17*l\ or 28th Vaigdsi of 
Dunnati -—This morning at 7, the Governor dig. 
embarked from the ship, as she was unable to set 
sail For want of wind. He was however of opinion 
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that matters having gone so far, the proposed jour¬ 
ney should not bo abandoned, as the peons and 
dub&shes of the Company, as well as Muttaiya Pillai, 
liad already left with the necessary furniture aud 
other articles. He therefore made up his mind to 
travel by land, and despatched a peon with a note 
written on palmyra-leaf, to run after the servants 
who had set out on the day on which he had em¬ 
barked, and recall them. The reason for sending 
for them so urgently was to enable the Governor 
to start with a fitting retinue on tho morning of 
Friday next. Summoning me, he said as follows : 
“ I intend setting out next Friday, and halting 
that night at Porto Novo. Will you go in advance, 
and make the necessary arrangements for mo there, 
or will you accompany me?” I replied “ I will 
do as you bid.” Ho rejoined : “ Well; you had 
hotter go with mo. But write beforehand, and have 
things properly arranged there before we leave.” 
I accordingly wrote to Cuddalore, in order that all 
articles of furniture, such as plates, dishos, chairs, 
and tables, might be sent to Porto Novo, in charge 
of suitable men. This forenoon, however, at 11, 
whon I called at the Governor’s house, he told mo 
that he had changed liis plans; that he had no mind 
to go to Porto Novo; and that ho would travel 
through Chidambaram by way of M&tupalaiyam. 
I at once seut off a peon to Cuddalore, telling 
him to stop the despatch of furniture, etc., thence 
to Porto Novo. Preparations were made for our 
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journey on Friday—the day appointed — but it was 
only on the evening of Thursday that tho men who 
had departed for Karikal, and had travelled as far as 
tho banks of the Coleroon, returned. They were so 
way-worn, and overcome by fatigue, that it was 
impracticable for them to start again on the following 
day. The departure was consequently postponed 
until Sunday. 

Sunday , 11th June 171+1, or 1st Ant of Durmati , 
constellation Kdrltigai .—This morning at o, the Gov¬ 
ernor set out for Ariyankuppam, to attend service 
there. He went on thence to Karikal. 

At 7, Kanakarfiya Mudali, SSshachala Chetti, and 
other persons of rank, including myself, followed 
him. When we had got as far as tho Coleroon, one 
of the poles of the palanquin in which Kanakaraya 
Mudali was being carried gave way. He was there¬ 
fore obliged to send his conveyance back, and go 
on with SSsliachala Chetti, in the palanquin of the 
latter. 

Tuesday , 20th June 171+1 , or 10th Ani of Dur¬ 
mati. —This afternoon at 4, the Governor returned 
by sea from Kdrikal. He landed an hour after¬ 
wards. Kanakaraya Mudali and his men also 
arrived by the same vessel. When she reached the 
anchorage, salutes were fired by all the ships in the 
roads. The Governor disembarked under one of 
twenty-one guns from the ship, as well as from the 
fort, and repaired to his residence. 
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Friday, 23 rd Jane I7hl t or 131 h Am oj f.hir- 
mali .—This evening, the bon-fire ¥ festival was

Krmakaraya Mudali, at the bidding of the Gov*

It is the emphatic declaration of His Majesty that 
this town shall he free to all its inhabitants, irre-

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spective of casta or craad; that thoro shall bo uo 
bar or restriction in the case of any particular sect; 
and that all shall bo allowed unrestrained enjoy¬ 
ment of the streets, so long as the laws of the State 
are not infringed. Tho new Madras street has 
been thrown open to the public a9 a highway, in 
order that the left-hand caste may share the bonefit 
of it equally with the right-hand. We therefore 
give publicity to the order authorizing tho free 
passage of all traders and Chettis along tho \ azhu- 
d&vftr or Madras roads, on horseback, or in palan¬ 
quins. Men of all castes, right-hand, or left-hand, 
are hereby informed that they can, after entering 
the town-gates, repair to their respective streets 
by either of the road3 running on the right or 
the left of tho town-wall. Whoever, whether of the 
higher classes or not, contravenes this order, shall be 
deemed guilty of disturbing the public peace,and shall 
be liable tq the peualty attaching to that offence. I n 
order that no one may plead ignorance of the exist¬ 
ence of this notice, copies of it will be posted at all 
public places in tho town. Tssued by order of the 
Supremo Council, undor date the 31st July 1741.

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Tuesday, 15th August 17J+1, or 3rd Arani of Uur- 
mati .—This night at half-past 9, a soldier, armed 
with a musket, sallied out from his quarters. When 
he got close to the house of the elder Sinappaiyan, 
he loaded his weapon, and discharged it at an 
elephant tothered hard by, which however was not 
hurt, the ball having passed over it.* The man then 
turned into the street of the VeUazhas, and thence 
into the bazaar street, whence he returned to the 
tobacco godown, and then entered my street. 
When he arrived in front of the church, be turned 
eastward, and seeing some nativo watchmen coming 
in pursuit of him, he fired at them. Although they 
dodged the shot, and escaped injury, two bullets 
hit a woman who was standing in the centre of the 
road, opposite to tho tobacco godown, and passed 
through her side, but she was not killed. Alarmed 
at this, a number of men who were seated on the 
pial • of my house rushed in, and we closed and 
fastened the door. The soldier once more loaded 
his musket, and holding it in his hand stood at the 
entrance of the church, \v hen the priest, who had 
heard the report of the fire-arm, came out. As 
soon as the soldier saw him, he laid down his weapon, 
and made obeisance to him. The priest kept him 
engaged in conversation for a while, when some 
musketeers from the guard at the gate, to whom the

Twenty-one guns 
were fired wlion they left the fort, and tho salute 
was repeatod when they entered their residence, 
lie thus, on an auspicious day, with all state, and 
amidst music and dancing, assumed the reins of 
government.

Wednesday, [2nd] May I7k2, or 23rd Chittirai of 
Dundubhi .—This morning at 9, a flag and kettle- SS/tST 
drum for the Governor arrived from the Emperor otdSSSl 
of Delhi. The reception accorded to these is de¬ 
scribed below. Tho Emperor had sent them prior 
to the Muhammadan feast of the Muharram, but 


they had been detained until now at Ozhukarai,

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as the llag required some repairs, which wore 
attended to there. At 5 this morning, the Governor 
proceeded to the VazhudavOr gate, and waited 
there; whilst the Deputy Governor and other 
members of Council, the factors and other Kuro- 
peans, whether employed in the Company’s service 
or not, and all the native gentry forming the Com¬ 
pany’s employes, as well as the independent mer- 
cliants, accompanied in state by tom-toms, horns, 
drums, etc., went out to Ozhukarai to meet the 
presents. They were escorted by 100 of the 
Company’s peons armed with muskets, and a detach¬ 
ment of fifty soldiers, the former leading, and the 
latter in the rear. The flag sent by the Emperor 
was carried upon an elephant. 1 he kettle-drum 
presented by him, and other kettle-drums, wore 
placed upon the backs of elephauts and horses, 
and beaten. An elephant with a howdah stood in 
the centre, so that the Governor could take up a 
position beside it in the procession. The palanquins 
of the Europeans numbered forty or forty-five; 
their horses ten or twelve; the palanquins of natives 
eight or nino; their carriages six or seven; and 
the horses which the children of the native gentle¬ 
men in the service of the Company rode, thirty or 
thirty-five. A procession thus constituted, accom¬ 
panied by the deputation which had repaired to the 
spot, set out iu imposing order for Pondichery. 
Its arrival at the Vazhudavur gate was greeted 
by a salute of twonty-one guns. At 9—when they 
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reached the Governor’s house—twenty-one guns chap. 
were fired from the fort, which were repeated by 
ovory ship in the roadstead. After this, the pro¬ 
cession broke up, and every one returned home.

Each, after 
having been tied to a tree, received fifty lashes ; 
they were subsequently branded with the figure on siouk iI. 
of a dog, conducted beyond the limits of the town, 
and left there. They would have forfeited their 
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lives, but for; firstly, the divine mercy,and secondly, 
my intervention. I pleaded hard on their behalf 
with the Governor, and begged that capital punish¬ 
ment might not be inflicted on them. In conse¬ 
quence of the regard which he has for mo, he was 
unwilling to refuse. 

Sunday* 23 rd June 17U2, o?' 13 th Ant of Dmt- 
dttMiV—Thu ship Sereitie arrived in tho roads to-day 
at , . .,+ and saluted tile fort with fifteen guns.

Wednesday, 27th June 17k-2 t or 17th Ani of 
Bundubhu—At noon to-day, the ship Li/>>\ captain, 
M, Jean Coublou, reached tho anchorage from 
Franco, and fired a salute of fifteen guns. The 
intelligence brought by her is as follows:— 

There is, at present, no war between the 
French and English. That which raged between 
Spain and England lias now somewhat abated. Tho 
present occupant of the throne of the Austrian 
Empire, having appealed to tho King of France, has 
been supplied with a contingent of 80,000 men, by 
means of which ho has secured possession of tho 
crow n. 

It is reported that a communication to this effect 
has arrived by this ship, addressed to M. Dumas, as 
Governor of Pondichery.

A salute of twenty- 
one guns was fired from the fort, and cannon were 
discharged from all the ramparts, beginning from 
that situated to the south of the soa-shore, up to 
that lying to the north of it. 

Saturday, [25th] August 1742 , or 13th Acani oj 
Dundubhi . — The gaieties continued this morning 
also, and guns were fired. 

This being the birthday of Krishna, the Uriyadi 
festival was celebrated in his honour. 

Wednesday , [29th August 1742, or] 17th Avuni of 
Dundubhi .—Having this morning received inti¬ 
mation that the followers of Mir Asad wore about tc 
make an attack upon Azhisap&kkam, and intended 
planting their standards thore, the Governor 
despatched between 100 and 150 Muhammadans, 
who had fought with success at Mah<5, and who 
are employed here n9 sepoys, to guard the village.

Ho was, therefore, by marri¬ 
ng*'and consanguinity, theNawiib’s nearest kinsman. 
Nevertheless, he stabbed him to death when ho 
was in a deep sleep at about 2 in the morning. 
’Ali Naqi, the son of Taqi Sahib, who was sleeping in 
the house of Ahmad Muhammad Khan, and who was 
the son-in-law of Nawab Safdar’Ali Khan, hearing 
ifeuiw 0 f this, sprang to his feet, and with a drawn dagger 
was hastening to the spot, when a soldier in the 
service of Murtaza ’Ali Khan wounded him in three 
or four places. Thereupon, ’Ali Naqi fell, and was, 
under the orders of Murtaza ’Ali Khan, carried for 
treatment to the house of a French surgeon named 
Jacob. Messengers were despatched to Mir Asad, 
to inform him that Nawab Safdar ’Ali Kh!n desired 
to see him at once. In compliance with the sum- 
Mir Amu! m ous. Mir Asad started, and was repairing to the

saMar°\ii house of Nawab Safdar ’Ali Khiin, to inquire why ho 
had beeu summoned, whon a hundred of Murtaz! 
’All Khan’s men surroundod him, hit him four 
or five hundred times with slippers and cudgels, 
and dragged him away to Murtaza ’Ali Kh!n, who 
nuitio was about to despatch him with his dagger, whon 
n“j“n n “ d Muhammad Husain KMn, the son of Ahmad T^hir 
Khan, interposod, and prevented the murder. This 
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individual urged that thn Ufa of Mir A gad should bo 
6pared, as if it was not, the finances of the state 
would fall into utter confusion. Ho pointed out 
that ho had to render accounts for three years ; 
that he alone had knowledge of the actual arrears of 
pay duo to the mounted troops and infantry; that 
their present ignorance of particulars might involve 
them in endless troubles; and that he had been 
entrusted with extensive charges, the revenues of 
which had yet to be settled. Thereupon, Mir Asad 
was relegated to confinement, loaded with fetters 
and manacles; and chains were placed around 
liis neck. The accountants of Mir Asad, ami the 
partisans of TTiawSh Safdur ’All Kh&n. wore also 
imprisoned. The Guzer&ti, Kftsi Oils Bukkanji, 
who was inclined to side with Xawab Sftfdar ’All 
Khan, was sent for, and kept, under a guard. It 
is said that on the way, ho was beaten twice or 
thrice by unknown hands, Kavirel Menkatcsa 
Chetti, the shroff * of Mir Asa l, was also similarly 
treated. 

Letters corroborating tho news of the insurrec¬ 
tion referred to above wore received in the houses 
of Chanda, Sfthib and others litre.

ITe now holds the nawiib- 
sbip, and has written to all the high officials of the 
state permitting them to continue in their appoint¬ 
ments, and bidding them to act in obedience to his 
orders. 


The further development of this revolution lias 
to be awaited. 

ISSS 11 '* 1 Tl reported that Uirlsat Khan, from Sttghar, 
1LI o%t liLit'i. paid a visit to the now Nnwftb with a nazr; but that 
Tai j! Sahib and Muhammad *A1! K~hfm refrained front 
doing so; and that Safdar Husain Elian, likewise, 
did not go to him. 

The news from Madras is as follows ; — 

The death of Xawitb Safdar S A1S Khfin became 
known at Madras on the evening of 3rd Arppisi [16th

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October], and the relatives residing at his house 
there then commenced to bewail his loss. On the 
following day, Mr. Benyon, the Governor of Madras, 
caused the flag in the fort to be hoisted half-mast, 
and sixty minute guns to bo fired. The tJovernor, 
the members of Council* and other gentlemen, dad 
in mourning costume, went, in procession to the 
church, attended a service there, and then returned 
to the fort. After this, the Governor’s wife, 
putting on mourning garments, repaired to the 
residence of Xawfib Safdar y All KMn's widow and 
mother, condoled with them, and returned to the 
fort, Home of the friends of the deceased con* 
template raising his son to the nawabahlp, and 
are maturing plans to effect this, Murtazd ’All 
Khan, the present Xawidy, has written to KHmakOyi 
Krishnaji Pandit, Sambu Dus, and Tiruvil i Sfshrl- 
chala Chetli, summoning them to appear before him. 
The first of these intends proceeding to A root 
after the Dips*rail * feast, and the other two after 
the first has had an interview with Murtazd ’Ali 
JjChfin. 

Another communication has been received stating 
that HirSsat Kh An took leave, at A rent, of Murtazfi 
1 A1S Khan, and returned to S&tghar. 

There is a rumour to the effect that a grant

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Madras, and one to Adiyappa Nayakkan, as spoci- 
fied below :— ...

Sunday , [ 11th November 1742, nr] 29th Arppisi 
of Dundiibhi. — At 8 this morning, the Governor 
and his wife attended service at the church, 
whence thoy sot out for Ozhukarai, under a salute 
of twenty-one guns. The Councillors, Muttaiya 
Pillai, and some others, accompanied them. They 
go with the object of staying there for a month, as 
tho water of Ozhukarai is reputed to be wholesome, 
and thoy are not in good health here. 

Monday, [12th November 1742, or] 30th Arppisi 
of Dnndubhi. —This night thore was a lunar eclipse. 

Tuesday, [ 13th November 1742 , or] 1st Kdrlti - 
gai of Dnndubhi .—This morning at 7, Mr. Monson, 
who was on his way from Madras to Fort St. 
David, to take charge of the government thore, 
passed Pondichery, by the road near the ramparts 
at the western gate. lie travelled in company with 
his dubash, Krishnama Nayakkan, who had with him 
his younger brother Muttiyalu N&yakkan, formerly 
a dubSsh in the service of tho late Mr. Hubbard* 
at Fort St. David, who had betaken himself 
to Madras after his master’s death. £kambara 
Aiyan and I escorted them as far as Muttirusa 
Pillai’s choultry, where we all dined. In tho after¬ 
noon, they resumed their journey, and we wout 
on to Singarikoyil. Wo spent the night there,

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ami worshipped the local god; repaired iu tho 
morning to YillinnnllQr, whore, again, we worshipped 
the got I of the place ; partook of our midday meal 
there; thence went to Ozhukarai ; and finally, 
after paying a visit to the Governor, returned to 
Pondiehery at 7 the same ni ght. 

Sunday, [16 th Uoennber 17k2 t or] 5 th M dr gash i 
of Dtniihihhi ,—-In view of tho return at <5 this 
evening of the Governor from Ozhukarai, the town 
of Pondiehery was decorated throughout. The 
route bo two on Devan&yaka CheUi’s choultry and 
the mint at Mini pall i. was decked everywhere with 
garlands, and was lined on both sides with lights. 
Pour rows of these were placed on the ramparts 
at the YiHianulhir gate, which presented a most 
beautiful appearance 1 . The recently erected resi¬ 
dence of M. Siguard, near tho UppSru river, where 
the Governor was to alight, and see some fireworks, 
was decorated. Opposite to this building, and to 
the south of the fort, t lie re was a temporary tower 
for illuminations which had, prior to the birth of a 
soil to the Governor, been constructed in view to celo* 
bra ting that event. This was now repaired, and 
fitted up for a display of lights and fireworks. On 
either side of the interval between this structure 
and M. Signard’s house, gang were placed, and 
frames fixed for the discharge of rocket®. More¬ 
over, the cloth market in the fort, where it was 
arranged that tho Governor should sup, was 
painted anew, otherwise embellished, and supplied 
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with wax-candles, plates, and dishes. Thua, the 
whole town was made ready to give him a fitting 
reception. He and his wife having left Ozhukarui 
at 0 o clock, arrived at 8. Their retinue consisted 
of an elephant bearing kettle-drums, some horses 
with large drums on their backs, another big ele¬ 
phant carrying the standard, all the Europeans and 
other gentlemen who had come from Pondichery, 
aud Khan Bali&dur, accompanied by the usual 
tokeus of honour. They alighted at the house of 
M. Signard, were entertained with an exhibition of 
fireworks, left for the fort at half-past 8, and repairod 
to the cloth market, which was decorated for their 
reception. Hero they supped, and were regaled with 
furthor entertainments. This was a day of great 
festivity ami rejoicing.

The horsemen occupying 
the fort at Va/Jiudiivtir made frequent excursions, and 
spread desolation throughout all the adjoining hamlets 
and villages. Owing to those continued depredations, 
the country whs woefully drained, and the inhabit¬ 
ants, haring lost their all, and sulferiug from want 
and nakedness, dispersed, and fled in all directions. 

The havoc previously committed by the Mahrattns 
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Cn*r. was nothing compared with this. It is true that

— they plundered and pillaged, but tho people managed 
Kft-cUOT to save at least something from their hands, and so 
counto. continued to eke out a living. But now the country 
has been utterly laid waste. Mir Asad continues 
to reside in the fort. Husain Sdhib remains in his 
camp on the banks of the Tiruvakkarai. Nobody 
knows what will happen next.

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Ozhukarai, had been seized by the Muhammadan 
horsemen encamped at EHappan L'havadi ■ that, his 
hands had been tied behind him : that Ins clothes 
had been torn off ; that Ins jualunqitin-buarers had 
all been beaten; that the litter was shattered to 
pieces; and that it was not known what would 
happen to Kanakaraya Mu dal i himself, I fear that 
the worst would hare befallen him if the son-in-law 
of Husain Sibil) had not come to his assistance. 
Thanks to this intervention! and also to Ids good 
luck* he escaped with his life, A message was 
afterwards sent from Pondiehery to Muhammad 
Jamil!, the younger brother of Husain Sahib„ at 
OzhtikaraL He came, attended by ten peons, and 
was admitted into the town. His horsemen were 
not allowed to enter, for strict orders had been 
issued to the effect that they should not be permitted 
to do so. Ho stayed during the night in Poudi- 
oheryv and next day returned to his camp. 

[Mundatjj 18th February or] 10th Mfoi of 

Uunilfibhi.— News arrived this evening, that Husain 
83hib, on receiving intelligence that, the Niftfim was 
marching towards A root, hat l moved his camp, 

Thursday, £ld February ) 74 3, or 13th Maxi of 
Dmuluhhi .—The Ni^am, with his sons, kinsmen, and 
nobles, advance*!— as though the sea was rising 
and flooding the land—with an overwhelming force 
of 70,000 horse and . . . * foot, and with

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. • elephants in his train ; and encamped 
in great state at A root this morning, a watch after 
sunrLso. I describe below the several components 
of this imposing army. The Nifliim, himself, is aged 
eighty. He is lean of body, and very fair in colour. 
His eldest son is Nasir Jang, aged thirty. His 
second son is Muhammad S’aid Khiin, aged eight. 
These two brothers, when on the march, ride on an 
elephant, and are seated in the same howdah. When 
in camp, they occupy the same tent. The Nijpim, how¬ 
ever, has a riding elephant, all to himself, and lives 
in a separate tent, behind the camp. There is also 
another personage named Jamal-ud-dlu Khan, who 
is reported to be the son of the Ni^am. He is said 
to occupy an equal position with his reputed father. 
He has an elephant for himself, rides beside him, and 
has a separate tent pitched for him adjoining that of 
the Ni^am. Close by, there are encamped about forty 
nobles, the most trusted partisans of the Nijjam; and 
also about a hundred officers of state. Two hundred 
elephants are employed in carrying the artillery and 
ammunition. A hundred are laden with the baggago. 
A hundred more bear other articles required by an 
army on the march. A hundred are used to convey 
the guns and their carriages. Yet another hundred 
carry drums and other musical instruments. The 
K imam’s own horse numbers 20,000. He is followed 
by 10,000 mounted men under various commanders, as 
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also forty officers of state, and 20,000 cavalry. The 
i — sons of ' Abd-un N&bSlfhdu, the N&wab of Guddapah, 
are with the army. Their names are Path Miyau, 
and Bade Miyau. Their horse numbers 3,000* 
IS,™ 01 Tlier « aro al st> Puli gars in the camp. Their names 
Anukondavaru, MunukondavSru, Fii&kattayAr- 
v^ru, Nadikattavim, Mayigiirivaru, Kiuhnadavaru, 
Chut irakandi v&ru, Siringerivaru, Kangondiv&m, 
Anai kortda v ar u, \ Scham anfiya ni vdru, Mad da Ivdiru, 
Bommaracha v&ru, etc. The army of these 
numbers 5,000 or 6,000 horse and 1 00,000 foot. The 
number of the Pindar is in the army is beyond cal¬ 
culation. The distinguished Mnlirattas who have 
accompanied the Ni&ftm’s troops are Raja ChandrasGn 
and Raja Nimbklisiyuddsi. They have a force of 
horse. With this array, they proceeded to 
TirLijjati, to* worship the god of that, place, ^ome 
aay that they will march thence, arid pass through 
Conjeeveram j others that they may possibly come 
through the pass. The Nifcfim’s camp, it is reported, 
extends over a vast area; from the banks of the 
Pennar—taking in Vellore—to the dam of the 
2S5U* ^Mripfikkam tank. It is also reported that after 
a stay of fifteen or twenty days at Arcot, ho will 
leave his son NSdr Jang there, and move with the 
whole of his forces to Trichinopoly. The object of 
this expedition, It is stated, is to transfer the pos- 
fcp * tWfc * session of Trichinopoly to the Mysorians, Khan 
Bahadur visited the Nigum; aud other distinguished 
men are said to have paid their respects to him, 
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being introduced by Imam Sahib. What will happen 
next is not known. 1 he camp is reported to occupy 
an area of about sixteen square miles. So ran the 
written news from Arcot. 

Baton day , 23rd February 17 US, or 15 th Mdsi 
oj JMudubhi. —Mir Asad, who was occupying the 
fort at Vazhudavftr, struck his tents this morning at 
sunrise, and marched to Arcot to pay hLs respects to 
the Nijjam. 

To-day, by order of the Governor, M. Dupleix, 
drums were beaten in Pondichery, and proclama¬ 
tions were read in every street inhabited by Euro¬ 
peans, inviting all of the whito population who were 
without employment, to take service in the army. 

Sunday , 2Uth February 17US, or 16th Mast 
oj Dundubhi. —The Governor went to the fort at 3 
this afternoon, and enlisted a few soldiers, to whom 
muskets were issued. A corps was also formed of 
the administrative officers, Councillors, factors, and 
other men of rank. These, also, were provided with 
muskets. This body was divided into two com¬ 
panies ; one under the command of M. de la Metrie, 
and the other under that of M. d’Espnhneuil. Tho

£o, tho officers were all appointed, and their 
duties were laid dow r n. The fortifications were next 
put into a state of defence; cannon wore mounted 
on tho walls ; and powder and shot were stored at 
convenient spots.

Kauakar&ya Mudali, 
to whom the latter delivered the amount, asked him 
why he had brought fanams instead of, as usual, 
rupees, and bade him return the money. But M. Detaiuor 
Cornet declined to receive it back, and told Gana¬ 
pati Pillai to lodge it with Subbaiyan. The amount 
was accordingly loft in tho custody of Subbaiyan. 

This man has appropriated to his own use about 
2,000 pagodas of the money entrusted to his care. 

He however was set at liberty on tho following 
day, after executing a bond for the payment of the °° 
amount misappropriated. 

Tuesday, [#//< April 171+3, or j 30th Punguni of 
Dundubhi.— The Jem Fulon , French captain, M. de ten. " 
la Villebague, and native captain, Jaganiv^sa Mu¬ 
dali, arrived at Pondichory at 8 this morning, from 
Manilla. The captains landed at 9. 

It is reported that the flowered cloths and chintz Rey»t-M 
brought a good price, but that there was no demand j^***®"^ 
for blue cloths. Consequently, a supercargo has been 
left at Manilla in charge of the goods remaining 
unsold. The following cargo is on board the ship 

The further tidings brought by her are as follows : 

“ The Neptune, commanded by M. du Bocage, with

crew fought as well as they could, aud fired cannon 
and muskets at the enemy, but did no damage to 
their opponents. The pirates closed with the A hip- 
, titiM, and boarded her. At the sight of them on 
i "L. the deck of their ship, her crow were terror-stricken, 
and stood motionless. The pirates proceeded to seize 
them; on which M. Courbezatre jumped into the 
sea, but was cut down by the enemy who were on 
the low er deck. T he pirates next dea llM* du B ocage 
five or six severe sword-cuts on the head. The 
left arm of M. Eh ostia was cut off. M. liarville was 
wounded in the breast by two musket balls. During 
the scuffle, M. Desfresnes escaped, and hid himself 
iu a big chest. TTe waa, however, discovered, and 
carried on board a pirate vessel. Many lives wore 
lost in thin encounter. The surrender of the 
Neptune is to be attributed to the small number of 
French sailors that maimed her. A Portuguese 
ship from Europe, sailing by, observed the combat 
between the Neptune and the pirates, and ap- 
preached to eta certain the cause. On discovering 
that it was with pirates, those on board: the Portu¬ 
guese ship loaded their cannon to fire on them, 
bnt the pirate crew left the Neptune, and escaped. 
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The Portuguese then took the ship in tow, and 
brought her to Mangalore, where she 13 now detained. 
The French at Mahtf have written in friendly terms 
to the Portuguese asking that the vessel may be 
released. The latter have communicated with the 
Yieeroy at flea. There, matters rest at present, 
and the vessel is stall at Mangalore/* Thus ran 
the contents of the letter which M* Dupleix received 
by the ship from Manilla*

He then took leave of me, and at 5 on the fol¬ 
lowing morning, as soon as the town-gate was 
opened, he departed. 

[_Thurs<lay\ 9th [Majf] 174$, or 30th Chittiraiof 
MudHtldri .—Last Monday morning at 6, some Mahd 
sepoys seized G opal a. Nfiraaa Aiyan, and brought (0Tdlbt ' 
him over to Pondichery. He was in debt to 
S&sMchnla Chetti. The latter had therefore been to 
Cuddalore, to demand of him payment of the money 
due, and was about to cause 1dm to be imprisoned 
there, by laying the matter before the Governor. 
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Ciup. ix. Having an inkling of this, GdpSAft Xurana A iyan 
1743 , betook himself to MarikikhMpttram. S^shftchala 
Chetti, who was at Oudcblore, thereupon wrote to the 
Governor, and sought his protection against a pos¬ 
sible attack on him by his debtor, on the way back 
to Pondicilery. Twenty or thirty Mahd sepoys were 
consequently detailed to arrest G opal a N din \ in A iyan. 
They accordingly proceeded to Marikmhudpuratn, 
*™ nt an ^ ^ * u ara tnsh. At the lime of the eclipse on 
eijnurv. Simday night, G6pfda Tirana Aiynu, attended by 
his eldest son and five or six peons, repaired to the 
beach to perform his ablations in the sea, when the 
Matd sepoys and the Company’s peons fell upon 
and seized him. For a while, his son resisted, and 
attacked one or two of the sepoys, but fifteen or 
twenty wounds inflicted on his person by them with 
their swords, brought him to a sense of his powerless¬ 
ness. GSpak Naraiia A iyan was then apprehended, 
and he, alone, was taken to Pondiehery. The Gov- 
era or, to whom the seizure was reported, ordered his 
confinement at the house of Aluttaiya Pillai. 

StE'* 1 At 7 tbi s morning, presents consisting of an 
Arab horse and four jewelled ornaments arrived 
from the r^ijjatn, who is investing Tnchinopoly. 
They were received with the honours mentioned 
below. The following persons set out from the 
fort to meet them : the Governor, the Deputy Gov¬ 
ernor, H. Dulaurens and the remaining members of 
Council, some other European gentlemen, Kanaka- 
rftya Mndali, Muttaiya Piflai, the sons of SGshuchnla 
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Chotti, and a few other men of position amongst the 
natives, an array of about sixty palanquins and 
twenty or thirty horses being the result. The 
display included an elephant bearing a standard and 
kot tie-drums, 200 soldiers, a band with pipes and 
drums, 100 Main'* sepoys armed with muskets, police 
peons, and musicians playing upon horns, drums, 
and tom-toms. Native merchants, also, were in 
attendance; some seated in their palanquins and 
carriages, and others on horseback. The Governor, 
M. Dupleix, alighted at a tent pitched heyond the 
town-gate, but the others continued onwards, and 
mot the party which was bringing the gifts from 
Ozliukarai, where it had halted. The deputation 
from Pondichery escorted it to the tent occupied by 
the Governor, who on the arrival of the presents, rose 
to his feet, and received them with his own hands. 
A salute of twenty-one guns was then fired from the 
ramparts. The whole assembly rose when the four 
jewelled ornaments were placed in the palanquin 
belonging to the Governor. By the side of this was 
the Arab horse which formed one of the gifts. In 
the rear was stationed a coach drawn by six horses, 
into w'hich the Governor, the Deputy Governor, M. 
Dulaurens, and one or two other members of Council, 
entered. The procession, arranged in this order, 
resumed its march into the town with all the pomp 
of kettle-drums and other demonstrations already 
mentioned. The entry of it within the gate was 
announced by the discharge of twenty-one guns, and 
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when it reached the Governor* 9 honso, a similar 
number was fired by the fort; and also by the ship. 

Mofui’-njt 13th May 1743, or Sr i Vaigdsi of Rudfdt* 
kdrL — The ship Neptune, which went from this to 
Afoeha returned this morning. The tidings by this 
vessel are * * . * 

Thursday t I6fh Mat/ 1743, or 6 th VaigtUi 0 /

of the old Company executed the usual annual con¬ 
tract, and were paid 5,000 pagodas. No presents 
were made to them. This evening, SSsMchala 
Ghetti also entered into a contract with the Com¬ 
pany, as in the previous year. 

Friday } 17th Matt 1745, or 7th. Vaigddof MndrSl- 
kdri .— This morning, I paid a visit to the Governor, 
and settled with him the terms of my contract for 
the supply of goods. At noon I executed an agree¬ 
ment to supply the Company with cloths, as in the 
preceding year. 

Friday, [31st May 2743, Of] £ 1st Vmgdsiof Budroi* 
kdri .—This afternoon at. 2, a ship from Bussorah 
arrived in the roads, and fired a salute of nine guns.

Saturday T [Tai June 174?, or] £ 2nd Vaigdsi of 
RudrMdri .—A letter arrived, from Surat, by land, 
at 5 in the evening. It was from the King of the 
French, and was sent overland from Franco to Surat.

on the throne. The object of the expedition was jjgjjf 
attained, and the French army was returning to wtcwS™. 
France, when it was opposed by a force of 80,000 
men, sent by two or three kings who were inimical 
to the new Emperor, The French having killed 
20,000 or 25,000 of the enemy, and defeated and 
dispersed them, marched back to their country. 

The letter which conveyed these glad tidings was 
received on the evening of Saturday, and was read 
with satisfaction by the Governor, 

Muttaiya Pillai proceeded with his family to-day 
to Tlrupp&ppuliyHr, to attend the local festival. He S '^ 
went by boat, and the others by land. 

Sunday, [2nd June 171+3 1 or 23rd Ytdgdsi of 
R*tdrdtMrif .—-At 8 this morning, the Governor, his iS^uctisr.

to the church. After the service was over, the royal, 
letter was read, and made public; and thanks¬ 
givings were offered on behalf of the king.

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Thome was a remarkable ocomrence this (lay* 
Thu giave-doaler, Param&nnndAn, was arrested* and 
cast into the fort prison, with chains on his wris ts and 
ankles* M. Soudo, who serves under M* [Comet *] 
tho keeper of the warehouse in t he fort, commis¬ 
sioned Paramikiaml&n to bring him slaves, and gave 
him a certain sum of money for that purpose. Para- 
m:uminian sent out hia men to collect these; they 
purchased some, and inveigled others into their 
clutches. They either mixed some deleterious 
material in the lime which their victims used with 
their betel and nut, or placed them under a spell by 
means of the magic paint which they carried in o 
box in their hands, and then overpowering them, re¬ 
duced them to slavery. Many slaves were thus 
acquired, and brough t into Pon die he ry. The way i n 
which the matter became known to tho authorities 
was this. One Manilla Malfliy&ppan, who lived in. 
Pondichery, and had no employment, used to visit 
Paramauaadan. Ho observed what was going on, 
ami communicated it to Iruaappa Muttu Chetti 
and Kudnikkara B&ngappan. They went, with four 
other Chet tig, to tho place where the slaves wore 
confined, and on the plea of inspecting tlm horses 
which were there for sale, entered the building where 
tho captives, consisting of four Chelii men and one 
Cbelli woman, were, 'these claimed relationship 
with tho visitors, ran to them, foil at their foot,

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and wept. On being questioned, one man sakl that 
he was inveigled into the building, on promise of 
being employed as a cooly to carry a bag, and that 
when lie entered his head was shaved, and fetters 
were placed on his legs. Another stated (hat be 
was offered betel, lightly smeared with lime, to chow, 
and that when ho partook of it he w as seized with 
giddiness, and was led away. A third individual 
said that ho was asked to come into the building, 
to see an entertainment, and that as soon as ho 
entered it, he was made a captive and his head 
was shaved. The visitors also learnt how the 
persons engaged in the slave traffic had enticed 
wood-cutters and grass-cutters into the building, on 
pretence ol buying the articles which they had to dis¬ 
pose of. It further transpired that those kidnappers 
possessed a house in a village near Tranquebar, 
and that they were in the habit of alluring thither 
the people living in the hamlets to the west of that 
place. Batches of fifty or a hundred individuals 
were imprisoned, at one time* in the building. They 
were conveyed, during the night, in a boat to Ari- 
yankuppam, where they were confined in a house 
belonging to Param&naudau. Here their heads 
were shaved, black cloths were given them to wear, 
and each individual had a fetter placed on one leg. 
During the night, they were removed again, and 
brought to the house of Ml Sonde, where they were 
put into the slave prison until a vessel came to take 
them away. When it arrived, they were placed in

boats, and carried on board. This occurred throe or Obaf. ix. 
four times, but tkuso proceedings have not trail spired 1743 . 
until now, when they were brought to light by 
Iruaappa Muttu Chetti, and RangapjKm. These 
men went to M* Sonde, and stated to him that many 
persons had been kidnapped, and confined as slaves 
in the building, and that there were some amongst 
the number, who were known to them. They asked 
for an inquiry. M, Soude stated that he had bought ji.sn.Hi* 
all the people with his own money, but nevertheless 
ho held an investigation, and ascertained that there 1h ' m * 
were five persons who had been entrapped under 
false pretences. He sent them away to Kanaka- 
ray a Mudali, who passed them on to frusappa 
Muttu Chetti. The latter, fearing the consequences, 
refused to receive them. Thereupon, M. Sonde s«k, m 
came to son Kaoakardya Mudali, Sflshachala Chetti, 

I ru sap pa Muttu Chetti, and me, at. our respective 
houses, and entreated us to settle the affair quietly* 

Wo refused to interfere, stating that. it. was not 
any longer possible to hush things up. Kanakaraya 
Mudali went in the morning to the Governor, Qre&mnra

When they called out for him at his house, one 
Amlinaudau, who was within, escaped by scaling 
tho walls of the backyard, and hid himself hi the 
Mission Church* Paramftnandau, however, was 
arrested and taken to the fort prison* M, Sonde 
was dismissed from his appointment; M* Cornet, his 
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superior officer, was sent for. and directed lo take 
charge of accounts, etc., from him; ami another 
European was appointed as lii> successor.

—This morning at 8, the two brides, each 
seated in a palanquin, proceeded from tho Gov¬ 
ernor’s house to the church in the fort, under cover 
of a recently erected leaf canopy. They wore 
escorted by all the European ladies and gentlemen, 
who were on foot. When they entered the church, 
guns without number were fired. After the brides 
and bridegrooms had exchanged rings, and other 
ceremonies had been performed at the fort, they 
returned at about half-past 3. The total expenses 
incurred by the Governor, including the charges for 
the banquet to-day, were * * , * i*agodas. At 

night, the fort and the w alls of every house w ithin its 
precincts were illuminated. From half-past d to 
there was a display of fireworks, and the festivities 
terminated with a ball, in wddeh all the European 
ladies and gentlemen took part* 

Tuesday, 30th July 7743, or 18th Adi of Rudrdt- 
Jtdri. —All the Europeans wore entertained at a ban¬ 
quet, at noon to-day* To-night again, there was an 
exhibition of fireworks. Frames for rockets were

Emperor of Delhi. Kettle-drums were beaten, to 
announce the taking of possession hr the Muham- 
Sr^ r ™ T m a dans. By the same treaty, Asaf Jfih agreed to 
put Morfiri Rao in possession of the hill-fort of 
Peuukonda, which lies away to the northward; 
to assign lands round about the fort, for the

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support of the mansubdar* commanding E ,000 horse, 
who will bo appointed as the governor of it; and to 
supply MonLri Rao with two lakhs of rupees, for the 
payment of his troops, Moran Rao, having obtained 
from Asaf Jfih the requisite guarantees for the 
fulfilment of the agreement, delivered into his hands 
the fort at Trichinopoly. These tidings were com¬ 
municated to me by some men from Mir (Jhulum 
Husain, who brought the draft which I had to pay to 
K5ai Das Bukkanji, There is do doubt that these 
tidings are true. Morfiri Rao—thanks to Asaf Jah, 
who invested the fort of Trichinopoly, and carried 
on operations for some sis or seven months, with 
a semblance of reality, but without ever actually 
offering battle has acquired repute m a soldier. 
By those means Asaf Jah, who is an astute man, 
gained his object, but at the same time Moran Rao 
gathered renown. 

Monday, [2nd September 17&3, or] 21x1 Avani 
of BudrdtkdrL—A letter addressed to the Governor 
by Imam Sahib from Asai Jah’s camp arrived at 
Pondichery, at 6 i u the morning. This confirmed the 
tidings referred to above. It stated that a treaty had 
keen concluded between Asaf dah and Morari Rao; 
that the latter evacuated the fort at Trichinopoly on 
the morning of Thursday, 17th Avani [39th August]; 
and that the former entered with his followers, 
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lioistod the tlag of the Emperor of Delhi on the citadel, 
and caused the kettle-drums to be beaten. The Gov¬ 
ernor, who was delighted on reading the letter, at once 
held a grand parade, and caused three salvoes to be 
fired. He also sent for the commander of the artil¬ 
lery, and directed him to discharge all the guns in 
the fort three times; viz., in the morning, at midday, 
and in the evening. The Governor next ordered that 
the flag should be kept flying at the fort, from sunrise 
to sunset, and directed the kettle-drummers to beat 
their instruments from morning until evening. In 
pursuance of these orders, three salvoes were fired 
in the morning. Immediately afterwards, all the 
guns in the fort and on the ramparts of the town 
thundered out once. The kettle-drums were also 
beaten. At midday, only the guns of the saluting 
battery at the fort were fired. In the evening,* a 
similar salvo was discharged; the kettle-drums were 
beaten, and the trumpets sounded. Thus, this day 
was passed in great rejoicing. 

[Wednesday J, 4th September 17^3, or 23rd Avani 
of Hudrdikdri. —The following presents arrived from 
Trichinopoly . . . • 

The Governor departed this evening at 5, for 
Azhisapakkam. 1 followed him at 6. 1 intend 

staying at Ariyankuppam for a day to see the

Tuesday, 17th September 1743, or 5th Purattdsi 
of Rudrdtkdri. —A vessel arrived this morning at 
10, from Chandernagore, and another at 11, from 
Bussorah.

When they reached Ozhukarai, their arrival was 
announced to the Governor, who thereupon caused 
a tent to be pitched beyond the Villianallflr gate. 
He repaired to this, aud sent a deputation out to 
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meet them. They were brought in a paiauquin to 
the tent where the Governor was waiting. He then 
rose to his feet, and received them with his own 
hands, under a salute of forty guns. Preceded by 
a guard of soldiers, an elephant bearing the stand¬ 
ard of the Emperor of Delhi; and by kettle-drums, 
cornets, drums, tom-toms, cymbals, and other musical 
instruments, sending forth their music, the Gover¬ 
nor marched along with the presents into the town.

Tuesday, 22nd October 17k3, 10th ArppUi of 
Riulrdtkdri .—This morning, tbe P he nix, captain, M. 
Brossay, sailed from the roads, bound for France. 
Her cargo consisted of 1,001 bales of piece-goods, 
2,000 candies of red-wood, GOO candies of pepper, and 
some sundry goods. She announced her departure 
by firing eleven guns. Four Indian hours after¬ 
wards, the ship Neptune, captain, M. du Bocage, 
and supercargoes, MM. Desjardins and d’Auteuil, 
started for Mocha, laden with merchandise. This 
evening at 4, the Flenry, captain, M. Puel, weighed

I have received a written communication to the 
effect that Asaf Juh, who was occupying the fort at 
Trichi nopoly, has proceeded northwards. 

[Tfoirstfay], 31st October 17&3, or 18 th ArppUi of 
RufbfttAdri, —(fopfda N Arana Aiyan took leave of 
mo, and returned to his village. His liabilities to 
SfehfioMa Ohetti; Ins seizure at MaritrishnSpuram 
by the Mab4 sepoys, on the day of the eclipse; Ida 
confinement iu a dark cell in the fort ; and his sub- 
sequent transfer to Mnttaiya Pillai’s house after ho 
had executed an agreement, have already been men¬ 
tioned. To-day, accompanied by Sfishachala Ohetfci, 
he came to my house at 11 o'clock. In my presence, 
each of them executed a bond of general release testi¬ 
fying to the settlement of their dispute. In accord¬ 
ance with the instructions of the Governor, I effected 
a reconciliation between them, by making them 
exchange betel and nut. After this, StehSchala 
Chetfci invited G jpaia NSrana Aiyan to his house, 
and made him some presents. The latter then took 
leave of him, and left Pondichery at 5, for Villia- 
nfl-11 fir, whence he was to proceed on the morrow to 
V izhuppuram, after worshipping the local god. 

8n fin-day, $nd November 1 74 d, or 20th Arppisi of 
RudrdtMn. —To-day at 11, 1 waited on the Gover¬ 
nor, who had sent for me. The Company has rented 
Timmalairftyanpattanam, attached to the settlement 
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of Kirik&l, to Knnukarilyft Mudali. According to the 
terms of the lease, all fabrics manufactured for the 
Company are exempt from taxation. T have accord¬ 
ingly , been refusing to pay any duty on the handker¬ 
chiefs woven there under my orders, for supply to 
the Company; and this matter has always remained 
in dispute. On my making a representation to the 
Governor on the subject, he said that he would 
address Karlkal on my behalf. But Kanakarilya 
Mudali appears to have to-day induced him, by 
promises of tempting gifts, to change his mind. He 
consequently summoned me, and said that T must 
pay the duty, He pointed out that as all other 
weavers of cloths there paid taxes, T conkl not raise 
any objections. I replied that I would pay if the 
conditions specified in the lease required it, and 
came away* 

During the interview the Governor asked how 
it was that the salt-tax at Viinjiytir, formerly col¬ 
lected by Kanakarilya Moduli, was now being appro¬ 
priated by me. I replieds ££ In what way is he 
entitled to it, sir ? The village has been leased to 
mo, and I pay revenue to the Company* What 
ground is there for the claim ef Kanakaraya 
Mud all to the suit-tax ? This point has long been 
a subject of dispute. When my servants repre¬ 
sented the matter to M. Febvrier, he held an inquiry, 
and decided that the tax on salt leviable in the 
village legitimately belonged to the lessee, and 
that Kanakarilya Mudali had no title to it.*” The 
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Governor thereupon allowed the matter to be settled 
by M* Febvrier. 

Sunday, 10th November 17i±3, or S8t/t Arpptsi 
of llwtrotk&rL —This morning at 5, the Governor, 
M. Dupleix, proceeded to Morttndi Otlvadij for an 
Gating-, He went with a following of kettle-drums, 
two detachments of soldiers, fifty Mahd sepoys, 
and a number of police peons, horns, and drams* 
Originally, there was no residence there for the 
Governor* A month ago, bo sent a number of brick¬ 
layers, carpenters, and blacksmiths, to the locality, 
with all the necessary material, such as palmyra 
miters and bricks; and caused a house, with a 
couple of room* on either side, ninety feet, long and 
* . * feet broad, to be constructed, and pro¬ 

perly fitted with doors, locks, etc. Ho intends to 
stay thero for forty days, and will return only just 
before Christmas. 

Thursday, [Slat November 1H3, or] 9th KdrttU 
gai. of Rudrdikdri —My brother, Tirnyfiugada Filial; 
with his wife Kajathi Annual, Appfivu, Muttn, the 
a on of Yirarfigava Pillai, and all the other members 
of his family; and accompanied by the boys and 
gii-ls of my house, repaired yesterday evening to my 
choultry, where our priest was* This morning, on 
Panchami, and under the constellation Uttirattudi, 
he taught thorn some mystical verses supposed to 
convey spiritual light to their souls. They returned 
this evening. 
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Saturday, [33rd Nor tinier 27fy3 t or] 11th KdrttD 
gal of RudrStkdH, —M. Tanchd, a Councillor* died 
at 11 in the night. Tie accompanied M. Duploix from 
Chandemagore, when the latter came to Pondiehery 
as Governor.

This evening at 5, S&shachala Chetti, Gurova 
Chetti, and I* went out to meet K&makrishna 
Das* the agent of II art D;is and Kalyfina Dds, at 
Mimikshi Am null's choultry, in MufctiyilpPfctai, to 
the north of Pondichery, whither ho hail come. As 
we were escorting him into the town, and just as 
we entered the gate, the tali horse which Guruva

Dnlanrens, and d’Esprdm&ril were intoxicated, and 
abused each other. M„ d'Esprdm^iul then kicked 
M. Dnlanrens, who upon this struck him with a cane. 
They then drew their swords, and faced each other. 
The people who were there however rushed between 
the combatants, and separated them. They wore 
then taken away to their homes. It Is difficult to 
conjecture what grudge they could have against 
each other sufficient to Induce them to behave in 
this manner. 

We beheld a marvel this day, at 4 in the afternoon.

bridegroom at Arcot; namely, Pojflr Muhammad 
*Alf, Hirftsat Khan, Saiyid Yar Khan, some other men 
of position, and the son of Safdar ’All Khan. Just 
then Hay&t ’All Khan Shamshir, in company with 
four other Pathans r repaired to the spot, joined the 
gathering in which Hirasat Khan and the Siihibzada 
were, and sat down close to them. Then Ilayat * All 
Khan, addrossing Hirasat Khan, exclaimed: * Onr 
{jay is in arrears; please let us have it.’ Hirasat, Khan 
roplied : 4 Do not bawl out like a fool; go away.* 
The rejoinder was : * Speak within bounds ; bo more 
cautious; or I will knock out your teeth.’ It then 
flashed on the mind of Hirasat KhJn that this 
individual must have come with an evil motive, and 
he sprang to his feet. When Hirasat Khftu arose, 
the Pathan above mentioned addrossed him thus : 
• Where are you going ? First pay me my salary, and 
then go wherever you choose.’ He next caught 
hold of his robe, and made him sit down. Those 
who had charge of the Sahibzada, thinking that there 
was something wrong, attempted to convey the child 
away. The Pathan, anticipating their intentions, 
drew his dagger, and aimed a blow at the youngster, 
but the thrust was received by Hirasat Kh:in who 
threw himself between the Pathan, and his intended 
victim. A crowd now assembled. The Sahibzada

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was killed. Saiyid Yfir KMn, and the son of POlflr 
Muhammad ’Ali,as also another Xavait* were slain. 
Muhammad ’All Khftn and Hir&sat Kh&n both 
received wounds, those of the latter being severe. 
Tho four Pathans were put to death. Until the 
evening the wildest confusion prevailed in tho town. 
Husain SShib and Saiyid ’All Khan did not go to 
the fort, but stayed in their houses. They went 
thither only after quiet had been restored. Razd ’All 
Khan escaped without injury, because ho was at 
the time in another building. Thereupon, Nawftb 
Anwar-ud-din Khan collected his troops, and ordered 
them to plunder the houses of the Pathans. That 
of Sardar Khan alone was exempted.” 

This was the news from Arcot. 

Monday, 10th August VI kk, or 30th Adi of Rak- 
tdJrshi .—The Governor returned to Pondichery from 
Ozhukarai to-night at 10. 

Monday, [Hrh September 17 or] 3rd Puraftdsi of 
Raktdkshi .—This morning about ton Indian hours 
before sunrise, one of the daughters of tho Governor, 
who had been carrying, died in childbed. She was 
the younger of the two whose weddings took place on 
Monday, the 17th Adi of Rudrotkari [29th July 
1743]. The corpse was interred in the church of the 
Capuchins. At tho time of the funeral, guns wore 
tired from the fort, and by tho ships, as a mark of

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respect for tho deceased. Within a period of thir¬ 
teen months and nineteen days from the date of 
her marriage, she was big with child, was delivered ; 
and died. The infant also expir^l. 

[ Tuesday, 22nd September 17M,or] lHh Purott/Ui 
of Rakidkshi. —The ship St. Geran , captain, M. do la 
Solle, which left France on the 8th March last, 
arrived in tho roads. M. Golard, appointed as a 
Councillor at Cliaudernagore, was a passenger by 
her, and has lauded. Ho will go on to his destination 
in about ten days. 

Tuesday , [29th] September 17bU,or *17th Pur attorn 
of Baktdkshi. —The St. Pierre, captain, M. Hard, from 
Mozambique, was sighted off Pondichery at 10 in the 
morning. She Hew a white ensign. Nevertheless, 
the fear was strong in the minds of the French that 
an Kuglish ship, treacherously displaying a white 
Hag, might be approaching the city. The eastern 
gate of the fort was shut, as also that on the beach 
to the southward. The artillerymen were directed 
to stand to their guns, and the soldiers were ordered 
from their barracks into the fort. Thus, everywhere 
there was bustle and confusion. M. Duploix sent 
for the commandant of the artillery, and instructed 
him to keep a strict look-out from tho bastion at the 
corner overlooking the surf. He, at the same time, 
explained to this officer how he could recognise the 
vessel if she was French, and directed him to tire 
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a gun from the part, of the ramparts indicated, as 
a signal to him, if it was found that she was 
really French. The commandant did as he was 
ordered. From the corner-bastion he watched the 
ship, and having ascertained from the peculiar way 
in which she displayed her colours that she was 
French, ho announced the fact to M. Dupleix, by 
firing a gun. The report of this astounded all, 
as none knew the meaning of it. The men on 
guard, imagining that it was a man-of-war, hastened 
to the gates and ramparts, and made read)' for any 
emergency. The Governor thereupon announced 
tliat the vessel sighted was the St. Pierre , which 
was returning from Mozambique. The excitement 
now subsided. Sho entered the roads, and anchored. 

[Friday], 9lh October 1744, or 27th • Purattdsi 
of RakUikxhi. —The French ship Fa cor i, captain, M. 
Descliesnayes Gilbert, set sail this morning from 
Porto Novo, for Acheen. She was laden with sixty 
bales of piece-goods including blue cloths, thirty- 
four parcels, and 124 bags. These were placed in 
charge of commission agents. 

Saturday, [ 31st October 1744, or] 19 th Arp pi* i 0 f 
Raktdkshi .—At 3 in the afternoon, a Hag was hoisted, 
and a gun fired from the fort. Directly after¬ 
wards, all the town-gates were shut. The western 
gate of the fort also was closed. The soldiers—from 
their guard-rooms the Oouncillors, and the officers 


• Sk. lint tho ourrcct date it 2bth. 
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serving under the Company, all hastened into the 
fort, seized their arms, and formed up in ranks. 
Thev were inspected, and afterwards dismissed. The 
gates were all opened again, and every one went 
home. The reason for this sudden call to arms 
was as follows. M. Dupleix intends going to 
Mortandi Cliavadi to-morrow, and before leaving, he 
wished to teach the men how they should act in an 
emergency. It is known how, some days ago, a ship 
was sighted off Pondichery, and mistaken for an 
English one ; an error which for upwards of an hour 
threw the whole town into a ferment. 

Sunday, [lit November 17 44, or] 20th Arp pi si 
of Raktdkshi. —This night at 11, the subordinate 
chief of tho peons VirarSgava Nayakkau, his 
son Krishuau, and one named Arumugam, wero 
all three confined, each in a separate room, so 
that they could not communicate with one another. 
Their incarceration is in connection with a thoft 
committed in the house of Upputtfir Perumal Chetti, 
which lies to the east of their residence. 

Monday, [2nd November 17kk> or] Slit Arppisi of 
Raktdkahi. —This morning, the son of Viraragava 
Nayakkau and Arumugam wore brought out, their 
statements were taken, and they were then remanded 
to the jail. 

Tuesday, [3rd November 17hk, or] 22nd Arppisi of 
Baktdhhi. —This morning at 5, the Governor M. 
Dupleix, retired to Mortandi Ch&vadi where it is 
said that he will remain for about ten days. 
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At 2 this afternoon, Upputtfir Perumal Chetti, 
in whose house a theft had been committed, fur¬ 
nished the police with a list of the articles stolen; 
these being gold ornaments worth 640 pagodas, and 
silver ones valued at 51 pagodas. Thus the aggre¬ 
gate value of these was 607 pagodas. Some of the 
gold ornaments, to the value of 75J pagodas, and of 
silver, to that of 42 pagodas, are said to have been 
replaced in the house by stealth. Hence, the 
articles vet to be recovered amount in value to 
570J pagodas. It is reported that others have 
lost ornaments to the extent of 204 pagodas. This 
raises the total value of the stolen property to 783 [ 
pagodas. 

Wednesday, [11th Aocember 17U, or] 30th 
Arppmof HakUihahx. —This forenoon at about 11, 
under the constellation Tiruvunam, and on Saptami, 
the office of chief of the peons was conferred on 
Karuttambi Nayin&r, at Mortaudi Chavadi, and a 
present of four yards of broad-cloth was made to him. 
The reason for this appointment is as follows. In 
the month of Chittirai [April], of the year Paritabi 
[ 1732], during the tenure of office of M. Lenoir, the 
services of Karuttambi Nayinar, who was the chief 
of the peons of the town, were dispensed with by an 
order of Council, on account of his incompetence, and 
Muttaiya Piljai was appointed in his stead, as the 
man most fit for the situation. This evoked the jea¬ 
lousy of some who had for long striven to get tho 
latter into a scrape, but as no fault could bo found 
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with him, ho hart to bo retained. On Saturday, the Ciur. x. 
22nd Yaigdsi, [1st June] of the year Rudrdtkari i;u. 
[1743], he loft this for Tirupp&ppnliyftr, to attend a 
festival, and thence repaired to Yenkntammalpflttai, 
where ho has remained ever since ; that is to say, for 
a period of seventeen months and eight days. His 
enemies were watching for an opportunity to charge 
him with a fault; and the occurrence of the theft 
in Perumal Chetti’s house has now furnished them iiL.'n nJa-

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A frigate bound for this, the mission of which 
was to communicate the intelligence of war with 
the English, set out from France. When approach¬ 
ing Mascareigno, she missed her way during the 
nighttime, struck on a rocky cliff, and was wrecked. 
There were 289 persons on board of her, of whom 
all, with the exception of nine, were drowned. The 
survivors, collecting the Company’s despatches, got 
into a boat, reached Mascareigne, and delivered the 
papers to AI. de la Bourdonnais. He opened the 
seal, took out the letters addressed to him, and for¬ 
warded those for Pondichery tc their destination, by 
another ship. When this arrived at Mahe, there 
was a strong northerly w’ind, which prevented her 
proceeding further. The despatches were therefore 
sent on by land, through some Brahmans. They 
w ere received by the Governor at Mortaudi Chavadi, 
and on perusing them he summoned all the members 
•of Council. 

Sunday, 29th [Augiust 17*5], or 18th [Avani of 
Krddhana ].—This morning, the members of Council 
repaired to Mortaudi Ch&vudi from Pondichery, and 
a meeting was held. I record below the contents 
of the despatches, as they were communicated to me

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CHAPTER XI. 

FROM SEPTEMBER 70 ™ 7745 , TO FED RUARY 6™, 17^0. 

Arrival of Xnwib Anwar-ud-din at Nainija Pillai’a choultry—A deputa¬

Frill(1$! 10lit September 17&5, or Si/ih Amyl of 
Kr&tlhana .'—At 2 in the afternoon, Nawab Anwar- 
ud-din £Mn arrived, and batted at Nainiya Pillars 
choultry. As soon as ho had alighted, a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired from the northern gate, 
and from the ramparts. Directly after this, two 
Councillors, EanakarSya Moduli, the chief of the 
peons* and I, started from Pondicherry, with 
drums, tom-toms, trumpets, etc., and going to the 
Naiv&b’s tent at Nainiya Pillars choultry, paid 
a ceremonial visit to him. He then presented 
each of the visitors from Poudiehory—the two 
Europeans, Kanakaraya Mudali, Ma dan in da Pandit, 
the chief of the peons, and me*—with a dress of 
honour. The deputation told the Nawab its errand, 
and he announced his intention of moving on to 
Pondichory the next day. The party thereupon 
took leave of him, and returned with this message, 
bringing also as presents for the Governor, a horse 
and a dress of honour. When the deputation 
arrived at the distillery-house, it halted, and sent 
word of the gifts which it had brought. Those 
composing it then went on to the Governors house. 
When the presents arrived there, a salute of twenty- 
one guus was tired. 

Saturday , 11 ih September 1 74d, or 30th Avani 
of Krtiflhan *.—At noon, the Nawib sent a message 
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that ho was coming. On this, everything was put Gait xc 
in order in the town, all the gates of which, with 17 * 5 . 
tho exception of the Vazhud&viir, on the western 
aide, wore closed. Outside the gate, and to the south 
of it, but within the boundary of the ditch, a tent 
wan pitched, M. Dupleix, the Deputy Governor, the 0 *™^ 
Councillors, Kanakar&ya Mudali, I, and other men “fjg 
of rank, started in procession from the Governor’s 
house. Wo wore attended by Mahd Muhammadans ■ 
and Carnatic sepoys carrying muskets on their 
shoulders, and by police peons, who bore spears, 
Musicians with flags were mounted on the backs 
of elephants, camels, and horses, and they played 
on kettle and one-headed drums, and other instru¬ 
ments. The procession also included dancing-girls, 
with their drums and cymbals. In this order, the 
procession set out from the Governor’s residence at 
noon, and repaired to the tent erected outside the 
western gate. The Governor and his co-adminis¬ 
trators entered this. The soldiers wore marshalled 
in a line on tho glacis, up to tho ramparts j and 
everything was made ready for the arrival of the 
H awab. MM Desraaivts and Le Maire, and Kana- iniJiimUod

kariiya Mudali, were deputed to intimate to him Nnwiib - 
that everything w t us prepared for his reception. 

Having fulfilled their mission, they returned. Infor¬ 
mation arrived at 2, that the Naiviib had left his 
camp. Immediately afterwards, Sampaii Rao aud

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chap. xj. MSr (zhulfim Husain arrived id a palanquin. Those 
who were in the tent issued forth, and having 
embraced the new-comers, led them In, and accom¬ 
modated thorn with seats. Shortly after this, Karim 
’AM Khfm, ’Abd-ui-j&lil, and a few others arrived. 
They were received with the same attentions ; that 
is, those who were in the tent came out* embraced 
them, brought them in, and conducted them to 
their seats. After this, Nawiib Anwar-ud-din Khan 
arrived in a litter ; Husain Sahib, Miyan Sahib, bath 
Muhammad . . . * accompanying him in others. 

He was attended by musicians, who rode on elephants, 
and played on kettle, one-headed, and other kinds 
of drums. In kb train came three elephants, twenty 
horsemen, a hundred foot, and twenty palanquins. 
During the time between that at which the cavalcade 
neared the angle of the ramparts, and that when it 
reached the tent where the Governor was waiting, 
a salute of fifty guns was fired. On its approach, 
the Governor, taking a few steps forward, passed 
through the inner door of the tent, and stationed 
v*Mm\ himself beyond the outer one, to receive the Nnwiib* 
b.M dUr* Whilst the latter was still seated in his litter, the

Governor embraced him, and walked along by his 
side until they reached the tent. Into this the 
litter was conveyed, and when the NawSb alighted 
from it, the Governor embraced him once more* 
Then, all sat down, and converged for nearly, half

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an Indian hour. After tikis, they rose together, and 
moved into the town. The following was the order 
in which they entered. The Naw&b, the Governor, 
the Nawsib’s grandson, M, Delnrcho— who under¬ 
stands Hindustani—and n Muhammadan ; about 
four or five In all, were seated in a carriage drawn 
by throe pairs of horses. Samp&ti Kao and Husain 
Saliib followed next, in a carriage and pair. The 
rest of the party got into their vehicles, or rode 
on their horses, and thus the entire cortege 
entered the town-gate* On this, the firing of 
a salute of fifty guns began. With great pomp, 
and with the roll of drums, the dang of cymbals 
and the sound of wind-instruments, the cavalcade 
moved along to the western gate, then turned due 
east, marched past Kanakarfiya Mud&li’a house, 
turned south, passed the Iswaran temple on the 
east, skirted the walls of the fort, entered the 
European street to the south of these, passed the 
church of the Capuchins, left the eastern gldo of 
the fort behind it, and finally drew up before the 
Governor's house. During the progress of the 
procession, the western gate of the fort was kept 
closed ; the eastern one alone remained open. When 
the Nawtib arrived at, the Governor’s residence, a 
salute was fired from the ramparts facing the sea. 
He then entered the tent which hud been pitched for 
him to the south of the house. The soldiers were 
next paraded before him, and ho watched their 
manoeuvres for more than an hour. He then 
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Cjj ir, xi, expressed a desire to visit, the fort, and waa token 
174*. thither In a sedan-chair. He was Accompanied by 
MrtwiSh Governor in a palanquin. When they entered 

o«(FTODr. the fort gate, they were received with military 
honours. The guards presented arms, and the drums 
rolled forth a welcome. They wont on to the ram¬ 
parts, saw the dock-tower and the fortifications, 
watched the firing of mortars, and returned to the 
JSrJSr ' ft G oven i or’ a house, w here a tabl e was g p read, g roai lin g 
tinder the weight of silver plates, cups, and dishes. 
Refreshments, consisting of sweets and fruit, wore 
partaken of. Whilst the Nawilb was at table, his 
mace-bearers — five or six in number — -secreted some 
gkSfi Gio stiver plates and cups. The theft was dia- 
t tl *rvm. covered, the men were searched, and the stolen 
articles were taken from them. After the entertain¬ 
ment was concluded, presents were given to the 
NawSb. A list of these will be found at the end 
of this day's narrative. After sunset, the walls 
of the fort, the ramparts, and the outside of the 
IJSlSS! Governors house, were all brilliantly illuminated 
There was also a display of fireworks. At S o'clock, 
the Naw&b set. out for his camp, when a salute of fifty 
h., wnp ; guna was fired. This was repeated when he passed 
out of the gate of the fort. The Governor accom¬ 
panied him beyond tho town-gate, and having there 
bidden him farewell, returned to Poudichery. The 
JSawab went to his camp at Nainiya Pdlat's choultry* 
On his way back, he passed t hrough the Madras gate* 
bo long as he was within the town, only one of thy 
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gates was kept open, the rest being closed. The Omis xr

Saturday, [16 th} October I7&5 t or 3rd Arppisi of 
Krddhana. —At S this morning the church was the 
scene of a remarkable occurrence, Tho priest of 
Kfirikhl, who is on a visit to Pondichery, noticed tho 
distinction made between the Pariah and caste 
Christians when attending to |>erform their devotions.

UrSS'iai ft© Pariahs collected for w orship, and on the other, 
caste Christians, Eurasians, and Europeans, assembled 
during the service. This privilege was obtained by 
the Native Christiana at some former time; and the 
distinction of castes has boon maintained up to now. 
The priest of Karl kill, however, was offended at this 
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and instigated the Pariah Christiana living at the Omr, XL 
Panni ParachAri, the Big Parach^ri, the Burning* ms. 
ground Parachftri, and the Gzhandai Paraeh£ri ■ arid 
also the other Pariah and toti, or village service 
Pariah Christians, to remonstrate. They all went 
in a body to Ills Reverence the senior priest, and tHtj riom

complained in these words: “If we are really your ,wha,t - 
disciples, it behoves Your Reverence to treat ns all 
alike. The Lord makes no distinction amongst- his 
worshippers. The caste Christians have, however, 
thought fit to keep us without the pale, and you 
have acceded to their demand. We submit that 


this is a partial proceeding, and we request, an expla¬ 
nation at the hands of Your Reverence.” The 
priest, having listened to all this, declared that their 
complaint was just, and immediately ordered the 
demolition of the barrier walk Addressing the 
assembled people, he said ; “You are all my children ; 
yon may, at your pleasure, mingle with the rust of 
the congregation, and attend divine worship ” So 
saying, he dismissed them with his blessing. 

An evening service was held to-day in the 
church. No distinction of caste was made, but 
Pariahs, Eurasians, Europeans, and Tamilians, all 
mingled together, and attended it. Native Christian 
females also came. Tb- wife of As&rappa MuiEali, 
tbo sister* s son of Kanakariya Mudali, who is in 
good circumstances, went to the church, decked with 
alt the ornaments that are worn by the women of 
her caste, and arrayed in muslin gauze, which was 
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ciur- xl perfumed. She approached the altar whore the 
it*:, senior priest was ministering, knell dov. n T and was 
absorbed in listening to his exhortations. As 
soon as ho smelt the sweet odour diffused by the 
lady's clothes, he stopped preaching* held his nose, 
thrust the cane which he had in his hand into her 
hair-knot* and angrily addressed her thus: “Art 
{ST 1 rtC thou not a married woman? Art thou a dancing 
woman? Has thy husband no sense of shame? 
Can. chaste ladies appear at church* dressed iit 
muslin gauze* and exhibit their limbs, bosoms, and 
the very hair on their bodies ? Thou art a blessed 
woman indeed! Thoo hast, attended divine service 
Dint-ix quite enough!

Governor ordered his accountant Kanga P illai to 
despatch two peons to fetch Vlru Chetti, who era me 
in company with TiruvSngada Pillai from Kirikii!. 

He was accordingly seized, and brought before 
the Governor. Orders were at once given that ho 
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should be cast into the prison at tho western gate 
of the fort. It in not known what has lorl to his 
confinement. People here are in an excited state 
about it, 

Tuesday t [19lh October 7745, or] 6th Arpphi of 
KrSdhami .—This mornings Wandiwash Tiruvj&ngada 
Ptllai, who had arrived from Kiuik:il, conversed 
with me when I was on my w ay home. As he came 
along with me as far as my house* 1 Invited him 
to dine with mo. 

Yesterday at 2 o’clock, the Governor sent for Vlrfl 
Chetti, who had been incarcerated in tho fort prison, 
and addressed him thus: "Tho wife of Trichinn- 
poly Eftstfiri Rangaiyan, a woman who deserted 
her husband* remained at Kurile al for four months, 
and has since come hero, alleges that TiruvGngada 
Pii|ai owes her 1,000 pagodas. Are you aware of 
this ? ” He replied that he knew nothing about it. 
He was thereupon tied to a post, and beaten. On 
being thus pressed, he admitted that the woman’s 
statement was true. She is said to have asserted that 
Timv^ngada PilJai had asked of her a loan of 1,000 
pagodas ; that on her agreeing to lend this amount, 
he sent a note through VI ra Ohetti applying for it ; 
that sho thereupon, retaining this, sent through 
Vira Chetti the sum required; and that tho whole 
truth would come out if this man was closely interro¬ 
gated; She ferther sent a petition to the Governor 
enclosing tho note, w ith an expression of her doubts 
whether the signature to it was actually that of 
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Tmivflngada Pillni, or whether lie had caused it to Chip, xi 
be written by another. On seeing this paper, the lTis 
Rowrnor summoned Tinivfiigada POlni and inquired 
whether he had borrowed i,()O0 pagodas from the 
woman, or not. He replied: “ . . . • If 

that note contains my signature, or if she can mum 

otherwise prove that I received the loan, I will not *. 

nnlj- pay ten times the amount, but will also acquiesce 
m any penalty that may bo indicted on mo. Please 
lot. me see the letter." The Governor rejoined: 

‘■Why should it be shown to yon ? I hare o™™ 
investigated the matter. You must repay the money jgp 
within eight days." Four of the Company’s peons 
wore detailed to collect the amount. 

T/utrsiiaff, [4 th November 1745,or] 21st + Arppisi me*..., 

KiSdhatw, Pondichery was last, night visited^ 
by a hurricane, which commenced immediately after 
sunset. It blew the whole night. The destruction 
caused by it cannot, even approximately, bo esti¬ 
mated, During the night, the avenues of margosas 
and portias growing in the town were uprooted. 

Many trees were twisted out of shape. The cocoa- o*», 
nut, mango, and other trees in orchards and gardens 2£P 
were all laid low, and many persons have thereby 
been rDiuad * On the banks of the Uppiru river, 
people had erected houses ou the ground allotted 
to them, and were dwelling in these. During the

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Onwjtl. night, however, the river rose in floo<l, and the sluices 
1745. constructed for the diversion of the water gave 
way, with the result that the housos in the three 
streets of the newly-forraod suburb were all swept 
away. The water rose to the height of a cubit over 
the ruined buildings. Many wore drowned; the 
Er^.. ca“le also perished in great numbers. The town 
of Pondichery was inundated, and those streets 
which were at a low level were submerged. In 
some places, the water reached up to the waist; in 
others up to tho thigh. Very many of tho houses 
in the streets which lay under water collapsed. 
During the storm, crows, sparrows, and othor birds, 
perished in large numbers and their remains lay 
floating on the water which filled the streets. The

where many houses were laid low. Tho plantations’ 
wore utterl >' destroyed. The live stock outside the 
tow “ dropped down, and died in great numbers. 
Tho dead sheep wore purchased and brought into 
the city by tho people, who cut them up, and 
laid the meat out to dry in their housos. The 
pieces of flesh, howover, wore soon wetted by 
the rain, and as they wore not sufficiently dried, 
emitted a sickening stench, which pervaded the 
whole place. So great was this, that people were 
deterred for a couple of days or so, from movin- 
about the streets. By the grace of God, however* 
the morning dawned, the wind abated, and the rain 
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Cra.^ il; and within three hours the floods subsided. c„ u . XI 
The houses of the inhabitants wore thus rendered W 
safe. Had the storm continued a day longer, not a 
single building in the town would hare remained 
standing. It was owing to their good deeds that 
God preserved tho people from further injury.

Chettis, goldsmiths, weavers, oil-mongers, and people 
of other castes; and all Europeans and Christians, 
and entertained them with a feast at (Mmfeamk 
Choultries and gardens were allotted for the prepara¬ 
tion of food by Brahman cooks, and meals for Yel* 
lazhas wore cooked in the house of Agambadaiyans.* 

All the arrangements were made in strict conformity 
with the religious scruples of each caste, and the 
people who attended received every attention.

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Chap. xi. far them to dine at, and every comfort, was provided 
for them. The Governor M. Dupleix, ami his 
consort, in company with all the members of Council, 
repaired thither, and partook of the banquet. Ho 
remained until 5 in the evening, atul then returned 
to Mortandi CbdvadL All the people of Pondichery 
who went to Oriiukarai eujoyed themselves, and 
proceeded homewards in the evening, Neither ill 
the arrangements which Kamikaniya lludali made, 
nor in the supplies which he procured, was there 
anything wanting. Nevertheless, despite the heavy 
cost of the entertainment, aud the elaborate nature 
of the preparations, there was something which 
detracted from the splendour, grace, and excellence 
of the hospitalities. Persons of every persuasion 
should abide by the rules prescribed for them: 
their conduct, so regulated, would look consistent. 
Crstkii^ Although of a different persuasion, he followed the 
ijSfigfr practice of a Hindu; assembled people of that 
*****“* re ii g i [m; and gave them a treat which afforded room 
for dispraise and derision, and every man gave vent to 
his criticisms us he saw fit. If he wished to conform 
to the rules of his church, and the commands of 
his scriptures, he should have entertained only the 
Europeans, Native Christians, Pariahs, and such 
others ; whose associations brought them in touch 
with his religion. Even this would be considered 
derogatory to one of his position and reputation. 
However magnificent may bo the style of any social 
act in which one indulges ; if it be at variance with 
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the established practice of the community concerned, 
it cannot redound to one’s credit. If a man who 
has forsaken his religion, and joined another, reverts 
to the manners and customs of his former belief, he 
must inevitably drawr upon himself contempt . . . • 

[Friday^, 31st December, 17 kb, or £Oth [Mdrgazhi] 
of Krddhana .—On Friday night, Krimasi Pandit 
and some of his men arrested Adiyappan who had 
been the agent for Fort St. David here, the Telugu 
peon—a short individual—who was with him, and 
two Muhammadan peons. Adiyappan was residing 
in a certain house at Mudaliydrp^ttai, where he wrote 
a letter, and being caught in the act of delivering 
it to the tw r o Muhammadan peons, he was arrested, 
and put in prison. After the letter written by him 
had been examined, he w-as, on the following night, 
taken to the subterranean cell on the western side 
of the fort, and w r as bound with heavy chains; his 
threat! was then cut off, his hair was shorn, his 
clothes were taken away, his waist strings wore 
removed; and in this state he was left. The Gov¬ 
ernor directed one Parasurama Pillai to feed him. 
This man has to supply Adiyappan daily with rice- 
cakes and butter-milk, and on these he lives. 

Saturday, [5tk February 17h6, or\ 27th Tai of 
Krddhana .—The events which occurred in the town 
of Pondichery on Saturday ovening at 5, were as 
follows:— 
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oa „ xt. Tho troops "'ore mustered, and orders to beat the 
drama were given. The soldiers, Muhammadans of 
ESSSn Mahdand our Carnatic sepoys, were collected. The 
Europeans cambered about 200, the East Indians 100, 
ims the Muhammadans of Main? 100, and the Carnatic 
SSS. sopoya 100. Those 500 men set oat in a body, m 
regular array. The twelve troopers who formed the 
body guard" of the Governor marched in front, on 
horseback. Then followed fifteen of the European 
factors, mounted, and currying arms. In tho midst 
of tho force of soldiers were five or six field pieces with 
gunners, and from ten to twenty boxes of powder. 
Ten grenades, made of clay, were given to each of tho 
soldiers, Mahd "Muhammadans, and Oarnatic sepoys. 
The officers, majors, and captains, armed with swords, 
muskets and other weapons, accompanied the troops, 
[ragrttt The Governor, with his wife, proceeded to the fort, 
™- and, after bidding them more on, went in advance, 
and halted near the garden of M, de Uansset, on 
the road leading to Ariyfcikuppam. The force, 
including the officers, the soldiers, and others, loft 
hy the western gate of the fort, marched in front of 
3 Ur*a. tho residence of Mi d’Espj^ruM, followed tho high 
SlS?*! road to Yillianallflr, passed the Villianallfir gate, and 
if^pup. taking the road leading to AriySnknppam, proceeded 
towards Cuildnlore. After saluting the Governor 
and his wife, who waited on the road, tho troops 
went on, and halted at Ariy&nknppam * ■ *

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The Council met, and the resolution arrived at 
by it is referred to below. Intelligence was received 
from Main? that a squadron of from five to ten 
French ships was on its way hither, and was in all 
probability approaching the roadstead. The English, 
also, wore apprised of this fact from Anjengo, 
and Tellicherry. They have at present in their 
possession the four French ships—from Franco, 
Acheeu, Manilla, and China—which are prizes taken 
by them last year; as also the following of their 
own, which arrived from England this season; 
namely, five of the Company's and two of the King's. 
Add to these eleven, the five or six large ships 
which they have appropriated from those captured 
by them since, and the English have in all twenty- 
two sail ; so that when their fleet encounters ours, 
the enemy would be about two and-a-half times tho 
stronger. Taking this into consideration, should a 
force advance on Cnddalore, tho English would be 
obliged to keep about five or six of their fleet for 
the protection of that place, and two or three might 
be required to remain at Madras. This would 
reduce the enemy’s ships by half their number, 
and when they then met ours, the latter should be 
able to deal with them effectively, and reach the 
roads here. This is the news of to-day. What 
takes place later on will be related hereafter. 

[Sunday], 6th February 17 k6, or 28Hi Tai of Krd- 
(1 liana .—The troops which halted at Ariy&nkuppam 
yesterday left there this day, Sunday, and marching 
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by way of Singarikfiyil to the choultry at l avala- 
kuppnm, which lies to the eastward, halted on the 
road. It is said that they tore down by handfuls a 
stack of straw which was there, and scattered it on 
the ground. Thoy are at present at the same place. 
Nothing further i* known about them. 

. . • from Surat who stated as follows: 

« They said to us : 4 They might raise a report that 
they saw a letter mentioning that you had departed; 
you had better go quickly.* But on coming hero, 
we do not find anything of the kind.” They 
said that they had reached this in twenty-seven 
days. 

At 9 hi the morning, the Governor sent for the 
chief of the peons, was angry with him, and said: 
44 How is it that you did not go.’* Thereupon the 
man reported the matter to hanakaraya Muilah, \&*ho 
was nt home, unwell. He sent for KrimasL Pandit, 
who had been without employment for the last 
fifteen days, ordered him to perform bis duty as 
before, and directed him to join tho force which 
was at Tavalakuppam choultry. He and the chief 
of the peons accordingly departed. 

Azhaga Pillai, accountant of the court, went to 
AI. Duquesue, the commander of the force which 
was encamped at Tavalakuppam, and reported 
that the soldiers and Muhammadans of Mahe were 
plundering the bazaar men and petty dealers who had

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come there, and he begged the issue of instructions 
to put a stop to these outrages. 

The following intelligence concerning Cudda* 
lore and Fort St. David has been received. The 
authorities there, apprehending an attack from 
Pondichery, have reinforced the garrison of 
Fort St. David, and Cuddalore itself, with soldiers, 
and have stationed Carnatic sepoys in twenties and 
thirties on the roads round about the town bounds. 
The residents of Tirupptippuliyflr, Manjakuppam, 
and other villages within the bounds, who even in 
times of peace have dreaded an inroad by the French, 
are in a state of utter consternation at the idea 
of an actual attack. What will become of them if 
they learn that an army is really advancing upon 
them? . . . * It is reported that they have 
sent their property to places of strength and 
security; that they are ready to send their families 
also thereto ; and that thoir alarm is indescribable. 

The English have captured tho ships hound for 
Pondichery, and have received a reinforcement of 
men-of-war from England and other places. This 
accounts for their activity: nevertheless they are 
much troubled owing to their leader, the Governor, 
being a worthless fellow', and a man devoid of 
wisdom. Although Pondichery receives no ships, 
her Government lacks funds, tho enemy has seized 
her vessels, she is feeble and wanting iu strength, 
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and her inhabitants axe in misery; although she 
has all these disadvantages, no sooner is mention 
made of her than the Nawfibs, and other magnates 
in the interior, become alarmed. \\ bet; her name 
is uttered, her enemies tremble, and dare not 9tin 
All. this is owing to the ability, readiness and luck 
of the present Governor, Sf, Dnpleii. His method 
of doing things is not known to any one, because 
none else is possessed of the quick mind with 
w hich he is gifted. In patience he has no equal* 
He lias peculiar skill m carrying out his plans and 
designs; in the management of affairs, and in 
governing; in fitting his ml vice to times and persons; 
in maintaining at all times an even countenance; , 
in doing things through proper agents; in address¬ 
ing them in appropriate terms; and in assuming a 
bearing at once dignified and courteous towards 
all ... ■ 

Owing to these qualities, ho has acquired such a 
reputation as to make all people say that ho is the 
master, and that others are useless individuals. 
Because Hod has favoured him with unswerving 
resolution, and because he is governing Pondtchery 
on an occasion when she is threatened with danger, 
her inhabitants are confident, and fearless; and are 
even able to defy the people of towns opposed to 
them. This Is due solely to the skill and admin¬ 
istrative ability of the Governor. If he did not 


Perished iit the original. 
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occupy this position, and if the danger had occurred 
in the times of his predecessors, the inhabitants of 
this city would be a hondred times more disturbed 
and terrified than the followers of the invader: 
such is the general opinion regarding M. Dupleix. 
Besides this, if his courage, character, bearing, 
greatness of mind, and skill in the battle field, wore 
put to the test, he could be compared only with the 
Emperor Auraugzeb, and Louis XIV; and not with 
any other monarch. But how am I to paint all his 
high and praiseworthy characteristics ? I have 
described him only so far as my simple mind allows 
me. People of better capacity could do this more 
completely than I.

[Monday], 7th February 171+6, or 29th Tai of 
KrMhaua .—The events of this day have been the 
following:— 

At noon, the Portuguese ship St. Ij&uu, captain, 
M. Antonio-de-t'aetan, arrived here from Madras, 
cast anchor, and fired three guns to salute the vessels 
in the roads : these were returned by a like number. 
Seven guns were then fired by the St. Louis, in 
compliment to the fort, which replied with a similar 
salute. Four English sail came in pursuit of 
this ship. Having caught sight of her, they hove to 
at a distance. The captain inquired why they were 
following him. It appears that when the St. Louis 
was on her way from Cliandernagore, the English 
sailors at Madras seized and detained her in the 
roads there. When inquiry was made as to her 
nationality, the reply was she was Portuguese 
• * • * Those in charge of her were asked to sell 

all the merchandise that was on board, and to buy 
goods there in exchange. They agreed to this, 
pretended to bargain, deceived the English, set sail, 
and escaped during the night. The St. Louis was 
therefore pursued on the following morning. Such 
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• Perished in th« original. 
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was the explanation given. The three ships and 
the sioop which chased her arrived in the roads 
between 3 and half-past 4 in the afternoon, and 
cast anchor on the north-eastern side of the fort 
Two others came from Fort St. David, and anchored 
to the south-east. Of the four vessels which came 
from the north, one tired a gun, and then started 
southwards for Fort St. David, bearing news to that 
place. When she arrived abreast of the anchorage, 
the Governor went to the fort, summoned all the 
soldiers who were there, distributed them in the 
batteries on the beach, directed them to load all the 
guns and mortars that were in these, and to keep 
ready powder, shot, shells, and grenades; in short, 
ho made all the necessary preparations, and then, 
at half-past 5, proceeded home. The inhabitants 
of the town who went to watch this strange sight 
numbered 10,000. The Governor noticing all thoso 
people, said to them: “ You have been looking at 
this long enough; you now had better go home.” 

I also went, and saw what was going on. The 
goods which were brought in the Portuguese ship 
St. Louis were wheat, rice, and candles; it is said 
that there were also some sundry goods from 
Chandernagore. This cargo was being unloaded by 
boats until 2 in the morning.

The English ships which arrived yesterday are 
} ? et in the roads. They have not moved. 

To-day, the Governor sent for me, and desired me 
to write a letter to Rangappa N&yakkan, the dnbilsh 
of the Governor of Fort St. David. I accordingly 
did so, and kept a copy. When a reply is received, 
1 shall refer to it* 

This day, Mahfoz Khan, the sou of Naw&b 
Anwar-ad-din Khan of A root subnh, wont to Arcot, 
met his father, who was unwell, and departed, in¬ 
tending to return to Trichinopoly. He was anxious 
to pay a visit, on his way, to the Governor of Pondi- 
chery, to whom he wrote to this effect. The report is 
that the Governor ordered a letter to be sent inviting 
Mahf az [Chin to visit him. He directed Chinns 
Mudftli, the younger brother of Kanakarfiya Mndali, 
arid Madnndnda Pandit, to go out, and receive him. 
Accordingly, at 4 in the afternoon, Clduna Mndali, 
M&d&n&nda Pandit, and twenty peons, left for this 
purpose. 

This afternoon, inquiry has elicited the following 
information regarding the doings of the force which 
wont to Tavalaknppam chonltrjq and its leaders. 
Having encamped at that place* their practice was 
to set out. as though on a march, advance as far as 
the boundary of Marikrishnlpara.m, and waylay and 
illtreat any persons whom they met* They 
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attacked the [English] Company’s post runners at 
Nallara Bilpu Reddi’s choultry, and told them to 
inform their masters of what they had done. The 
Governor of Fort St. David, who came to hear of 
this, communicated the news to the commandor of 
the men-of-war, supplied him with some Europeans 
and Carnatic sepoys, as well as three largo boats, 
and instructed him to retaliate. He accordingly 
came with four ships. Anchoring in proximity 
to the coast, ho desjiatchod two or three native 
craft, each carrying a party of 100 men composed 
of Europeans and natives. Those first approached 
the St. Louis battery, to the north of the fort, and 
there twenty of the men disembarked, but when 
they saw a gun in the battery trained upon them, 
they retired to their boats, and moved to the south 
of the fort, opjiosite to the St. Lawrence battery, 
whore they again landed. On seeing however a 
gun there, too, aimed at them, thoy again took to 
their boats, and returned to the ships. What may 
take place to-night 19 not known. The object of 
the English in acting as they have done is to 
imitate the course followed by the French near 
Fort tSt. David, who made but a show of warlike 
operations, and in this respect they have outdone 
them. 

The troops which went to Tavalakupjwm choul¬ 
try some time ago, and the officers and factors, 
moved to Ariyankuppam. The latter alone came to 
Pondichery this evening. It is not known whether 
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tho force at Ariy&nkuppam will remain there, or 
depart thence. 

Wiuinctday, 9th February lUkG, or 1st Mdsi of 
Krddhana .—Tho nows of this Wednesday is as 
follows : Last night, at about three Indian hours 
after sunset, the English squadron, completely lit up, 
stood inshore for a while, and thou moved back to its 
former position. The Governor, who was apprised 
of this, set out at once for tho boach, having previ¬ 
ously ordered tho lights to bo extinguished. Tie 
cautioned the soldiers and gunners there to be on 
the alert, and then returned home. He afterwards 
supped, and went to bed. This became known in 
the morning. 

At noon this day, Tanappa Mudali and Ma- 
dananda Pandit, who had been to see Mahfuz Klifln. 
the son of the Nawab, returned, and reported to 
the Governor that they had visited him near Vazhu- 
davftr, and that he had halted at Kadirampillaiyar 
Koyil called also Vira Reddi’s choultry situated 
on the other side of Saram. At 4, tho Governor 
deputed M. Miran and M. Barth&emy, together with 
Ohiuna Mudali aud Madananda Pandit, and musi¬ 
cians, on another visit of honour to Mahfuz Kh an. 
These paid their respects to him at his camp, and 
returning, reported to the Governor that they had 
done so. He informed them that he would invite 
M;ihfuz Khan to visit him on the following day, and 
told them to go home; they then retired. 
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Being questioned regarding their interview, 
Chinna Mudali and Madananda Pandit said as fol¬ 
lows : “ When we visited him, he did not know how 
to treat us; ho is incapable of making himself re¬ 
spected ; his skin is exactly the colour of a Lubbay’s, 
black and ugly ; manners arc unknown to him ; even 
our peons are orderly, decent, and wear clean cloths 
and turbans; he is worse than they ; you can judge of 
him to-morrow when he comes here.” When they 
paid their respects to Mahfuz Khan, what happened 
was this: M. Mirau and M. Barthelemy offered him 
their compliments. He bade them give his to the 
Governor, and said : “ I have not brought any cloths. 
I camo away in a hurry. I therefore have none 
ready to offer you. To-morrow, I will send prosents 
to you, and to the Governor.” With these words, 
and in a beggarly fashion, he let them go. Ilis 
desire was that the Governor should receive him at 
the town-gate—as he did the Nawab—and that all 
the marks of honour bestowed on him should be 
the same as were offered to that potentate. Ho 
requested Chinna Mudali and Madananda Pandit to 
convey this wish to the Governor, and they did so. 
We will see what is going to happen. 

This evening at two Indian hours after sunset, 
the force which was at Ariyiinkuppam, and its 
leadors, came to Pondichery ; without the knowledge 
of any one. What will occur hereafter is unknown. 

All the English ships which were off the coast 
set sail at one Indian hour after sunset, and stood to 
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the southward. Whether they will return to-night, 
or quit this neighbourhood, is uncertain. This will 
bo seen to-morrow. 

Thursday, 10th February 17*6, or 2nd Mdxi of 
Krddhana. —-When the Nawab came here some time 
ago with Mir A'^am, who hail married the niece 
of Mir £hul£m Husain, he pitched his camp out side 
the town-gate, and tokens of respect were offered 
to him. Mahfuz Khan sent word to the effect 
that tlie same honours should bo bestowed on 
him also. This was reported to the Governor, who 
consented to show him the attentions requested. 
Accordingly, a camp was erected near the Vasshu- 
d&vflr gate, at the spot where tents are usually 
pitched for the reception of the Naw'&b, The Gov¬ 
ernor repaired to this, along w ith the members of 
Council, accompanied by kettle-drums and other 
emblems of state. lie thence deputed Chinns 
Mudali, Madanunda Pandit, and M. Miran, to meet 
Mahfuz Khiin. It was 2 in the afternoon when they 
escorted him to the Governor, w ho went as far as the 
doorway, and there received him. After sitting for 
half an Indian hour in the tent, the Governor, Mahfuz 
KMn and Saiyid Jalil, entered a coach dra;vn by 
six horses: M. Miran accompanied them to act as 
interpreter, and the vehicle moved on. Some other 
influential men followed in carriages. All the guns 
in the two batteries were then discharged. Prior 
to this, and as the Naw&b entered the fort gate, 
salutes were like w ise fired. A11 tlio mix rks of respect 
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vvlilcli were accorded to Nawitb Anwar-ud-diu Kliun, 
on his arrival here, were adhered to on this occa¬ 
sion. Presents were made to tho ox tent of 800 
pagodas* [ will hereafter record tho details of these. 
Some were given privately; some publicly. I will 
mention the particulars bye and bye, 

Saturday, ISth February or Iflh Mfei of 

KMhaii'i. —This morning at daybreak, at 5 pre¬ 
cisely, Kanakaniya Mudali, the chief dubush of 
Pondichery, departed this life. 

On the afternoon of yesterday, the Mudidi was 
very all, and almost uueonsci ous. His wife sent word 
of this to the wife of the Governor, and she went also 
in person, and reported the matter to her. She fur¬ 
ther went to the Mudali, and said t.o him : ** You are 
so ill and broken, why do you remain away from your 
house ? Please come homed" As lie was displeased 
with her, he replied : “ I will come ; you had better 
go M ; and ho sent her away* The Governor's wife 
name, and spoke soothing words to lum, took Sum 
into her carriage, brought him to his residence, and 
put him in his bed chamber. Then Xakshatram, 
the wife of Kanakaruya Mndah T told the Governor's 
wife of the misunderstanding existing between 
herself and her husband, and alluding to the steps 
which he hud been taking for the bosjuosi of his 
property to his brother and his sister's children, 
—a fact which, she said was within the knowledge 
of Madame Dupleix she observed that his brother 
could have uo concern iu the estate; that after 
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thoir filthor*3 death, a division had been made 
between them* and that therefore Chinn a Mudali 
had no claim whatever ■ that if he had had issue, 
the case would have been different; but that as he 
had none* ho had no right of any sort to the property, 
and that she was tho sole heiress to the whole of it. 
She then told the Governor’s wife* in insinuating' 
language, that if she put her in possession of all 
lho property, she would act in accordance with 
her wishes, She further said to Madame Dnpleix : 
" After my husband shall have breathed his last , if 
yon only s»al his house anti effects, we will see 
later on what can be done,*’ The Governor*® 
wife returned home, and having in view the pros¬ 
pect of gain held out, she minutely detailed to 
her husband all that had happened, and took the 
requisite steps to ensure the safety of the estate. 
This is what took place to-day. 

Stnnkty, 13th February 17&6, cr 5th Mdsi of Ki*6- 
dkano *—The events which occurred at Pondichery 
this day have been as follows : After Kanakarfiya 
Mudali expired yesterday, Saturday, at two Indian 
hours before daybreak, the King’s Attorney, 
Councillor M, , , , ,* and the greffier M. 

Dearanr&tg, came by order of the Governor, sealed 
tho house and other property of tho deceased, set a 
guard over them of eight peons and an accountant 
of tho court, named Ranga Pilki, and went away. 
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The Mndali's body* handsomely dressed* girt with 
the laced sash which if- Dumas had sent from 
Europe* and adorned in many other ways—exactly 
as a king w hen coming out of his palace was then 
put in a coffin; and the corpse was brought, out. 
at 7 in the evening. A stately horse, folio wed by 
forty soldiers, bearing arms, was led in front of the 
procession j the drums beat a funeral mmchj fotty 
European boys studying in the mission college 
marched along in two lines, on either side of the 
cortege; and the priests of the church of the Capu¬ 
chins and that of St. Paul went along reciting 
pravors, according to the rites prescribed by tlioir 
religion. Then the Councillors and tho ladies 
of their families, numbers of the European gentry 
of both sexes, natives* Muhammadans, and other 
people, including women, enmo out to look at. I lie 
procession. There was no one in the crowd who did 
not feel sorry for this death- As the corpse was in 
this wrise being borne along from the house to the 
burial ground, amidst general mourning, the Gov¬ 
ernor, his lady, and some of the Councillors* came, and 
waited near the Kolatti tsvyaran temple, When the 
cofhn approached, tho Governor and those with him 
stood up, holding candles in their hands, according to 
the rites of the Christian religion; and after it had 
passed thorn, they gave these away, entered their 
palanquins, and wont home* When the corpse 
reached the cemetery* the coffin was lowered into the 
vault wherein the body of tho Mudali’s son was 
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buried; the soldiers then discharged a volley, and 
cloven guns were fired from the fort. After the 
deceased had been thus interred, the people departed. 
The regret and sorrow felt and expressed by the 
younger brother of the dead man cannot, be 
described. When the mourners returned, those who 
had conic to condole took leave, and went home. 

The Mudali entered on his duties on Friday [loth 
September 1724], the 3rd I’uraiuisi of Krudhi, being 
the twelfth lunar day, or Dwudesi, when the constel¬ 
lation was Magbm It was when in the employ¬ 
ment of the Company that he died. He served 
twenty-one years, five months, and a few days. 
Scarcely has it been the lot of any one else to live 
without interruption 3n the same style, for so long a 
period. 

Tuesday > 15 fh February or 7th Mtul of 

KtMhijna ,—This morning at 8, Chinna Mudali, 
Jaganivasa Mudali, the latter s younger broth or 
Malaiyappa Muddi, and As&rappa Muduli, repaired 
to the residence of the Governor, and expressed 
to him their grief at the demise of Kanakamlya 
Mudali. lie, and the Deputy Cover nor who was 
thou there, told them that it was the lot of all 
mortals, and remained silent. V&sudGva Pandit 
then suggested to me that it would be improper 
if presents were not made to them by the Governor, 
and said that the slight would be imputed to me. 
Thereupon, taking SfisMchala Chetti with me, I 
stood before the Governor. On his inquiring what 
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we wanted, I told Mm that J^shSchalu Chetti 
desired to submit that CUinna Mttdaii and MalaL- 
yajppa Mudali should respective!} 7 be given four, 
and two yards, of broad-doth* Ho accordingly 
ordered that six yards of this should be procured 
from the storehouse in tlio fort, as also betel, nut, 
and rose-water. Those were accordingly brought, 
and this was reported to the Governor, lie there¬ 
upon summoned Chi mm Mudali and Malaiyappa 
Mudali, presented them with the articles mentioned, 
and bade them pray to God with all their heart. 
They then took leave of him, and returned to their 
residences. On the way, they called at the house 
of the Deputy Governor, who promised to do what 
he could for them. They thanked him, uud went 
home. The Company’s merchants* I, and a few 
others, accompanied Chinan Mudali, and sat in the 
verandah of his house, where he presented us with 
betel and nut. We then look leave of him, and 
came away. 

Tticsdiiify 1st March 1 74 ^, or Bid Mthi of 
Krodhmia .— At 10 this morning, the Governor 
summoned Karuttamhi Nay indr aud me, in connec¬ 
tion with a difference between Chinna Mudali 
and Mulaiyuppri Mudali regarding the estate of tho 
deceased Kanakar&ya Mudali- He said that the 
dispute called for settlement by a reference to the 
leading members of the different castes, ordered 
Karuttamhi Xayiuur to convene a meeting of those 
next morning, and told him that he would afterwards

give further instructions. The Nay in a r accordingly 
sent the necessary intimation, through some of the 
peons of the Company, to the men concerned, 

Wednesday^ 2nd March 1or 22nd Mdti of 
Krddhano. —Th^ leading easterner! assembled this 
morning, and were in attendance. This being re¬ 
ported to the Governor, he stepped into the great 
hall of his residence, and summoned them thither. 
They accordingly went in, and greeted him. He 
looked them over, and selected the foi towing 
twenty as arbitrators, to adjudicate on the matter 
in dispute —

These twenty persons were directed to hold an 
inquiry as to whether the brother of Kanakaniya 
Mudali, or the widow' of the latter, wa9 the rightful 
owner; and on whom the inheritance devolved. 
They were required to hear the pleadings of either 
side, and to conscientiously state their individual 
opinions. The garden-house which is at present the 
property of the Company, but which formerly be¬ 
longed to M. Dumas, was assigned to them in order 
to hold sittings there for the prosecution of their 
investigations. The twenty arbitrators specified 
above made their obeisances to the Governor, took 
leave of him, and departed . . . • 

Thursday , 3rd March 17h6, or 23rd Mdsi oj 
Krddhana .—The arbitrators assembled this morning 
in the Company’s garden-house, summoned Chinna 
Mudali, the brother of the deceased Kanakaniya 
Mudali, on the one side, and Jaganivasa Mudali 
and Malaiyappa Mudali, the brothers of Nakshatram 
Animal, the widow of the deceased, on the other; and 
they were asked to state their cases. The former 
asserted that he was the legal heir to all the effects 
of the deceased, and that none other had any claim 
to these. The adverse party urged that the 
aucestral property of the family had boon divided 
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amougst the brothers, sisters, and their mother, and 
consequently that the partition which had boon 
made precluded Chinna Mudali from preferring any 
claim to the estate of his brother. They moreover 
pointed out that in the year Siddhdrti [1739], 
when he was dangerously ill, he wdlled away all 
his property to his wife. They argued that ho 
would not have done this, but for the existence 
of a previous jiartitiou between the brothers, and 
tliat his brother would not have agreed to such 
a disposition of property hail matters been other¬ 
wise. They stated that in tho absence of a joint 
interest in his estate, Kanakardya Mudali allowed 
his brother to bequeath it as he chose, and raised 
no objection. Tho rejoinder of Chinna Mudali to 
this was as follows: “ Of what weight, as proof, 
are these hoarsay words? I, also, can say ten 
thousand things such as this. Is there w ritten evi¬ 
dence, or partition deed, or are there eye-witnesses, 
to establish the division betw’eeu my brother and 
me. Let them produce any such proof, and I will 
abandon my claim.” The arbitrators then asked 
him how he could account for the will allegod to 
have been executed by him during his illness. His 
answer was : “ At the time that I w'as seriously indis¬ 
posed, I sent for Sankara Aiyan, Adi Vardha Chetti, 
Chidambora Chetti, Vird Chetti, merchants of the 
C ompany, and two or three others, and requested 
them to represent to my brother that all my 
earnings would, as I had always been under Ins 
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protection, amount to no more than 1,000 or 1,500 
pagodas ; that this amount would l>e less than his 
expenditure for a month ; and that I admitted that 
I had no undivided right to my property, but 
if he permitted me to dispose of it as I wished, 
would bequeath it between my sister's children, and 
my wife. I pointed out also that in comparison w ith 
his estate and gains mine w'ere infinitely small. My 
brother thereupon gave me the required permis¬ 
sion. Upon this I drew up a testamentary docu¬ 
ment to the foregoing effect, and forwarded it to him 
for attestation. I do not know by whose influence 
he was subsequently swayed, but he refused to 
set his signature to it. I then sent ... * 
Mudali once more, to make a suitable representation 
to him. My brother became incensed, asked what 
authority I had to will away my property, and 
declined to affix his signature to the instrument. His 
wife came, and exclaimed : ‘ What right has his wife 
to the estate? She is only entitled to food and 
clothing, and to nothing else. A will executed by 
him i3 of no validity.’ So saying, she began to take 
possession of my house. But the will of God was 
otherwise. In about four Indian hours, I urinated 
freely, and gradually recovered my health. What 
doe3 this incident betoken ? Is it not irrebuttable 
evidence in support of my statement that no partition 
has taken place? I am therefore the legitimate 
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heir to the estate of the deceased. I challenge the 
production of an iota of evidence in disproof of this.” 
Chinna Madali made a statement t.o the foregoing 
effect, and said many irrelevant things which I refrain 
from recording hero. The arbitrators then asked 
Jagaiiiyusa Mudali and Mulaiyappa Mndali if they 
could produce any written document, deed of parti¬ 
tion, or eye-witness, to corroborate their statements. 
They replied that they wore unable to do so, but said 
that they would swear to the fact of the division. 
The arbitrators, however, told them that so long 
as they could not substantiate their allegations by 
material evidence, their cause must fail; but gave 
them a day’s timo to consider further, and ascertain 
if any testimony was forthcoming on their behalf, 1 n 
the course of the inquiry many unbecoming accu¬ 
sations and recriminations were exchanged by the 
parties ; Chinna Mudali indulging freely in talk of 
this kind, I abstain, however, from chronicling all 
this rubbish. 

Friday, fith March 171*6, or £^ih MM of Kr6- 
dhatia. —The twenty arbitrators resumed their 
inquiry this (lay, at the Company’s gardeu-houso, in 
view to determining whether Nakshatram Animal, 
the widow of the deceased Kanaka ray a Madali, or 
his brother, was entitled to his estate. The follow¬ 
ing is the substance of the resolution at which, after 
further investigation, they arrived : 

14 Whereas both the parties ivere hoard yester¬ 
day and the day before, and were examined, tu-dny 
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also, in order to obtain further evidence regarding 
the points at issue ; and whereas Jaganiv&sa Mudali 
and Malaiyapjia Mudali declared that they had 
nothing to add to the representations already made 
by them, and Chiuna Mudali likewise affirmed that 
his statement of yesterday was final; we, the twenty 
arbitrators appointed to inquire into the merits of 
the claims of the two parties, do, after investigation 
and careful consideration, unanimously pronounce 
that the person who has the legal and valid title to 
the estate of the deceased Kanakarfiya Mudali is his 
brother Chinna Mudali, and not Naksliatram Animal 
the widow of the deceased. But at the same time, 
we adjudge that the lady shall be assigned in the 
family the position of an elderly matron, shall be 
given every comfort as regards food and apparel, and 
must be granted such an allowance as will enable 
her to distribute all reasonable charities. But, 
should her continuing in the family not be feasible, 
a sum of money sufficient for her maintenance 
and expenses, and for those of her daughter-in-law, 
shall be made over to these two. The order of the 
Governor being merely to determine the right of 
ownership to the effects of the deceased, the opinion 
of the arbitrators, as recorded above, will be com¬ 
municated to him. If he desires to be furnished 
with their views as to what would be a suitable charge 
on the estate, on account of maintenance, this point 
will be further inquired into, and reported upon. Or 
if he will himself, after examination of the assets, fix 
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and intimate to tho arbitrators the amount to bo ciup. 
provided for the ladies, they will announce ttia x 3 L 
proposals to them, and communicate to him any 1<14i 
representation which the parties ma) T have to make." 

In pursuance of the foregoing resolution, the 
twenty arbitrators proceeded to the house of the “»*» 

* JL p'TMNtnl 

Governor, after he had dined, and reported as 
follows: “The estate of Kanakaraya Mudali do* 
volves on his brother Tfluappa Moduli, who is also 
liable for the debts of the deceased. But as the 
widow had a grown*up son who died, and as she 
was the partner during his life of one who Jived like 
a prince—a gentleman and a man of wealth—it 
would not be fair to allot to tier a maintenance 
allowance such as is usually assigned to ordinary 
widows. A suitable proportion of the estate, enough 
to maintain her and her daughter-in-law in ease and 
comfort, and in a style becoming their position, 
should bo apportioned to them/ 1 The Governor 
thereupon said: “ How did you deal with the neqoe*- 

n , , , J Ibftn* tlicm 

a [legation that a partition had already been effected 
between the deceased Kanakar&ya Mudali, and his 
brother ?** The arbitrators communicated to him Thqrnpfr. 
all the circumstances connected with the transaction 
as explained by the opposite party, which those 
alleging the contrary had been unable to contradict 
by means of any evidence. He then observed: 

“ Very well; then you say that the brothers have not 
effected a division between thornselves, and that the e ™ UL4j ' 
survivor has therefore become entitled to the whole 

41 
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property. Supposing that the partition hail been 
made ; how would this affect his position ? * J They 
replied : “ Even then, as Kanakarftya Mudali had 
no son, and as Chinua Mudali was his brother, the 
latter had a right to the estate of the deceased. 
Evon if there had been no brother, and if ho had 
had only a cousin, this cousin could claim the pro¬ 
perty.** The Governor then ordered the arbitrators 
to cause an award to be drawn up in the hand¬ 
writing of the town accountant, and to bring 
it to him, with their signatures appended thereto. 
They said that they would do this on the following 
morning, and departed. 

Saturday , 5th March 171+6, or 25th Mdsi of 
Krddhana .—The arbitrators met in the garden- 
house of M. Duma3, and drew up an award in the 
following terms:— 

“Dated 5th March 1746, corresponding to 
25th M&si of Krddhana. Tanappa Mudali, the 
brother of the late Kanakar&ya Mudali, aud Nak- 
shatram Ammal the widow of the latter, having 
preferred petitions before M. Dupleix, the Governor 
aud Agent for tho affairs of the Company at 
Pondichery, each laying claim to tho estate of 
tho deceased—Jaganivasa Mudali aud Malaiyappa 
Mudali, the younger brothers of Nakshatram 
Ammal, appearing on behalf of their sister—the 
Governor listened to their statements, and sent 
for the following Mah&nattars, or caste headmen; 
i.e.j (l) Lakshmana Ndyakkan, (2) Sankara Aiyan, 
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(3) Ananda Ranga Pillai, (4) Sungu Mutturama 
Chetti, (5) Sungu S6sh:icliala Chetti, (6) Adi Varuha 
Chetti, (7) Chidambara Chetti, (8) Salatu Venkatd- 
chala Chetti, (9) Virar&gava Chetti, (10) Ariyappa 
Mudali, (11) Chinnadu Mudali, (12) Peddu Chetti, 
(13) Peddachi Chetti, (14) Nallatambi Mudali, (15) 
Tillaiyappa Mudali, (16) Arunaehala Chetti, (17) 
Kalatti Chetti, (18) Koudi Chetti, (19) Bhimonua 
Mudali, (20) Karuttambi Nayindr, audsaid to them as 
follows: * Please hear impartially the statements 
of both parties, and in consonance with the cus¬ 
toms and usages of your caste, and your s&stras,* 
decide as to who is the rightful heir to the estate of 
Kanakaraya Mudali, and report your decision to me.* 
As directed, those twenty lieadmon mot, and heard 
the statements of either side; when Tanappa Mudali 
deposed: * I am the sole heir to all tho property 
acquired by my elder brother, the late Kanakaraya 
Mudali.' Jaganivasa Mudali and Malaiyappa Mu¬ 
dali, said: ‘As a division was made between 
Kanakaraya Mudali and Tanappa Mudali of the 
property acquired by their father, our elder sister 
alone is entitled to the estate of Kanakaraya Mudali, 
and Tanappa Mudali has no right whatever to it.’ 
The? headmen asked them if there was any written 
testimony, partition-deed, or eye-witness, to prove 
tho alleged division of the father’s estate between tho 
two brothers. They said they had none; whereupon 
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tho headmen docided that as there was no such 
ovidonco on this point, they could not recognise the 
claim of the widow; that Tftnappn Mudali alone was 
the lof*al heir to the whole estate of Kanakaraya 
Mudali; and that as tho widow and daughter-in- 
law of the deceased were entitled to bo main¬ 
tained from the estate, they ought to bo treated 
with consideration.” 

This decision was written by the court and town 
accountant, Muttaiya Pillai, and attested by Sfiriynn, 
accountant; and was approved and signed by the 
Governor, M. Dupleix. 

Wednesday, 9th March 171*6, or 29th Mdsi of 
Krddhana .—A service was held this morning in 
memory of Kanakaraya Mudali, at tho church of 
the Capuchins in the fort, which was attended by 
the Governor. A sitting of tho Council was held 
at 0, and it roso at 10. Nobody knows what 
formed tho subject of the deliberations of the 
meeting. Fifty-five Mahd sepoys, with two officers, 
sei out this evening, and marched in a southerly 
direction. Whither they were bound is not known. 
Conjectures varied : some guessed that their desti¬ 
nation was Karikdl, and others that it was Porto 
Novo. 

To-day, Appatambi, the son of Sfirappa Mudali, 
formerly an accountant of the court, expired. His 
remains were interred in tho cemetery this evening. 

Thursday, \10th March 171*6, or] 1st Pang uni of 
Krddhana .—Inquiry has elicited that the object 
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of the despatch of the Mahd sepoys was to escort 
to Pondichery two brass cannon sent by Mahfuz 
KMn from Trichinopoly, for fear that when in the 
neighbourhood of Fort St. David, the English or 
others might waylay them. The two officers and 
the sepoy3 marched as far as Tiruvdndipuram, where 
they fell in with the guns, and accomjwmiod them 
hither this day. 

Saturday, 12th March 171*6, or 3rd Pamjuni oj 
Krodhana .— 

f • • • * 

Wednesday, 16th March 171*6, or 7th Panguni oj 
Krddhana. —I was at homo this morning at 8, 
when a Company’s peon came, and stated that the 
Governor desired to see me. In obedience te the 
summons, I at once repaired to his house. He took 
me to his office-room, where no one else was 
presont, and said: “You owe a good deal to 
the Company; you are in arrears. What do you do 
with all your money? What interest do you charge, 
when you lend it?” I replied: li Your money has 
not been embezzled. I have not squandered it in 
gambling. I have not expended it in vain. I 
have invested my funds in trade—in commercial 
enterprises beyond sea and in the manufacture of 
goods locally, as well as at places in the interior,

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sneli as Lfihipfdtai. This is how my money bus 
been laid out* My assets are doable of my lia¬ 
bilities. The goods which I have on board ships, 
and tho arrears which 1 have to recover locally, 
will bo a sufficient security for what 1 owe the 
Company/* Ho rejoined : “ I do not say that you 
are not worth the amount, or that you cannot meet 
your liabilities, bat if yon pay to tho Company the 
10,000 pagodas which you have received from the 
Brahman of Trichiuopoly who has come here, it 
will he wise on your part/ 1 I answered: “Sir, 
please summon the person who gave you this in¬ 
formation, and also the individual said to Iiave 
paid tho money to me, as ho is here; and hold a 
judicial inquiry. If it comes to light that I have 
received even a single cash, I will submit without 
demur to any penalty that the Company may choose 
to impose upon me. On the other hand, if it be 
proved that the allegation is false and unfounded, 
your informant must be held liable to tho same 
punishment/ 1 The Governor theronpon exclaimed ; 
“ Why, then, did you permit the wife and children 
of the Brahman to depart from Pondiohery/* I 
replied: “ Did you authorise me to detain them if 
they wished to go ? On the contrary, at the out¬ 
set, when you found that, ho had not come, you 
ordered that they should not remain at Pondiohory. 
Being however of opinion that he should not bo 
suffered to depart, I made of my own accord another 
attempt to detain him, though 1 was not confident of 
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success A 9 I was thus instrumental in keeping 
him here, what need is there for me to answer 
this charge? I however set a watch over him, 
to make sure that he did not quit Pondichery 
without my knowledge. ITis son came here twenty 
times, and his wife twice or thrice. They had no 
particular object in visiting this. I invited them 
hither at my ow’n expense. My motive in doing so 
was the feeling that if two or three families such as 
this could be persuaded to settle here, it would prove 
highly advantageous to you; and that my action in 
this respect would greatly commend itself to you, and 
induce you to become moro warmly attached to me. 
Did I do anything connected with this matter at 
your bidding ? Kindly consider matters in the light 
of my remarks.” He then replied: “Very well; 
tell him to recall his wife and children. If ho 
will not, let him return the lease which I granted 
to him.” I rejoined: “So be it, sir; I will tell 
him this.” I however continued: “I beg to be 
pardoned for making another observation. Did I 
not tell you, sir, when they first carao here, that to 
all appearances they had brought very little with 
them, for they were, to meet their expenses, dispos¬ 
ing of the property which they had with them?” 
He remained silent. I then added: “ Unless you 
summon your informant, and make inquiries, how 
are you to be convinced which of us i 3 the liar? 
The whole town speaks ill of me, saying that I 
interest myself too much in your service. Some 
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even watch for opportunity to attack and kill mo. 
In spite of calumnious language such as this, aud 
of attempts on my life, I have, with singleness 
of purpose, ever aimed at meriting your favour. 
This I have considered a sufficient reward, and 
have never cared to benefit myself pecuniarily.” 
To record my whole speech on this occasion would 
occupy about five or 9ix pages. But in all essential 
points it was as I have already mentioned. The Gov¬ 
ernor then, to turn the conversation, asked me how 
the accounts of Sunguv&r and those of the elephant 
dealers stood. I again said: ” Is it not necessary 
for you to ascertain whether I am honest or 
dishonest? It is only after you have done this that 
I shall bo restored to peace of mind, and that you 
will bo relieved of any suspicions against me.” A fter 
I hail continued in this strain for some time, he 
again changed the conversation, and directed me 
to despatch 100 rupees to the master of tfce ship 
at Alambarai, aud to keep a careful account of it t 
When I was about to retire, he said : “ Do not trust 
natives. How many letters have beon received from 
men in the interior, asserting that the note which 
has been the cause of TiruvSngada PiUai’s imprison¬ 
ment is a forgery ? On seeing all those communi¬ 
cations, Pedro declared that.no confidence should be 
placed in natives. As you will succeed him, it will 
devolve on you to inquire into tho case, I dare say 
that they w^ll adduce several items of evidence in 
view to inducing you to change your mind. You 
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had better go soon; write a palmyra-leaf letter to 
Alambarai, and send off the lascar. 

Venkatakrishnan, the nephew of KOnappaiyan 
of Trichinopoly—rascal that he is—has for the past 
two or three years been eking out a livelihood in 
this town, by dishonest practices. This fellow 
informed Appn, in the month of Mfirgazhi [December] 
last, that Minakshi Ammal * had borrowed of a 
Rajput at Trichinopoly the sura of 50,000 pons; 
that Kottaikattu Venkatachala Aiyau had stood 
security for the loan; and that there was docu¬ 
mentary evidence in proof of the transaction. He 
further told him that in the event of the recovery of 
the amount, he would pay one-fourth of it to the 
Governor, and something to him also. Appu, at the 
time, made me acquainted with thus. As owing to 
illness he is at present confined to his bed, this fel¬ 
low has now pitched on Narayanan, the young dubiish 
of Madame Dupleix; and this individual, in com¬ 
plicity with a Bnlhman from Madras, and another 
Tattuvadi Brahman, has offered to propitiate her with 
a quarter of the amount if she will take steps to 
recover the debt. Madame Dupleix has instigated 
her husband to take notice of the complaint. 
The question put to me by the Governor relative to 
the Brahman from Trichinopoly must have originated 
from this very source. Truth is truth, and what is

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false is false. In these clays the mendacious seem 
to thrive.

[Thitrlday, 17th] March 171+6, or 8th Panyuni of 
Krddhana .—The following took place on Thursday: 
On Wednesday night at 11, two unknown persons 
entered the Iswaran temple carrying in a vessel 
liquid filth, which they poured on the heads of 
the gods around the altar, and into the temple, 
through the drain of the shrine of Iswaran ; and 
having broken the pot of dirt on the image of 
tho god Nandi, they went away through a part of 
the building which had been demolished. Early 
this morning, when the Nambiyau* and the servants 
of the temple, opening the main gate, entered, and 
saw the nuisance which had been committed, they 
at once reported the matter to their superiors, and 
to the Mahdu&ttars; and bringing them to tho spot, 
showed thorn what had been done. Thereupon the 
Nambiyau and four Brdhmans wont round tho 
Brahman quarter, and all other streets, and entering 
each house, said : “ There will be no religious

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service to tswaran. We adjure you, by tswaran 
and D6vi, neither to cook rice, nor to eat.’* Then 
at 9, a general meeting was convened in the 
courtyard of the temple of the god Perum&J, in 
which people of all castes—from the Brahman to 
the Pariah—took part. The Governor having heard 
of this, sent for the chief of the peons, and took him 
to task. He deputed Krimasi Pundit with orders 
to disperse the gathering. He accordingly went to 
the place where the peoplejvere assembled, struck 
a Chetti on the cheek, ordered them all to disperse, 
and was preparing to beat othors, when ten of those 
present stopped him, saying: “ Why do you strike 
us ? Cannot people meet, and deliberate when their 
religion is at stake ? Why was a nuisance such as 
this committed iu our temple ? We have met together 
with the view of reporting this to the Governor, and 
of begging him to inquire into the matter. Why do 
you come, and beat us ? You had better kill us 
all.” So saying, they pushed him out. Thereupon, 
KrimUsi Pandit returned, and reported all that had 
transpired to the Governor, who having heard what 
he had to say, sent for Chinna Mudali and me: 
the former came. The Governor said to him : 
“ Please bring the Mahanattars to me. Chinna Mu¬ 
dali went as directed : after he had gone, I arrived, 
and the Governor immediately asked me, also, to 
bring the MahdnSttars. Thereupon, Chinna Mudali 
and 1 collected these men, and brought them to the 
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Governor at 2. Ho was very angry with them, 
and said: “ Why did you beat Krimftsi Pandit ? 
I shall order all of you to be shot. Now as to your 
grievance; relate everything to Ranga Piljai; he 
will explain it to me, and settle the affair. You 
need not hold meetings. He will inquire into the 
matter.” So ho decided that I should dispose of 
this question, and with kind words, let them go. 
No sooner had the Malulniitturs departed than from 
100 to 200 Muhammadans of Mahd appeared before 
the Governor, for the purpose of shooting them. As 
prior to the arrival of these, the Mahanattars had 
consented to a settlement, he directed the Muham¬ 
madans to guard the four gato3, so that they could 
not go out. They obeyed this order. All this took 
place before -4 this afternoon. What will occur 
hereafter is not known. 

Friday , 18th March 17J*6, or 9th Panyuni of 
Krddhana. —This afternoon at 2, a peon from the 
Governor came to Ohinna Mudali and me, and said 
that he wanted us. The man arrived just as I 
had finished my bath, and was going to sit down to 
my food. Without taking it, I put on my robe, 
and went to the Governor. Prior to my arrival,* 
Chinna Mudali had had an interview with him, and 
was returning when he met me. I inquired of him 
why the Governor wanted us. He said : " He asked 
me how many sick and wounded had come to 
Madras. I stated that I knew r nothing as regards 
this.” I replied : “ If he puts such questions to 
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me, I shall give him the same answer as you have.” 
I then went to the Governor. As soon as he perceived 
mo, he said : “As a native craft was on its way here, 
laden with paddy, the people of Fort St. David 
seized and took it away. A Lubbay was on board 
it. Send a man of his own class to him, to instruct 
him to state boldly and precisely, the very things 
that M. Paradis directed him to assert.” He said 
to me also : “If the man discharges his commission 
properly: that is if he says what he has been told, 
give him a pagoda, and enter it in the Company’s 
accounts.” Then he said: “ Give him two.” I 
replied: “ I will do as you have ordered me.” 
I took leave of him, went home, took my meals, 
and having engaged one Pir Marakkftyan Tambi, 
who had come to me on some business connected 
with a native ship I instructed him what to say, 
and how to say it; and sent him on his errand. The 
rumour current in the town, and the reports brought 
by people who have come from Fort St. David are 
to the effect that the commander of the English ship 
had been residing at the Company’s garden at Manja- 
kuppam; that he collected soldiers, and some native 
troop 3 ; took with him muskets, pow der and ball; 
and having set out as though about to fight a battle, 
marched as for as the Cshtu tank, and w*eut on 
to Fort St. David through the territory of the 
Nawab which lies on the outskirts of Pondichery. 
These statements are regarded as absolutely correct. 
The Governor of Pondichery, having heard this 
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nows j has written ei letter to N&w&b Anwar-wl-dia 
KMn in the following terms : 11 The English, paying 
uo deference to jdQi seem determined, to W&go 
war against ns. Out of respect for you we wish 
to avoid fighting with them. They have encamped 
in your territory, close to our boundary, ami intend 
to attack our tovfii, but our forces will remain 
within our owu Ijounds, and will not trespass 
and do violence within yours. If at any time 
the English should give us occasion to right, we 
cannot then remain passive, Should therefore an 
encounter take place within your territories, ) ou 
must not blame us, \Ye write to you beforehand, iu 
order that you may not complain of us afterwards. 
Be it known to you that it is the English who havo 
corn pulled us to write this letter 1o you. 1 

Satunlwj, 19th March 17*6, or 10th Panpuiti of 
Kr&dham. —As this was the birthday of the Gov¬ 
ernor, ho was engaged iu receiving and returning 
visits. There w ns nothing particular* 

Sunday, 20th March 1740, or 11th Panpifni of 
ErOdhtma. —What occurred on the abovementionod 
duto was as follows : On the previous day, I had 
despatched a young Lubbay to Cuddalbre to obtain 
information. Re returned, and made the following 
statement: " The people of Fort St. David seized 
the boat from the north, iu which M. Paradis had 
despatched paddy from Karikal, and questioned the 
Lubbay who had been sent to guard the cargo, 
and two Telugu men — the boats wain and the chief 
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lascar, These three replied; ‘W@ have brought 
the paddy from Nagdr* and are taking it to northern 
porta* such as Madras, Mylapore, etc,, in view to 
disposing of It at places where we may find a good 
demand/ On this, the commander of the man-of- 
war exclaimed: ‘ You lie; you are going to Potidi- 
chery/ They replied : f Xo, sir/ He then said ; 
' As you wish to sell your cargo at markets where 
the rates are high, and as the price of paddy is 
better at this place than at Madras, laud and dispose 
of it here/ Instead of replying 4 Yes/ they said 
something or other in a confused manner* which 
led to their being suspected, and ten cats were 
thereupon given to the two Telega mom On this 
they cried oat ■ * Why should we be beaten in this 
way ? * * and then confessed the truth* viz,, that 
the paddy had been consigned from Karikdl, by M. 
Paradis* to the Governor of Pondichery. After this* 
the Ltibbay was questioned. He said : £ Sir, these 
men, being unable to endure the beating which they 
have received, have made all kinds of nonsensical 
statements/ On this the commander ordered ten 
strokes to be given to him. He seems to have 
then said ; ‘ The truth is* sir* that the paddy 

belongs neither to me, nor to the Governor of 
Pondichery. It is the property of Ananda Rauga 
Fillai of Pondichery. He has a village at Kilrikal. 
The paddy comes from there.' On hearing this 
statement, the Governor of Fort St. David told 
him that if the paddy belonged to merchants at 
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Pondichery, ami if, when questioned before the 
Council, he adhered to the statement that it did, 
it would not bo touched, lie then ordered a half 
fan am to be given to the Lubbay as bfttta,* and 
directed that ho should be kept in custody. The 
Telugu men were neither allowed batta, nor wei© 
they permitted to go out for meals, ami they were 
put hi the lock-up ; seven or eight peons were set 
to watch them, and would not allow any one to 
speak to them ; they even followed the Eubbay 
when ho went out to answer the calls of nature; 
when he wanted food or water, thoy alone brought 
it to him; and no one else would do so,” The 
messenger stated that for two days ho had done 
his best to gain access to the prisoners, but could 
not succeed, and that he had therefore come away. 
Ho brought the further information that the English 
commander was preparing to start on an expedition, 
and was making ready munitions of war, such 
m? muskets, powder, and ball; that up to date 
eight vessels had reached the coast; and that the 
rumour was that the ships had put to sea, and 
that Europeans were coming by land. Thereupon 
I wont this evening at half-past 6, to the Governor, 
and without mentioning to him the intended 
expedition, I related to him what the Lnbbay and 
tho Telugu men had said. 1 told him, also, how 
they had been beaten ; and how the man whom I had

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deputed to obtain information could not get access cn*n 
to the Lubbay, and had therefore come away ; and I — 
gave him other particulars. On thisjie said to me : 

* f If people are beaten* they will confess the truth; 
but it is disgraceful to the English to have done 
this.” I concurred with liim, and said something 
disparaging to them. Ho used some more oppro* 
brions language, and said that lie would record 
all the details of the matter in writing, and put 
himself in communication with them on the subject. 

I replied: ** Please do so/ 7 He thou said to mo: 

“ How is it that you have not yet brought me 
an inventory of the estate and effects of Kanaka- inventory 
raya Moduli P " L told him that as Pedro's brother 
was engaged on that and the previous day, he had ,|LILtMiL 
intimated that he could not attend to tliis work. 

The Governor replied: "Please see to it; at any 
rate to-morrow.” I answered: “ Very well, sir/ 1 *■*“• 
and came away. 

At two Indian hours after my return home, the 
clock struck 8, There was a rumour that* contrary numiu*! 
to custom, the town-gate was on this night closed 
at this hour, the wickot not being left open ; that 
man) who had stayed in Pondichery on business, 
believing that they could go out until 9, were pre¬ 
vented from doing so, as the gate was shut at. S ; 
and that this was done for fear that tho English 
would come to attack the town, 

Monday, 21st March 17k6> <>v 12th PangtiM of 
KMhana *—On Monday, 21st March 1746, at 4 in 
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the afternoon, one Avay Sahib, a servant of Imam 
Sahib, brought to the Governor a letter from the 
Ni^am, which had been given to him by his master 
for delivery. When the coutents of this were 
being read, eleven guns were fired. The purport 
of it was as follows: “ We have sent word to the 
Nawab of Chicacole and Rnjahmundry, who was 
advancing against the factory at Yanam, not to do 
so. We have instructed him uot to interfere in 
your affairs, and to behave considerately towards 
you; ho will therefore, act accordingly. We desire 
the continuance of your friendship.*’ Accompany¬ 
ing this communication there was one from Imam 
Sahib, wherein he said that he had obtained a letter 
from the Niftam to the Governor, and therefore 
asked that 25,000 rupees worth of broad-cloth, or 
that sum in cash, might be sent to him. When this 
was read to the Governor, he frowned, and without 
giving any answer, presented betel, nut, and rose¬ 
water to Avay Sahib, and let him go. When Avsiy 
Sahib saw that the Governor was annoyed, he 
also was displeased, and left. 

This night, too, the town-gate was closed at 8. 

Tuesday, 22nd March 171+6, or 13th Panguni of 
Krddhana .—At five Indian hours after sunrise, there 
was a solar eclipse. A fortnight prior to this, at the 
full moon, there was a lunar eclipse. 

To-day, orders to send the following reply to 
Imam S&hib were given : “ Wo cannot afford to let 
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you have 25,000 rupees In cash ; if your men want 
broad-cloth, we will give it : you. know that Asaf Jab 
has sent an order regarding the affair of tho factory 
at Yftnam ; the Kawab of B&j&hmundiy takes no 
notice of this ; if be regards it at all, he will do so 
it seems to us, only for the love of Got], and never 
through fear of the Nmim; you have forgotten 
all about tho ship 4/ uhavimad Shah from Manilla • 
kindly consider what is to be done in these 
matters.’ 1 A letter in these terms was accordingly 
written. When the Governor will despatch it is not 
known. 

Saturday t 26th March 17&6, or 17th Panguwt of 
Kr&dhmia , — This morning at 10, when 1 was at my 
arecanut. god own, with accountant Ranga Pillai 
* . . * 1 said to him ; 11 The very moment 

that Kanakaraya Mudali died. Chin a a -Mudali sent 
word to me through the Christian named Krimusi 
Pandit, as follow s : * The wife of Kanakaraya Mudali 
is resolved that no money shall be handed over 
to me. You are my mother, my father, my elder 
brother, my younger brother, my priest, and my 
God. Yon are every thing to me, and I have none 
other to depend upon. I will take my oath to this. 
Any interest w hich you may entertain on my behalf 
will be a source of permanent credit to you.’ 
About tw o hours afterwards, when my brother went 
to his house to condole with him, ho repeated the 
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cjmf. same words. Moreover, he came to me in t>erson 
xiii.

Those calculations do not include Kanakarfiya -£*y D 'j“^ n 
Mudali’s houses, gardens, warehouses, stabler; his 
village of Kommapakkam ; and hia emoluments from 
the mint, at the rate of half a rupee a thousand. 

Apart from the reduction of 20,000 pagodas made in 
the foregoing estimates, the properties mentioned 
here were undervalued by about 2,000 pagodas. ^umi™ik. 
This raises the total reduction to 22,000 pagodas, 
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in spite of which Chimin Mudali’a grief and 
distress are beyond measure * * /* Ah a 

matter of fact* ho has no reason for complaint. 
Win n the widow of Kaimkardya Moduli procured, 
through the influence of Madame Dnpleix, the seal¬ 
ing of the house of his brother by the Governor, 
Chiima Mudali told me that lie was quite willing to 
part with half his net inheritance to the Governor, 
and 111,000 pagodas to the widow of the deceased. 
But T negotiated with the former, limiting his 
share to a third. When, on that occasion, I pointed 
out to Chin na Mudali how much ho was a gainer, 
the expressions of gratitude which he showered on 
me, and the marks of respect which he paid me 
were such that if f now committed them to paper 
they would hardly bo hold credible. It is of no 
use to record them, and I therefore abstain from 
doing so. The All-merciful Rulor of Heaven knows 
that I did not work for him from any interested 
motives. Hopes of receiving present s or bribes were 
fa r removed from my i h onghta. L ove of re j> 11 ta ti on T 
and a desire to do something that would merit the 
approbation of God, were my only motives. 

When the Governor entered his office, Ranga 
Pillai and I repaired to him, Chinna Mudali 
remaining outside ♦ and we communicated to him 
our valuation of the estate of the deceased, as noted 
above. Exasperated at the smallness of this, he

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exclaimed: *■ Both of you are rogues* You havo 
attempted to deceive me. How come you to say 
that the property is worth 36,000 pagodas, when 
common report fixes it at a lakh ? My opinion is 
that it cannot he less than two. You seem to have 
omitted most of the items*” The saying is: * To 
the heart, the heart itself is the witness/* nU 
thoughts had apparently been influenced by ours, 
seeing that, we practised deception on him I 1 cannot 
describe on paper the anger to which he gave vent 
ou this occasion. God alone knows how we managed 
to escape his indignation. I dexterously diverted 
his wrath by bringing to his notice that there 
yet remained a house which was worth something ; 
the village of Kommapakkam which was held on 
free tenure ; and a number of gardens, warehouses, 
eto.; and that they might be valued at about 10 + 
pagodas* If, disbelieving my word, he had takon 
it into his head to send another commissioner to 
value the same property, there is no doubt that 
the matter would have terminated disastrously for 
us. But thanks to our lucky stars, such an idea 
did not enter his brain. He simply asked me what 
the next thing to bo done was, I told bim that

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there was an entry of a large diamond in the accounts, 
but that the gem was not forthcoming ■ that there 
was also a note, in Kanaka raya Mudali’s own hand, 
of a golden chain of 2nd pagodas weight, but that 
there was no trace of this, too j and that a couple 
of diamond rings and a ruby One w ore, likewise* not 
to be found. The Governor thereupon remarked 
that as there was no inventory* some of the prop¬ 
erty had apparently passed out of the house. Wo 
maintained the conversation, to induce him to 
forget his first idea. Ho then bade me send for 
Lazar.* We accordingly called C hi mm Mudali 
in. The Governor spoke to him. of the results of the 
omission to take an inventory, asked him how it 
was that he had expressed no surprise at the loss of 
diamonds, etc., and told him that the movable and 
immovable property was roughly valued at 50,000 
pagodas. He then addressed me thus :—“ Uarigappa, 
convene another meeting of the twenty arbitrators ; 
ltd. them decide what ought to be paid to Hie widow 
of the deceased and her daughter-in-law, and report 
the result to mo.” 1 accordingly summoned the 
chief of the peons, and told him to call upon the 
arbitrators to meet again. He said that he w r ould 
do so. 

Sunday, 27 th March 17*6, or 18th Panguni of 
Kiodhana. —The arbitrators who had decided that

the deceased reassembled at SunguvaKs warehouse 
in the bazaar road, and proposed to settle, by 
written votes, the amount to be granted to the 
widow and daughter-in-law. They divided them¬ 
selves into four groups of five persons each, and 
each group voted separately. The final result of 
this was four votes, one of which was for 3,500 
pagodas, together with a house and a garden; another 
for 5,000 pagodas; the third for 4,000 pagodas ■ 
and the fourth for 3,000 pagodas, with a house. As 
the total of the four votes was 15,500 pagodas, the 
amount was fixed at 16,000, and a fourth of it— 
btiug 1,000—was proposed as the stun to bo assigned 
to the two women, exclusive of the storehouse to 
the west, of Kanaka ray a Mudali’s housp as their 
residence. Chirnia Mudali then expressed a wish 
that the meeting might be adjourned, and further 
action taken next morning, which was agreed to, 
and the assembly then separated. 

M outlay t 28th March 1 74 6 f or 19th Pangum oj 
KrQdhana. —When I was in the arecanut store¬ 
house this morning, Chinna Mudali came, and said: 
“ 4,000 pagodas is too large a grant. You must 
thorefora first obtain the utensils and other property 
at present in the possession of the widow.’ 1 I 
replied : “ The money will, of course, bo made over 
to her only after all those matters have been settled, 
and after the jewellery in her charge has been 
recovered. If she wishes to retain any of it, a 
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proportionate redaction will be in ado m the amount 
io be allotted to her,” Ho exclaimed: “I look 
upon you as my mother* father, priest, and God. 
I rely entirely on yon. You may do as you please,” 
I thereupon said: ** You seem to speak in a 
discontented tone. On the day that Kanaka ray a 
lludati died, did you not request me to arrange 
for the payment of 1U,000 pagodas to Ida widow, 
and to see that the remainder of the estate was 
placed in yonr possession? I kayo nevertheless 
arranged for only -4,000 being paid to her. And 
again, although you offered to part with half of 
yonr inheritance to the Governor, I have settled with 
him that he should get only a third. In the exam¬ 
ination of the accounts and jewellery, I omitted from 
calculation 20,000 pagodas, which means that I 
saved you from transferring to the Governor about 
6,30(h If in spite of all tins, you press me to make 
a further reduction, how can it be effected?” Ho 
rejoined; “ I do not deny all this. It is because 
you have watched over my interests, and have pro¬ 
tected mo at a critical juncture, such as this, that 
1 have ventured to make this further representation. 
I however leave it to you to do as you think 
proper.” 

If any one, of even the lowest caste, were to be 
the recipient of a thousandth part of the services 
which I have rendered to Chinn a Mudali, ho would 
not hesitate to give up his body, if It woro only 
to rest iny feet upon it. No prospect of any reccm- 
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penso iii finoncetl my thoughts. That my active 
interference in the matter would bo acceptable to 
God, and would add good repute to m y name, was 
the only consideration that induced me to undertake 
this business. I therefore repaired to Sunguvftr’s 
warehouse, assembled the other arbitrators, and 
decided—causing it to be recorded—that the two 
women should be awarded a sum of 4,000 pagodas, 
and that the storehouse to the west of Kanakaraya 
Mudali's should be assigned to them as a residence. 
As it was then hard on 4 o’clock, the meeting dis¬ 
persed for meals, with the understanding that the 
members of it should reassemble at the Governor’s 
house in the evening. They accordingly met there, 
and I was deputed, as their spokesman, to com mum- 
cate the award to the Governor, which I did. On 
hearing it, ho asked me what the decision of the 
arbitrators as to the devolution of this property 
after the decease of the ladies was. I replied: 
" I raised the point at noon, and told the other 
arbitrators that yon would not fail to put this 
question ■ but they said that an answer to it might 
be given when it was actually raised.” Upon 
this ho observed: “Tell them that it is my 
bidding that this matter, also, should be now 
settled once and for all. Making my obeisance 
to him, I took leave, went out, and communicated 
to the others what he had told me. We im¬ 
mediately repaired to Sunguylr’s warehouse, to 
consider the matter, and dispose of it finally. The 
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subject was than discussed; at 10 wo came to 
the conclusion that the lathes could bequeath the 
property at their death* to any one they thought 
fit, and that Chinna Mudali had no interest in it. 
A memorandum to this effect was recorded. It 
was decided to draw it up formally, after it had, on 
the morrow, received the approval of the Governor. 
Upon this the meeting dispersed, and we all returned 
home. 

T\m(falh 29th March lYkG, or 20th Pangum of 
Rrddhwia.— The twenty arbitrators waited on the 
Governor this morning, and communicated to him 
their opinion, a* recorded above. He directed them 
to have a deed drawn up by the town accountant, and 
to submit it duly attested by their signatures ; and 
said that ho would sign it afterwards . . * * 

The award was drawn up in duplicate, and each 
Ejopy was signed by the twenty arbitrators, as wall 
as by the Governor. Guo was handed to Malai- 
yap pa Mudali, who represented the widow of the 
deceased Kauakaraya Mudali, and the other to the 
court accountant Mu ruga PilL&i, to be affixed on the 
court-house. 

'I 1 ho following was the award delivered by the 
twenty arbitrator* nominated by M. Duploix, Gov¬ 
ernor and Agent of the Company's allairs at I 'ondi- 
chery, to advise him as to the concessions to which 
Nak shat ram Amnvil, the w idow of the deceased 
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KanakarSya Mudali, and her daughter-in-law, 
Chandra Muttu Ammal, were entitled at the hands 
of hia brother, Tiinappa Mudali. 

“ After the death of Kanakaraya Mudali, his 
widow, Nakshatram Ammal, and his brother,Tunappa 
Mudali, both making claim to the effects of the 
deceased, laid their cases before the Governor. 
He thereupon appointed twenty arbitrators to 
determine the matter in dispute; and we the 
persons so nominated, after careful investigation, 
and in accordance with the views of the public 
in general, pronounced, on the 5th instant [14th 
March], our opinion that the right of ownership to 
the whole estate devolved on Tdnappa Mudali. Tho 
Governor having, on receipt of this, further directed 
us to adjudicate with regard to the obligation of 
TSnappa Mudali to maintain Nakshatram Ammfd 
and her daughter-in-law, Chandra Muttu AmmAl, we 
have consulted together, and have arrived at tho 
conclusion that he should hand over, for good, to 
Nakshatram Ammal jewellery and money to the 
extent of 2,800 pagodas; and to her daughter- 
in-law, Chandra Muttu Ammal, jewellery and cash 
to tho extent of 1,400 pagodas; and wo further 
adjudge that the storehouse to the west of Kanaka- 
rfiya Mudali’s should be allotted to them for 
occupation as follows: the northern section by 
Nakshatram Ammtil, and the southern by her 
daughter-in-law, Chandra Muttu Ammal; the back¬ 
yard being in the common enjoyment of the two. 
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In pursuance of tie award made by us ay aforesaid, 
Tannppa Mudali must make over to Nakshatram 
Ammal and Chandra Muttu Ammal jewellery and 
money amounting to 4,200 pagodas, and also the 
western storehouse ; and shall have no future right 
to the same. The two ladies shall reside in that 
house, lodge the money in the Company's treasury, 
and Jive happily on the interest payable thereon by 
the Company from time to time. They shall bo free 
to devise the property as they may elect , * .* 

This award was drawn up by Stiriyan* employed 
underMuttaiya Filial, the court and town accountant, 
and signed by him. It was attested as follows :—

When he had concluded, the 
Governor observed : “ He says that they area present 
mado to him by Kanaka raya Mudali; whereas you 
say that they are included in tho list of the jewellery 
of the family, and consequently could not have been 
given to him. This is therefore a matter to be 
settled by an appeal to oath. If he declines to 
swear that they were presented to him, you can 
tako possession of them. There is no other way 
of getting at the truth.” Then, addressing me, he 
said : “ Ilangappa, you had better see to this. Make 
out an 03 timate of the jewels in the possession of 
the widow of Podro. Deduct from the 4,200 pago¬ 
das payable to her the value of those which she 
wishes to retain, and remit the balance to the Com¬ 
pany’s treasury, in trust for her.” I said : ** ^ ery 
well,” and took leavo of him. After this, he again 
called mo up, and said: “ Hovr is it that Chinna 
Mudali spoaks so scandalously of his own brother’s 
widow . . . • ” I replied : “ The more we look 

into their affairs, the greater will be the startling 
character of the revelations made. So long as 
Podro was alive, these things remained a secret.” 

. . . • I said that I would attend to this matter 

on the ensuing day, and came away.

Thursday, 3l»t March I7*6 y or 82-nd Pangun i qf 
K Mb ana .—The following occurred on the morning 
of Thursday, ths 31 at March 

1 wont to the resilience of 111© late Karmkar&ya 
Mudsill which is situated to the west of He stable, 
fl umm onsA Sfeluicluits Chettj, Aili \ aniha ( hotti, 
Vlra CheUi and Uttird Peddn Chetti, and then 
sending for Malaiyappa Mudali and Jaganiyiisa 
Moduli, the brothers of the widow, bade them bring 
her jewellery* They returned, and reported that 
Nakshatram Ammitl wished to have an interview 
with Yirfl Chetti, Adi V&niha Ghetti, and rac. H r e 
accordingly went, to her; and she said; " This house 
was built by my husband alone, and by none else; 
whore he and my sou died, there 1 will also die; after 
m\ death, whoever wishes to enter the house may do 
so; until then, even should 1 bo asked to quit it, I 
will not. If I niu dragged out by main force, then I 
will leave it, but not otherwise. You may report this 
to the Governor. Chinna Mudali has said that tho 
jewellery in my possession is worth 1,000 pagodas; 
let the value of this bo set down at this figure ; I will 
not part with it*" We took leave of her, and having 
gou© to the opposite house, we told Tunappn Mudali 
what th© lad}- had said—not so roughly as she had

put it, but in milder terras —that is, that sho wished ciur. 

to dio in the house whore her husbaud and son had ‘_* 

expired; that such a wish was reasonable ; that it chil'm’ 
would only be to the credit of her brother-in-law 
to yield to this request ; and that he could act as 
ho thought proper, and value her jewellery at 500 
or 1,000 or 2,000 pagodas as he saw fit. To this 
he replied: " Will uuburnt and burnt clay cleave 
together; there is no other alternative than to order 
that the jewellery be produced, in view to estimate 
its value, and compel her to quit the house.” lie 0,,ewrUcnr * 
said many such things. On this, we again sent 
word in suitable terms to Xakshatram, through 
Jaganivasa Mudali. lie brought us from her the 
following articles; viz., a pair of necklaces, wrought 
with gold and filagree, and set with precious stones, 
a couple of strings of coral, a string of pearls, a 
golden necklet set with precious stones, a necklace 
of gold beads set with precious stones, and a golden 
chain for the neck, strung with gold coins; and said 
that these were all her ornaments. Then Tanappa ^ 
Mudali remarked that thero ought to be some others, 
and he named them. The lady alleged positively that 
there were none other than these, and sent us also 
her marriage necklet. Wo returned this to her, and 
I said : “ There is no list kept of women’s jewellery ; 
we should not press the subject any further; if 
the widow denied the possession of even these, w hat 
could wo do ? We ought to move rather cautiously in 
these matters.” They concurred with me, and valued 
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the jewellery at 479 \ pagodas; and the platters, and 
drinking pots and cups, and other silver and copper 
articles at 106£ pagodas; total 686 pagodas. In¬ 
cluding these 686 pagodas, a sum of 4,200 pagodas 
was adjudged to be paid to the widow, and daughter- 
in-law. Deducting from this latter amount the 
value of the jewellery in their possession, viz., 686 
|>agodas, we recorded that 3,614 pagodas were due 
to them. Thereupon, saying that we would report 
the matter to the Governor on the following day, aud 
also tell him about the house, we sent tho articles 
back to tho lady through Jaganiviksa Mudali, and 
all went home. When the jewellery was being 
valued, Tanappn Mudali took Uttira Peddu Chetti, 
and Kangipati Vira Chetti apart, and asked them 
secretly, to overvalue it: they consented to this, and 
did so by from 25 to 30 pagodas. I was watching 
what was being done, and said to them: “These 
jewels are to go to a widow ; therefore value them 
honestly. It is a sin only on the part of those 
who overvalue them, and not on that of others.” 
Although I uttered these words, they frequently 
looked at Chinna Mudali’s face, and overestimated 
the valuo of the articles. I remarked to S6shfichala 
Chetti that their conduct was guided, not by the 
dictates of conscience, but by personal regard for 
the party concerned. He observed that Vird 
Chetti was a man who entertained no scruples as to 
sinning, and that Chinna Mudali was in the same 
category. 
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Friday, '1st April 17U6, or 23rd Pangunx of 
KrAdkantt. —The record of this day was the follow¬ 
ing:— 

One Shaikh Rahim-ulltlh, the native ruler of 
the country about Fort St. David, wrote a letter 
to M. Dupleix, the Governor of Pondichery. The 
contents of this were : “I have received an order 
from the Nawab directing me to seize the fourteen 
villages forming the suburbs of Fort St. David. I 
have a force with which to execute this command: 
as there exists between you and the Nawab a 
friendship as close as that of brothers, and as he has 
directed me to apply, in case of necessity, to you 
for troops and other help, and further as I respect 
you as highly as I do the Nawab, I wish to keep 
nothing secret from you. I shall, therefore, act just 
as you desire me. For the present, I request that 
you will bo pleased to help me with some men and 
ammunition.” Having read this letter, Madananda 
Pandit and Chinna Mudali explained the contents to 
the Governor. He asked them to have it rendered 
into French, and bring it to him. They accordingly 
translated and handed it to him that afternoon, at 3. 

Saturday, 2nd April 17 U6, or 2Uth Pang uni of 
Kr&dhana. —This morning at 8, the Council met, and 
read the translation into French of the letter written 
by Shaikh Rahtm-ullah. It is not known what 
decision was arrived at with regard to it. Within 
half an Indian hour, the Council broke up, and the 
Governor instructed Chinna Mudali, and Madananda 
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Pandit to writo a confidential answer to the letter of 
the ruler of the country about Fort St. David in the 
following terras: “ We have read your letter, and 
are glad to receive the information contained therein. 
As for the help which you require, wo will afford 
you as much as we are able; and if LLis Highness 
tho Nawftb will be pleased to write to us directly 
on the matter, we will send troops as requested.” 
Having specified other particulars, he instructed 
them to prepare a roply in Telugu. Thoy wrote one 
as directed, and despatched it. 

This day at about 11, Chinna Mudali, Malaiyappa 
Mudali, and 1, went to tho Governor, and told him 
how the gold and silver jewellery in the possession 
of Nak8hatrnm Ammal had been appraised, and 
restored to her. He inquired what the valuation 
made was. We replied : “ 586 pagodas.” lie then 
exclaimed: ** Lazar told me that it was worth 
1,000 pagodas; and possibly more. Why did he 
lie in this way?” I upon this said in explana¬ 
tion : “ When did he see such jewellery beforo r 
Ho had uo idea of its value.” Tho Governor then 
remarked : “ Well, deduct this amount from 4,200. 
What is tho balance?” I replied : “ 3,614 pagodas.” 
He then said: “ Out of this amount pay 3,500 to 
M. Dulaurens, for deposit in the Company's treasury, 
and the remainder to Pedro’s widow .” He also gave 
mo a letter addressed to M. Dulaurens, the contents 
of which were as follows : “ Lazar and Malaiyap- 
pan, the brother and brother-in-law*, respectively, of 
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Kanakar&ya Madali, accompanied by Rangappan, c« A r. 
will bring to you 3,500 pagodas, in trust for X1V> 
Kanakaraya Muilali’s widow and her daughter-in-law 
Chandra Muttu. Receive this amount, and draw Up in w nun* to 
a bond in the name of the Company, to tho credit 
of Nakshatram Animal, the widow of Kanakaraya 
Mudali, and Chandra Muttu, her daughter-in-law. 

Mention distinctly in this that two-thirds of the 
amount form the share of Kanakaraya Mudali’s Hm 
widow, the remaining third being that of her r*t r of 
daughter-in-law. Fix tho interest payable at 7 per 
cent., and lay down tho condition that this shall be 
drawn oncea year.” Addressing Chinna Mudali, the 
Governor said : “ Now' tako tho amount specified in 
my note to M. Dulaurens, and lodge it with him.*’ onu* 

Wo then took leave of him, and were about to depart, j£j£***° *” 
when he bado us obtain a voucher from Nakshatram 
Ammiil, and her daughter-in-law, drawn up in the 
hand-writing of the town accountant, in acknow¬ 
ledgment of the receipt by them of 4,200 pagodas 
and a house, in consonance with the award made by 
the arbitrators. I accordingly summoned the court 
accountant, Azhaga Pillai, and the town accountant, 

Siy&lam, dictated to them tho terms of the receipt, 
and instructed them to prepare a fair copy of it, and 
got it signed by the widow of Kanakaraya Mudali, 
and her daughter-in-law, Chandra Muttu . . . • 

Nakshatram Ammal declined to sign it,and told them 


* I\ ri«h> d in the original. 
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to obtain the signatures of her elder and } ounger 
brothers. For about two watches, she persisted in 
so refusing. Chinna Mudali, who had heard of this, 
declined to conclude the transaction, on the ground 
that she might afterwards plead that the signatures 
of her brothers were obtained by coercion. lie 
insisted that though she did not know how to w i ite, 
she should at least make her mark with a style. 
After a good deal of argument, she at last did this, 
in token of her signature. Her daughter-in-law 
subsequently followed her example. This was the 
news communicated to me by Aihaga Pillai, and 
the- town accountant, Siyalam. The receipt was 
couched in the following terms :— 

This is an acknowledgment of receipt executed 
on 2nd April 1746, corresponding to 24th Panguni 
of Krodhana, to Tanappa Mudali, by his brother’s 
widow Nakshatram Animal, and her daughter-in-law', 
Chandra Muttu AmmM —of their own accord and 
free will—before M. Dupleix, the Governor and 
Agent for the affairs of tho Company at Poudichery. 
We, the two women aforesaid, have received the sum 
of pagodas 4,200, partly in the form of jewellery, and 
partly in cash ; this being tho amount adjudged by 
the arbitrators to be paid to us. We have also 
taken possession of the premises to the west of the 
large house used as a storehouse. This deed shall 
bo regarded as a voucher in acknowledgment of 
our having receivod and taken possession of 4,200 
pagodas and the building, as mentioned in the aw^ard. 
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Witnesses— Ananda Ranga Pillai and Sungu Chap. 
S&jMchala Chetti. 

Signed by accountant Siiriyan, employed under 17 *'' 
Muttaiya Pillni, the court and town accountant, in 
token of having written the instrument.

Thus, the witnesses also attested thi 3 document 
with their signatures. 

This night at 8, Chinna Mudali, Malaiyappa 
Mudali, and I, visited M. Dulaurons. Chinna Mudali, 
who had brought with him 3,614 pagodas, handed tu™** 
mo 114, and lodged the remaining 3,500 with M. Kliu 0 . 
pulaurens, in Pondichery pagodas. I then delivered 
to M. Dulaurens the note addressed to him by the 
Govornor, and he perused it. He said that ho would 
give the requisite bond on the morrow. Turning 
to Malaiyappa Mudali, he bade him come next day, 
and tljen permitted us to dej>art. We took leave of 
him, and went to our respective residences. 

Sunday, 3rd April 171+6, or 25th Pangmii of Kro- 

dhana .—The following occurred this day:_ 

I went to the church of St. Paul, where I saw dm 
D ominic Dp Cruz, and at 6 I was going along tho 
street of the old Madras gate, and passing by the 
Kfilatti Iswarnn temple, when Rilmachandm Aiyan 
and V&sud6va Pandit appeared on horseback, just 
alongside my palanquin. I saluted them, and 
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said ; ** Sirs, do you return from a ride ? ” l 1 hey 
laughed, replied to my greeting - , and rode gaily 
away, I then said to myself: " Where cun they 
have bean ? What business brought them this way ? 
Everything will como to light. 11 Thus pondering, 
I went on, and when I arrived opposite to the 
indigo storehouse two peons of the Company, named 
Uddandi and A runnel) alum* who are in attendance 
there upon Kottaikattu Yunkahlchala Aiyan of 
Trichinopoly, came, and said to mo : 

" YSsuddva Pandit, and Rdinachandra Aiyan 
wlvo is employed in the sea-customs office, dismounted 
from their horses, came in, ami asked us what 
Yenkatficbala Aiyan was doing. We replied; ‘He 
is lying down unwell; ho is very ill just now, and 
very weak; all his bones are visible; ho has been 
suffering from fever for the last three days, and at 
times he is unconscious for from four to six Indian 
hours ■ every minute his and is expected/ They 
said; 4 How is he at this moment? We wish to 
speak with him; the Governor lias sent us tq him. 1 
They waited four Indian hours, and when the fever 
had subsided, they approached him, and addressed 
him thus : 4 It appears that Mlnflkshi Animal,* of 
the palace at Tri chi nopoly, executed a bond in 
favour of Chandmsfman, for 50,000 pons, and that 
you signed a surety bond on this account ; the 
Governor has desired us to ask you if this m true, 
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and wo have therefore come to you in his name.’ ciu... 
lie replied: ‘I know neither Clmndrasfman nor 
any other persons. I do not know who were kept 
in confinement by Chanda Sdhib : at that time I SR* 
was residing at Turaiyflr.* They then held out two 
bonds, and showing one to him, asked him if the 
signature thereto was that of MJnakshi Ammfil. II 0 
said : ‘ It is not : She used to sign Sri Mindhki 
Ammdl , but in this bond there is only MbuUshi 
Ammdl ; this, therefore is not her signature/ Then 
they said to him : • At any rate is this her writing ? * 

He repliod : ‘ I do not know.’ They then produced He 
the surety bond and said : * It appears that you have S? ** 
executed this document. Is this writing yours?* 

Ho answered: ‘1 never executed a bond; how 
then could there be one bearing my signature?* 

Then they put it cunningly to him, saying: * What 
do you care ? Y ou have not either to pay, or to receive 
the amount. Even supposing that you executed this 
document; as the royal court has ceased to exist, 
what is the value of all these bonds ? * He rejoined: 

‘You may say anything you please; I neither 
executed a bond in favour of Chandras^nan, nor do I tvni 
know him ; I can prove my statement—that is certain. 

As I am unwell, and at times lose my senses, please 
do not mind anything discourteous, or unmeaning 
that I may say. That is all.* They then took leave 
of him, stating that they would report the matter 
to the Governor. Ho upon this said to them: ‘I 
am in a desperate state of health: if the Governor 
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wishes to bring an accusation such as this against 
me, he is at liberty to do what he pleases. It 
appears that he has said that T am a prisoner hore.*" 

The Company’8 peons added that these persons 
departed saying: ** Very well, sir, we will mention 
all this to the Governor.” 1 thought then w ithin 
myself: “God is right in visiting me with this 
trouble. Although this man was about to depart, I 
detained him at my own cost in viow to effect some 
arrangement by which the Governor would be pro¬ 
fited. This is the return for my kindness. It is but 
just that my sendees should be requited by conduct 
sullying my honour.” I therefore prayed to God 
to deliver me from blame consequent on any misdeed 
that might be perpetrated in the course of this affair. 

Monday, J+th April 171+6, or 2Glh Vanyuni of 
Krodhana .—This evening at 5, at the bidding of 
the Governor, a peou summoned mo to his presence. 
I asked where he was. He replied that he was 
at the corner bastion which is now being erected 
on the sea-shore. I asked him whether the Gover¬ 
nor had sent for anybody olse. He replied that 
two other peons had been despatched to summon 
Tanappa Mudali and Malaiyappa Mudali. I then, 
in obedience to the call made, repaired to the 
corner bastion. Chinna Mudali and my brother 
TiruvGngadam, had gono to the Deputy Governor, 
in connection with the petitions and counter-petitions 
of M. de Luucho and M. de Bausset. The latter and 
the lessees of the suburban villages had preferred 
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a complaint against M, do Louche of having mis- Chav , 
appropriated certain lands ; and lie in return charged XJ Vj 
ih ile Hausset with the clandestine sale of ground 1740 
m the villages, the removal and disposal of trees in 
the boundary hedge, and other frauds. Malaiyappa 
Moduli, also, was with Chinna Moduli and my 
brother at the time. 

When f approached the Governor,, he advanced 
a few steps towards me, and said: " 3,500 Pondi- 
( horj pagodas of eight touches were delivered to 
M * Ihilaurena on behalf of Hakabatram Amrn&l, the 
widow ol Kanakarfiya Mudali, and her daughter- f - OT(iriiar 
in-law, Chandra Muttu Amm5t, at 6, on the eveniug 
of Saturday the 24th [2ndJ instant. Here is the lMtic *- 
Company’s bond for the amount, in which it is men¬ 
tioned that this sum was paid on behalf of the two 
women by Tduappa Mudali, Malaiyappa Mudali, and 
you ; and that twotbirds of it belong to Nakshatram 
Aiumill, the remaining third being the share of 
Chandra Muttm The interest has been fixed at 7 per 
cent,, anil it is stipulated that they shall draw it once 
a year. The bond has been signed by all the members 
of Council, and bears the Company’s seal. You had 
better deliver it to the widow of Kao aka ray a. Mudali, [ljr 
and tell her to quit the house/ 1 l replied : " Very 
well. I will do us directed/* He then asked what ^ 
had been the end of the affair of the ear-rin^s T 
responded: "Chinna Mudali asked Malaiyappa 
Mudali to make oath in tho church* Accordingly, 
when they w ont there yesterday morning, to attend 
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the service, Chinna Mudali applied to the chief priost 
to administer the oath, but the latter said that this 
could not be allowed in a church, and told them to 
come on the morrow, promising to settle the matter 
then.** He further said: “ . . . * ^ ou may 
remove the seal affixed by you to tho house, and 
tell the peons and the accountant Ranga 1’iljai 
to resume their duties at tho court.” I there¬ 
upon answered : “ Chinna Mudali has represented 
to me that in the event of my seal being removed; 
and the peons being ordered back to their duties, 
the wi<low should quit the house, and that so long 
as she stays in it, the seal must remain untouched; 
and the peons also must remain on guard.” Tho 
Governor on this replied : “ Remove your seal, and 
let him affix his instead of it. Let tho peons con¬ 
tinue there.’* We went along conversing as far 
as the custom-house, where we parted. He went 
homewards, and J to Kanakaraya Mudali’s house. 
I sent for the court accountant Azhagappa Mudali, 
and Malaiyappa Mudali, and seated myself on the 
pial of the opposite house. Handing to them, for 
delivery to Nakshatram Animal, the Company’s bond 
for 3,500 pagodas, I commissioned them to tell 
her politely that as Chinna Mudali and she could 
not agree with one another in the same house, 
it was tho desire of the Governor that she should 
betake herself to the building assigned to her as a

Your brother-in-law, 
Tunappa Mudali, pertinaciously insists that you 
should quit the house.

Chinna Mudali ,TT* Jh .tl-, 
having arrived just then, I communicated to him tho 
answer given by Kanakaraya Mudali'3 widow, took 
leave of him, and departed.

I accordingly 
instructed the court accountant to prepare a copy 
of the document supplied to the widow* of Kanaka- 
raya Mudali, and obtain tho signatures of tho 
twenty arbitrators to it. 

Wnlne^hnj, 6th April 17'k 5 , or 28th Panpnni of 
Krodhan n,—This morning at 10, Tauappa Mudali, 
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the brother of E&n&karfij r a Mudali, who was on 
his way to the Governor* came to mo, and said * 
<[ The disputa between Malaiyappa Modali and mo, 
in connection with the emerald ear-rings, has yet 
to bo settled. The priests of the church refuse 
to accord permission for the administration of any 
oath within the building. The matter has conse¬ 
quently to be decided by the Governor. Will you 
therefore kindly go with me to him ? In com¬ 
pliance with hts request, I accompanied him. As 
soon as we had seated ourselves in the house, the 
mace-bearer camo to me, and said that the Governor 
wanted mo. When I entered his presence, he 
exclaimed : ft Have you not yet disposed of that case 
of the bazaar-keepers ? It is a most trifling busi¬ 
ness ; not, worth a cash. How many months is it 
now, since I spoke to you about it ? You have not 
attended to the matter. It was a mistake on my 
part to have commissioned you to settle it* This 
is the way with natives. I told you that Tiruv^n* 
gadam’s note was in the house of Pedro* and asked 
you to bring it away* Yon have not done this, 
too. You never pay heed bo what. I bid you/ 1 I 
replied i “ Sir, which of your orders have I failed 
to carry out? However difficult of execution, have 
J not always—by your favour—discharged your 
commissions ? Misled apparently by evil counsels, 
they [the bazn nr -keepers] do not heed my advice. 
This is due to the present being their unfortunate 
time. So long as they refuse to obey your orders, 
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they are paying the penalty for their past sins against 
God, who inflicts punishment on them through you/’ 

I thus, in an indirect way, gave vent to my disappro¬ 
bation of his attitude towards them. He t hen asked 
what, the terms of the agreement which I had re¬ 
quired of them were. I replied ; ** I told thorn that 
there was no hurry as regards payment and offered 
long pieriods for liquidation of the debt. [ said that 
neither Bangs FLUai, nor Avunaclmla Chotti, w ould 
Iron bio them about their duos. I induced the Com¬ 
pany’s merchants to inform them individually that 
the collection of the outstandings would bo under¬ 
taken by mo. I also caused each of them to be 
advised by their respective friends. Sometimes 
they agree , . . ■ But, by whose advice X do not 
know* they subsequently withdraw their promises, 
and relapse into perversity/’ The Governor there¬ 
upon sumtnoiled his accountant Rnnga Pillai, and 
said to him : X shall instruct the Deputy Governor 
to release those tradesmen* and bazaar-keepers 
. ♦ . **’ Ho then dismissed him, and turning 

to me, remarked ; if "What do you say to my sugges¬ 
tion ?" I replied : i£ la there any possibility of 
error in your judgment ? Gar minds are generally 
confined to quo thing at a time. But yours is an 
ail-embracing one, and is occupied, at. one and tho 
same time, with the whole of the weighty affairs of 
state. It does not behove me to make remarks on 
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your judgment.” To this ho said nothing beyond 
“ Many thanks.” Ho then asked whether the dis¬ 
pute botwoen Lazar and Pedro’s brother-in-law, 
touching the ear-rings, had come to an ond. I 
replied: “ The priest rofused to permit them to take 
an oath in tho church. They have come here to 
huvo it settlod by you.” He then bade mo summon 
the chief priest of the church of St. Paul, named 
Coeurdoux. I instructed the mace-bearer to tell him 
to attend. He accordingly came, had an interview 
with the Governor, and roturned. The Governor 
then called Lazar, Malaiyappa M udali and me inside, 
and said : “ The priest states that it is not usual to 
take oaths in a church. This is true; and nobody 
should do it.” He next turned to Lazar, and ob¬ 
served : ** There is a crucifix in your house; let 
him sw’ear before it.” Then, addressing Malaiyappa 
Mudali, ho exclaimed: “ Tako an oath before that 
crucifix.” After sayingthis, ho bade us depart, and 
we rotired. As w'e were standing outside, he again 
called me in, and said in connection with the matter 
of the bazaar-keepers : 

“ I am resolved to relinquish my claim upon 
them. You also need not demand any bond from 
them for their liability. Hut you should make it 
appear that 1 do so on your account . . . • You 

should, in their presence, represent to mo that they 
are quite w illing to pay, but that they are in very 


* Perished in tho origins!. 
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distressed circumstances ; that their conduct has Cll ^< 
damaged their character much, and that they have —- 

lost credit; that they fool highly disgraced; and 
that I must therefore be so good as to pardon their 
offence, and protect them. 'i ou must persuade 
thorn to appeal to me in this style, and make 
them fall at ray feet. 1 will then dismiss them, 
making it appear as though I released them on your 
intercession. But you need not be afraid that the 
responsibility for this will attach to you. 1 liavo TU ' ,J ' ' 
abandoned the flatter. Hot i do not wish that an 
impression should bo created that 1 have done so 
owing to my inability to recover the money. Both 
Aruuachala Chetti and my accountant have been 
much benefited by demanding payment from them 
on my behalf. You need not delay this matter any 
longer; not cron for half an Indian hour." I then J»*H£ io 
took leave of him, and betook myself to the arecanut 
storehouse, where I sat down. There Chinn a 
Mudali and Mulaiyappa Moduli presented themselves Sr 1 * 
before me, and 1 offered them seats. The former 
invited me to bis house. 1 accordingly wont, in 
company with thorn, to Kanakariya Mudali s house SEEmS 10 
and sat along with them in the hall facing north, 
which is in the front portion of the building. Tanappa win lor. 
Mudali then soot for the catechist, and ponding his 
coming, we all engaged in conversation. In the 
meanwhile, Jagamv&a Mudali arrived, as also three 
or four other Christiana. Madras Erams Nayakkan 
an elephant dealer, who is a party to a suit here, 
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MadAiifindfi Pandit, Gdpdla Aiyan, Krishnaiytm the 
Hasty, Eudapalli Yenkatachalu Aiyan, with his two 
sons, goldsmith Ramoji, anti somo others; about 
fifteen or twenty in number, casually joined us. 
Asarappa Mndali, the son of Savarimuttn Mmhili, 
was also present* Lofore this assembly, Lai lappa 
Moduli presented, the crucifix to MalaiyappaMndali, 
and called upou him to swear that the pair of emer¬ 
ald ear-rings which ho wore had been given to him 
by Kanakariya Mndali, ns an absolute gift, Malab 
yappa Mudali, receiving the crucifix in his bands, 
swore thus: “ Kanakaraya Mudali presented the 
ear-rings in dispute to me. Ho said that I might 
keep them for ever, and need not return them, 
I declare this in the presence of the Lord, whose 
image I hold. 1 * Turnip pa Mndali then escorted 
the audience, one by one, out as far as the entrance 
door, and afterwards repaired to his own residence. 
We all, taking leave of him, returned homo. 

Every one was of opinion that whilst Mid&iyappa 
MudalTs statement was a perjury, Ghinna Mudali s 
conduct was reprehensible, in that, for such a paltry 
matter he required an oath to be taken in his house. 
The pair of emerald ear-rings was worth about 150 
pagodas—at. the most not more than 200. People, 
with one voice, expressed their surprise that Malai- 
yappo Mndali should have forsworn himself for this 
sum. They spoke, also, in contemptuous terms of 
the character of Tanuppa Mudali who, though ho 
had procured with the smallest oE trouble the estate 
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of his brother Kanakaraya Mudali. worth 40,000 or c*ap. 
50,000 pagodas, had yet demurred to leaving the ear- — 
rings with Kanakardya Mudali’s brother-in-law : his * **** 
brother had parted with them five years ago, on the 
occasion of his trip to Kariktll—either on loan or for 
good ; the man had worn them in his ears all along, 
and had evinced his anxiety to retain them. I hose 
considerations should, in the opinion of the public, 
have been enough to appeal to his sense ot equity, 
and compel him to renounce any claim to them. It. 
was consequently dishonourable on the part of C hinna 
Mmlali to call upon him to swoar in his house. 

I had in my possession 114 crescent • pagodas out 
of tho sum payable to Xakshn train Annual, the \n idow j£ ainlA . 
of Kanakarfiya Mudali. I sent the money to her 
through Azhagappa Mudali, the court accountant, 
and bade him explain to her how tho wholo sum of 
4,200 pagodas had been made up. He informed mo 
that he had delivered the amount to her, in the 
presence of her brother Malaiyappa Mudali. 

Monday , 11th April 17k6 , or 2nd Chitlxrai of 
Akshaya. —’Ali Akbar arrived this evening, in a 
carriage. He came from Chanda Sahib, who is 
at Satara. His retinue comprised twenty servants 
and messengers. Raza Sahib, tho son of Chanda 
Sahib, Sama Rao, and two Muhammadans, sot out 
on horseback, with two Brahmans in chariots, to 
welcome him to Pondichery. He was conducted to 


• Thin vu tho dcrioo on ono fnco of th# Poniliohery pagodn. 
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Chand& Sahib’s house, where he took up his abode. 
It was reported that he was sent by Chanda Sahib, 
with instructions to have the debts due to the 
sowcars who had on a previous occasion cotue with 
Sama Rao, settled at once. It further transpired 
that Chand& Sahib had received from Bengal a 
letter from Ragh&ji BhOnsla. In this it was stated 
that he had conquered the whole of that country; 
that the Nawab, and other chief men, had fled; that 
he was intending to return after appointing re¬ 
sponsible persons to conduct the affairs of govern¬ 
ment; and that having done this, he would take 
Chanda S&hib with him to Arcot, mako him subalidar, 
and also put him in possession of Trichinopoly. On 
receipt of this communication, Chanda Sfihib resolved 
that the money due to the sowcars should be paid 
before he reached Arcot. lie therefore sent his 
bosom friend, ’All Akbar, who had followed him to 
Satdra, and shared his fortunes, with a message to 
his wife and others in Pondichery, bidding them 
discharge tho debts. This information was given to 
mo bv Gdp&luswumi aud Pettukk&ni Bapu Chetti, as 
having been imparted to them by Sama Rao. Let 
us see what will happen next. 

At 6 this evening, tho Governor received a letter 
from Karikdl, to the following effect: A ship called 
the Pondichery Marchand y and commanded by M. 
Pu§], proceeded from Mascareignc to Mahd. Instead 
of returning to Mascareignc, as the original intention 
appears to have been, she w as cruising off Kolachei 
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am] th© neighbourhood of that port. The B&jfi 
of Tiuvaneoro sent for SI. Pu8l, and suggested to 
him that as news had been received that two or 
three English ships were mating for those parts, he 
ought to consult the safety of his charge, and depart 
for some more secure locality, IVT, Paid the a took 
his vessel to Karikal, and having discharged the 
cargo of firewood with which she was laden, and her 
ballast, sailed for the Danish port of Traufjuebar, 
where he anchored. Whilst in the roads there, 
the shtp was surrounded by five English men-of-war, 
which engaged her during the whole night, if. 
Fuel, seeing that lie could not cope with the enemy, 
rati his craft on shore, landed with his men, and 
blew her up. The Danish Governor commanding 
the fort of Tranrjuobar saw what occurred, and 
enraged at tho manifestation of hostility by the 
English in a friendly port, ordered a few cannon 
shot to be fired at their ships, which returned the 
fire, killing a gunner, and wounding two of the 
garrison, Tho Danish Governor, seeing this, ex¬ 
claimed : “ W© are weak j they are strong. Let it 
be. God is post. An inquiry will surely he made 
into this matter In Europe.” So saying, he wrote 
a letter to M. Paradis convening mtelligence of what 
had taken place. The Governor of Pomlichory is 
reported to have said on receipt of this news: “ M. 
Pucl has done well to run his ship ashore, to 
©scape capture by the English, When the circum¬ 
stances of this matter become known in detail to the 
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King of Denmark, he will surely demand satisfac¬ 
tion of the King of England for the hostile attack 
made by the English in a friendly port, and for the 
killing of a gunner, and the wounding of two men in 
the Danish service. The people of one nation cannot 
attack those of another, although they are their 
enemies, when the latter are protected by the flag 
of a neutral power. If such a thing happens, it 
is equivalent to a declaration of war by the first 
nation against the third. If the former of these, 
however, repudiates any hostile intention, it is bound 
to decapitate tho offenders. This being the law 
of Europe, there is scarcely a doubt that the head 
of Commodore Barnet will be struck off.” Two or 
three respectable Frenchmen, who overheard theso 
remarks of the Governor, communicated them to me. 
M. Lo Maire, M. Cornet, and two or three other 
Frenchmen, told rao that other matters will be made 
known when M. Puel, the captaiu who blow his 
ship up, comes to Pondiehery.

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Tuesday , 12th April 17b6, or 3rd Chittirai of 
Aknhaya .—The Deputy Governor of Tranquebar, 
whoso name I do not know, came to Pondichery this 
morning. He is plump and smooth, like a sw'eet 
potato pulled out of sandy ground. lie has a broad 
face, and is tall and robust. He was on his way from 
Madras, and halting at Minakshi Animal’s choultry 
sent word here of his arrival. Thereupon, M. de 
Kerjean the nephew of the Governor, and an officer 
of the guard, whose uame is not known, went to meet 
him at the outpost, and bring him to Pondichery. 
As he entered the town-gate, a salute of thirteen 
guns w’as fired. The Governor advanced along the 
northern veraudali of his residence to meet him. 
Receiving him w ith an embrace, he conducted him into 
the house. Coffee w as served to the guests as soon 
as they were seated, and a conversation oh general 
subjects ensued. The newcomer spoke French well. 
The Governor and he then talked on confidential 
matters. After this, dinnor w’as served, and when t ho 
guests sat down, nineteen guns, followed by three 
more salutes, were fired. When I came to consider 
why such distinguished honour should bo shown 
to this individual, the following reasons suggested 
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themselves to me, The sloop which was fitted out 
by the French for Mini it hi, curried a Danish flag and 
passport, and had on board a captain and a deputy 
captain, who were Danes. The Danes, moreover, 
had always promptly obliged the French In every¬ 
thing that they asked. Besides this, there was the 
affair of the mishap to M, Fuchs vessel, which was 
attacked by English ships when in the roads at 
Tr&nquebar; and there was the subsequent conflict 
between the English aud the Danes. It w t ouM 
therefore uppmr that rhe French wished to propitiate 
the laf ter, and hence the great honour shown to the 
Danish Deputy Governor. After dinner, the guest 
was taken out for a drive, and was accompanied by 
the w ife of the Governor, and other ladies, and a feu 
Councillors and officials, who rode in their carriages 
or palanquins. On his return, the Deputy Gov¬ 
ernor was regaled at 3 with supper, and taken to 
the hoik so of M. Mathieu, where lodgings wore 
assigned to him, and where ho slept for tho night* 

As the Governor had directed me to despatch, 
by a boat, jars of ghee nud cables, for shipment on 
board the ship lying at Ajambar&i, l went to the 
beach this forenoon. Whilst 1 was superintending 
operations there, Raniachandra Aiyaii, the son of 
MGlugiri Pandit, came, and expressed satisfaction at 
seeing me* fi It seems a year, ” he said, “ since you 
visited these parts; and l bless this day because 
1 have mot you.’ lie next asked mo whether I 
intended to take up the appointment of chief 
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dubfieh. I replied : “ Why should l desire the place r 
Does the Governor treat mo with less courtesy 
because I am not chief dub&ah ? In fact, he 
accords to mo more honour than to those who have 
filled that post. If I wanted it, he would this 
instant give it to me. Hut Chinna Mudali, the 
younger brother of Kanakarilya Mudali, is already 
acting in it, and he is likely to be confirmed.” 
Edina oh and rn Aiyau rejoined : " Chinna Mudali will 
never get the appointment. He is not lit for it. 
When he was interpreter of the court he was guilty 
of many misdeeds. He took bribes of one cash and 
upwards. Besides, the Governor has called him a 
donkey. So say all the other Europeans. For these 
reasons, ho will never got the place.” " L But I have 
another communication to make to you,” ho con¬ 
tinued ; 14 and it Is this : The Governor has said, in 
the prose me of all the oilier Europeans, that you 
are the onlv [jerson fitted for the post, and that 
he is determined to give it to you, M, Mirau, 
also, has tohl my elder brother at the mint—and 
he is my informant—that the Governor intends 
to confer it on you. M. he Bon and other Euro¬ 
peans residing near the beach moreover have said 
b * » 

WrJne*tfatf t 13th ,-lpri/ 17 b6, or fyth Ctnltlrai of 
Aksha>;a. —At i 1 tlii 9 morning, the following took 
place before the Governor. K&sava Rao, who, it 
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tuny be known,arrived sometimeago in the capacity 
of agent for Fat toll Sing, sent by a follower of his, a 
lean Brill man, a letter to the Governor which pur¬ 
ported to have como From bis employer, This was 
road and explained to the Governor by Madan&nda 
1 ’audit ai id Tfiaappa Mudali. As interpretad, it stated 
that the w riter had addressed to Nawslb Anwar-nd-din 
Kirin a letter on behalf of Sahuji Rajd of Tanjore ; 
that bis communication was treated by the Naw&b 
with silence; and that ho was prepared to collect 
a force* and take the necessary action. It next 
bogged the delivery to KSstivfl. Rao of Rs, 30,000 in 
order to meet the expenses of collecting men, adding 
that the loan would be discharged, either from the 
treasury of the Raja of T&ujore, or by transfer 
of the debts duo by Chanda Sahib* This request 
was couched in very polite terms, and it. was further 
stated that when the writer could come to Pondi- 
cliory, and have a personal interview with the 
Governor, many ether things would be made known* 
When the rendering of the letter was finished, the 
Governor asked the interpreters what they thought 
of it. Madanfinda Pandit replied that judging from 
it* tenor, it seemed to him that the letter was not 
written by the person by whom it purported to have 
been, but by some underling of Ids ■ that it did nob 
apt tear to have been the work of the official who 
usually conducted such correspondence, nor was it 
in his style ; that it read as if it was the composition 
of a little boy ; that if it had really emanated from 
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the source from which it claimed to do, it would not 
have been couched in such respectful—nay abject— 
terms, and that he was therefore compelled to 
regard it as a forgery Tho Governor concurred in 
this opinion, and sent away tho lean Urdhman who 
brought tho letter, with a reply that the matter 
could be discussed next day when K&sava Rao a|>- 
pearod in person. All this was reported to me by 
Madananda Pandit. 

At 10 this morning, Wandiwash Tiruvfingada 
Pillai was taken from prison, and placed before 
the Governor; as was also the wife of Kastftri 
Rangaiyan, the subordinate chief of the peons at 
Trichinopoly. The Governor addressed Tiruv£ngada 
Pillai thus: “ On the one hand this woman asserts 
that she has lent you a certain amount; on the 
other, you deny her claim. Now, go to Vddapnri 
tswaran’s temple, put out the light that stands 
there, aud take your oath that you do not owe her 
any money ” He next summoned V5ra Chetti, aud 
directed him also to take his oath in the temple— 
by putting out the light—that he had not written 
the bond. Tiruvfingada Pillai and Vir& Chetti, 
assented to this. The Governor next turned to 
the formor, and told him that it was not proper 
for a servant of the Company to take an oath, aud 
that if he did, he must forfeit the appointment 
which ho held at Kariksil. On this ho said to the 
Governor: “ If it please you, 1 will go to Kiirikal 
only after you have given me permission to do so.”

upon Muttukiimnran the brother-in-law of Asfirappa -—- 

Mudali, an adherent of Tanappa Mudali, Kriindsi ‘ 
Pandit the subordinate chief of tho peons, and £J|J u < {jy£ 
Anndmalai Nayinar, were deputed to go with tho ^.iianw 
parties in the case, in order to see to the adminis¬ 
tration of the oath. On their way, they came to me 
at the arecanut storehouse, where I then was, and tiwj 

oonrenc 

mentioned all that had happened. They also told 
me that they were proceeding to tho temple to S& W1V 
witness the taking of the oath by those concerned. 

I said to them : “ Whorovor there are hollows in 
tho ground, there water gathers. Why hesitate if 
your minds are free from fear? Is not this matter 
known throughout the land ? ” Having made thoso 
remarks, I bade them go. They then repaired to 
tho temple of V r £dapuri tswaran. Wandiwash Tiru- 
v^ngada Pillai, when he took the oath, declared: 

“ I only know that I wont to Rangaiyan*s wife on s»mi<innn 
three occasions, and gave her 29 fanams, and two 
measures of rice. I know no more. I never bor¬ 
rowed any money of her, nor did I execute any 
bond in her favour.” So saying, he extinguished the 
light, and tore up the bond. VSrd Chotti declared: 

“ I never wrote out this bond, neither do I know 
its history,” and he, too, put out the light. The 
wife of Kasturi Rangaiyan then said to the people 
assembled there: 44 I have done this because Tiru- 
vAngada Pijjai made a similar statement before. His 
boldness has not yet departed from him.” After

this, the two peons who had been set to watch her 
were directed by the chief of the peons, under orders 
from the Governor, to cease their surveillance; and 
they accordingly did so. Tiruvftngada Pillai, after 
he had taken the oath, was released from custody, and 
went homo. The complaint against him was lodged 
on the 7th Arp pi si of Krodhana [20th October 
1745], by Kast&ri Rangaiyan’s w ife, who demanded 
payment from him of 1,000 pagodas, with interest 
thereon. On the 24th, T6th November] Tiruvflngada 
Pillai was confined in the prison at the western gate 
of the fort; he was afterwards removed to that 
at the eastern gate, from which he was taken to tho 
court-prison. Thus, ho lay in confinement for a 
total poriod of six months, loss three days. Seeing 
that he was destined to undergo six months 
imprisonment, of what avail could any endeavours 
to effect his release be ? None can escape the 
decrees of Providence. His destiny being this day 
fulfilled, he was set at liborty. 

On considering this transaction, it appeal's to me 
that our lordly Govornor was bereft of sense; and 
it was in this wise. He turned a deaf ear to the 
repeated solicitations of TiruvSngada Pillai, who 
whilst agreeing to pay down the 1,000 pagodas 
claimed in tho bond, demanded an investigation 
at the hands of arbitrators, as to its genuineness. 
Tiruvfingada Pillai said: “If Rangaiyan’s wife bo 
proved guilty of forging the bond, let the fact bo 
proclaimed; and let her be punished, and driven 
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out of this. If, on tho other hand, I should be 
shown to be the culprit, I will pay such fine, and 
submit to such punishment, as may be inflicted by 
the Company.” Although repeatedly urged to make 
inquiry, tho Governor remained obdurate. He would 
take tho advice of no one, but followed the counsel 
of Ranga Pillai, his accountant. In tho meantime, 
petitions woro sent by the bazaar-keepers to the 
Councillors, and to the priests of tho church of 
St. Paul, complaining that the Governor had brought 
ruin on them. Noting tho opposition offered to 
him, and the loud complaints which woro being 
made, his wife remonstrated with him day and 
night. She pictured to him the dislike harboured by 
the Councillors, and the unpopularity which ho was 
courting at the hands of tho people, who, day after 
day, abused him for his unjust handling of every¬ 
thing that ho undertook. It was only on being 
awakened by tho remonstrances of his wife to a 
sense of his danger, that he directed the settlement 
of the case by the administration of an oath. Had 
he, disguising whatever fear he might havo had at 
heart, assumed a bold front, and on the strength 
of tho conclusion arrived at by Kanakaraya Mudali 
after inquiry, that the bond was a forgery, sent the 
woman out of the town with a threat and an 
injunction not to do the like again, released tho 
man from custody, and permitted him to join his 
appointment: had he done this, and also taken 
the money which he had to receive, he would have 
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preserved his credit, and gained the esteem of the 
public* As, however, tie thought tit to pursue a 
crooked policy in the conduct of this business ho 
only brought on himself discredit, lost what he 
would otherwise have obtained, and earned for 
himself the reputation of being an inefficient man* 1 
could fill ton pages at loast with remarks on this 
matter ; but l refrain from doing so, because it does 
not appear to me to be proper. Those who are wise 
mil comprehend the whole thing at a glance. Those 
who are not, would fail to understand even the most 
elaborate disquisit i o n on the subject. In the eveuing 
at half-past 6, I went to congratulate TinrvGngada 
Pillai. Others of the townspeople did t lies same. 

Thursday t l£th April 17frG y or 5th VfdUitai of 
Ahhapa.—iiiL the night of this day, I sent for Mari 
Cliotti, and having impressed on him the fact that 
two or three traders who had been confined with him 
in the court-prison had obtained their release by 
executing bonds for the payment in instalments of 
the money due to the Governor, advised him to 
do the like, and go home. Ho hesitated, persisting 
in arguing the point; and it grew late. Intimating 
to him, therefore, that the matter would be discussed 
next day, I directed that ho should bo taken to 
the house of the chief of the peons, instead of to the 
court-prison* 

Friday , 15th April 17116, nr 6fh ChiHirni of 
Ahhoija .—-This morning, I bad Min Oheiti brought 
before me at tho distillery, from the house of the 
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chief of the peons, where he was detained, f again ch«, 
talked with him on the subject of the previous 
night, and explained the terms of the instalment- LjiS ' K 

bond which he was required to execute. In the 
meantime, D6y&m Taudavarayan, and Ran gun the 
brother of Gdvincbm, who had previously been in car* owiaiu 
cerate d with other traders in the court-prison, called 
together the parents of Miiri Ghetti. and a few men thaYmSkri 
and women, and went with them to the house of the 
Deputy Governor. They took their stand before the 
gate, and loud enough for the Deputy Governor, 
who was within the house, to hear them, they bawled 
out a complaint that the traders who were taken to 
the court-prison were confined in a room, and not 
allowed to go out to take their food, or answer the 


calls of nature; and that they were tortured by being 
com polled to inhale the smoke of burning chillies. 

M. Legou, the Deputy Governor, hearing the noise 
came out, and inquired who they were. They replied ^ 
they were traders. He told them that they were Kir' 
a pack of rogues, and directed them to go away, k ’ m J. 
warning them, at the same time, of the consequences 
which would befall them if they did not agree to pay 
the money due to the Govert]or. They thereafter 
wont to M. Ban Indemy, and complained to him 
that, having summoned Mari Chetti before me, and 
finding that he would not execute the bond demanded 
of him, I had caused his hands to bo tied behind 
Mm, and having hung him head downwards, was 
beating him; that, the ropes with which ho was 
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bound were moistened with water to make them swell, 
and cut through the flesh; that the victim of this 
cruelty was also boing compelled to inhale chilly- 
smoke, and was lying at death’s door; and that the 
men taken to the court-prison were confined iu one 
room, were not allowed to answer tho calls of nature, 
and were tortured by being forced to breathe chilly- 
smoke. Thpse and other false charges were mado 
before M. Bartlidlemy, who told the accusers that 
ho had nothing to do with the matter. They next 
proceeded to tho residence of the Governor. They 
were met at the gate by Chinna Mudali, who told 
them that it would not be proper for the whole party 
to enter the house; and that two of them had better 
go in, and make the complaint. To this they would 
not agree. They then went to MM. Dulaurens, 
Miran, Le Mairo, and other Councillors; and to the 
priests of the church, before whom, severally, they 
preferred in detail the saino charge as they had made 
before M. Bnrthdlemy. M. Minin, however, caused 
them to repeat their complaints, took them down 
in writing, and went to the Governor, to whom he 
handed the deposition of tho traders, and stated 
what they had told him. The Governor remarked 
in reply that what was alleged could not have 
occurred; that it was true that he had deputed me 
to bring the traders to terms; that two or three of 
them had already exocuted instalmout-bouda, and 
had boon released from custody; and that two or 
three more—as I have said—had agreed to do tho 
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same. He pointed out that it was therefore im¬ 
possible that such things could have happened, but 
nevertheless he said that he would sond for me 
and others, and make an inquiry; and finding that 
it was almost meal-time, he asked M. Mirau to dine 
with him. A peon was accordingly sent to fetch me. 

Whilst this was going on, I was at th* distillery- 
house endeavouring to bring Mari Chetti to terms. 
As I was thus engaged, his wife arrived, and said 
to her husband : “ Dfivfim T&ndavarayan, and 

Rangan the brother of GOviudan, told us that 
you were being beaten by Auanda Rangu Pillai. 
They took with them your parents, and some 
others, and have gone to make a complaint to the 
Governor. I have come here to ascertain what has 
happened.’* M&ri Chetti replied that they lied, 
and that he was merely having a talk with me. 
He thereupon told her to depart, which she did. 
I continued to try to convince him, but in vain. 
I then sent him away to the house of the chief of 
the peons, and went homo at half-past 12. I was 
bathing, when ono of the Company’s peons dolivorod 
a message to me that the Governor required my 
prosonce, after I had taken my meal. Having 
oaten my food, I set out at half-past 1, for the Gov¬ 
ernor’s house. My arrival was reported to him, 
and he thereupon sent forChinna Mudali, who came 
at once. Ho had previously summoned D6vam 
T&ndavar&yan, and Ranga Pillai the brother of 
Govindan, and they were already there. Chinna 
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Anah&a ravqa pijbt. 


Ctui'a Mudali and I presented ourselves before him. As

l7 ^ with him at table, the Governor when he saw ns left 
it, and retired with M. Mi ran to his writing room. 
Oh lima Mudali, T %davar&yan, and Raugan, were

rflyan and Raugan what they hud said to M. Mirati 
SSSl 81 " regarding my treatment of them. To this question 
they replied that they had already stated I had do no 
tfenrfc. them no injury, but that tlio warders of the court* 
prison had put thorn to a good deal of annoyance, by 
not permitting them to go out, either to take their 
meals, or to answer the calls of nature. The Gov* 
ernor then asked what they meant by telling a tale 
to M. Miran about my having caused M&ri Chetti 
to be hung up head down wants, and beaten in 
that position, and about ihlri Chotti’a being coin* 
Gann»r pelled to in spile the fumes of chillies, etc, ; and then

ST"- quite a different story to him. They replied that 
they had not said what was imputed to them, and 
that they only complained against the warders as 
regards their treatment of them when prisoners. 
M. Miran testified that he took down their state* 
meats as they were translated to him by his inter¬ 
preter, Silrappa Mudali, for whom he then sent. 
The Governor now made a sign to mo to advance 
Qui^itou, from where I was seated apart, and asked me wliat 
I had done to induce the traders to come to 
terms. I replied that a few of these men had 
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sent their relatives to treat with mo: that on my cm*.

were a litigious set and that I could not nut faith limpid

in their words, they besought me to listen to 
them, and agreed to execute bonds undertaking to 
pay by instalments; and that thereupon I com¬ 
municated this to him, took documents from two 
or throe of the traders, and released them from 
custody. I added that, whilst I was treating with 
Mfiri Chetti this day on the subject of his bond, 
tho two men mentioned above collected a crowd, 
and made false charges against mo to tho Coun¬ 
cillors and the priests, to the effect that I had 
beaten and otherwise ill-treated him; and that this 
was all I knew T about tho matter. He asked me 
why I did not make a report to him. I replied: 

“ la not this a complaint preferred against me ? 

I therefore thought it would bo hotter to wait 
until my accusers had had their say. I did not 
liko to prejudice your mind by first telling you 
what I knew.” Chinna Mudali then said to the n>in«» 

Mudali 

Governor : “ These people came, and complaiued 
to me. I investigated their allegations, and finding 
that they were making false charges, I spoke 
angrily to them, and bade them go away.” “ Why ojjjgor 
did you not of your own accord tell me about this ? ”, h ‘ in 
asked the Governor. He in reply alleged that as a 
crowd had gathered at the time, he could not find an 
opportunity-to convey to him any intimation of what 
had occurred. Sftrappa Mudali, the interpreter of 
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M. Mi ran, who had been sent for, no* came. The 
Governor desired him to repeat whal Ttndavar&yan, 
and Hangan, had stated to M, .\iiran. Ho stood 
trembling in every limb; his tongue clove to tko 
roof of his month; and he was unable to utter even a 
word. The Governor said encouragingly to him: 
“ Be not afraid. Toll us what happened." Sdrappa 
Mudali stammered out a few unintelligible words, 
and then exclaimed in Tamil: [< There are witnesses 
who heard what these complainants told me* The 
men who before this said certain things to mo, now 
don} - them altogether. ” T his speech was in terpreted 
by Cli inn a Mudali to the Governor, who then turned 
to Tfmdavariyan, and Riingan, and wrathfully asked 
them what harm the Councillor-? and priests, to 
whom they had made false complaints, could do to 
him. He next addressed M. Mi ran, and said with 
anger, both in his voice and manner : “ Ts it not 
because you, and all the other Councillors have 
given occasion for indignities to bo heaped upon 
me — inasmuch as you have not in the first instance 
properly investigated the false complaints preferred 
by these dogs —that, these worthless mdn do as they 
like. Now, do not M, Dulaurons and all of you 
share in the profits realised by the sale of goods to 
these traders ? Am I alone the gainer thereby ? 
Do we not all equally share both the profit and 
the loss ? ’* M. Miron, frowning, replied : “ This la 
the first time that 1 over hoard these complaints. 
As soon as 1 did so, T reported them to you, in 
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order that inquiry might bo made/* The Governor 
afterwards directed that Tlndavarayan and Rangun, 
should bo confined in the court-prison, and sent 
them away in custody. Ho nest told Chinna >fudaU 
to go to the court on the hearing day, and ask the 
Deput y Governor to take up, as the Erst for hearing, 
tho case of false charge of which these two men 
were guilty, and to mete out to them a proper 
punishment. I thereafter went to the distillery- 
house, and sent Arnn&ohala Mnttu Chetti to my 
brother, Tiruvtngada Filial, to communicate to Mm 
all the tidings of the day. Towards evening, AlfLri 
Chetti came, and having executed before me a bond 
for payment in instalments, in favour of Wandiwosh 
Ranga Pillai—his house being the security for the 
money duo by him to tho Governor—ho returned to 
the house of the chief of the peons. 

Two Indian hours before daybreak this morning, 
Rnngamnii’d, the wife of Kastflri Rangaiyan, the 
Subordinate chief of the peons, escaped from Pondi- 
chery, to avoid her creditors. Tydga Aiyan, I he 
older sister’s son of GApdlakrisbna Aiyan, was dis¬ 
tressed bemuse she fieri with 130 paged as of his 
money, A few consoled him for the toss. by saying 
that ho had had his satisfaction otherwise* A 
few others, who hoped to reap a little money hy 
tho scandal, wore much chagrined, and remained 
in-doors, through sheer vexation. A few more were 
transported with joy because they felt tho rid¬ 
dance of her as though they had been relieved of 
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Saturn.* Others again, who had been quaking with 
fear lest she should prefer false accusations against 
them, now felt their hearts revive. So her flight 
was hailed with delight by many, and regretted 
only by a few. The latter were Ranga Filial,—the 
Governor's accountant,* — ArunAchala Ohetti, Vijayu- 
r Agava Chari, Ran git Chari, Tyfiga Aiyan, Rama- 
chandra Aiyan, the son of M&ugiri Pandit, and his 
brothers : the many were the rest. 

Monday 18th April 17&$, or 9 th Chit lira i of 
Afahaya .—This afternoon at about half-past 4 t the 
Deputy Governor of Tranquebar, together with the 
factor who accompanied him, dined at the house 
of the Governor, took leave of him, and dejiartad. 
YThen they issued from the Cuddaiore gate, a salute 
of seventeen guns was fired from the ramparts on 
either side of it, as well as from the corner bastion 


to the south.

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ousted from her deceased husband's house. But Ms 
brother, TSnappa Mndall, stubbornly insisted upou 
her quitting it. He moved the Governor to cause 
her to be ejected by force. She wished to take 
with her a few copper pots, a cot, a mattress* a box to 
keep her clothing in* ami a few other sundry articles 
of furniture—worth in all about 20 pagodas — and 
believing lliat T&uappa Mudali would not allow her 
to remove them from the house, she sent word to me 
through court accountant Azhngappu Mudali; and 
on my intercession she was authorized to transfer 
them to her new place of abode. When one con¬ 
siders how tills woman* who had possessed the most 
unlimited power* and the most uncontrolled right Eo 
everything in that house, was now not only obliged to 
give it up* and was deprived of every concern in it; 
but had also to seek humbly the leave of another 
to appropriate therefrom for her use a few copper 
vessels* a bed* and a cushion, what certainty can one 
attach to temporal wealth? Although its unstable 
nature is known to all, every ouo acts as if Ids 
affluence was enduring, and as though his mortal 
frame would last to the end of the world. Wliat 
is more surprising than this ? What n delusion it 
is ! The dispensation of Heaven by which human 
beings are tempted—with a full knowledge of the 
consequences of their acts— to plunge madly into a 
course which leads thorn to hull is mysterious, and 
impenetrable . . . * If I w T ere to record here 
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how this man, lost to all sense of honour, behaved 
towards that woman, without the slightest regard 
for her as his brother’s widow, I fear that any one 
who read my statements would not give credit to 
them. When one listens to his philosophical rant 
before the public ; his declaration that after the death 
of such a brother life was not worth living; his 
hyjiocritical talk of the renunciation of all earthly 
pleasures—as though he was in the browui garb of an 
ascetic— ; his pretended outbursts of grief wherever 
he appears ; and the lavish use of consolatory words 
which is required to soothe his bleediug heart, one 
is struck with his fraternal affection. Hut wliat is 
ho at bottom ? lie sternly refused to part w ith a 
copper pot required for the use of the widow’ of 
Kanakara/a Mudali. Ho objected to give her a bed 
and a mattress. He instigated a mean servant-girl to 
eject her from the house. These things are within 
my knowledge, and Azhagappa Mudali also is aware 
of them. I have never seen such a consummate 
dissembler; seeming to all outward appearance a 
paragon of virtue, but possessing a heart so cruel as 
it is. The articles in the house were all acquired by 
his brother, and not by him. Nevertheless, he was 
unwilling to give that brother’s widow a cushion and 
a mattress. The wise have only to judge for them¬ 
selves what will be his conduct when ho comes to deal 
with the affairs of others. But his character for the 
last thirty yoars, in his capacity as interpreter of the 
court, is well know n. Littlo is therefore required 
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from my pen in the way of describing his nature. 
Although his brother Kanakaraya Mudali was also 
cruel-hearted, he never showed his feelings, fie 
would nurse a grudge in his heart, and ruin his 
opponent when opportunity offered. Although lie 
would not be of service to his friends when their 
circumstances needed anything out of his pocket, or 
the use of kind offices of other descriptions, he would 
not vilify his enemies. He was a man of some forbear¬ 
ance, and his actions indicated depth of policy. But 
Chinna Mudali is of a different mould. Even if tho 
person concerned were a son begotten of his own 
loins, he W’ould, if he could, extort money from him. 
Were she his mother: if he could, by attacking 
her, make some money, he would not hesitate to set 
upon her. The saying is ‘ Naraasivfiyam * for each 
handful.’ Governed by this motto, he will, if he goes 
to one’s house, ask: ‘ What will you givo ? ’; or if one 
visits him : ‘ Wliat have you [brought] ?* . . . f 

In virtue of the position of his brother Kanakaraya 
Mudali, who was the chief dubash, his misdeeds 
remained unnoticed; they would not under any 
other circumstances have been tolerated. It was on 
account of his brother that the Governor, also, over¬ 
looked his faults. I need not dilate upon this, as 
it is known to every one, including the Europeans. 
Kanakaraya Mudali, on tho other hand, had some 
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merits. He was not pusillanimous, as liis brother is. 
Although the popular opinion was that he was a 
miser, lie sometimes spent money liberally, and in 
accordance with his position. He erected a church 
on the road to Ozhukarai, at a cost of 7,000 pagodas. 
He constructed a monument in the cemetery, which 
called for an outlay of 500 or GOO pagodas. Ju 
matters of this kind not even a thousandth part of 
this amount would be spent by Chinna Mudali. 1 
have been obliged to dwell upon the conduct of the 
latter at some length, iu consequence of his behaviour 
towards his brother’s widow. 

For a month past, he lias been making attempts 
to obtain the appointment of chief dubash through 
tho influence of the priests, who have recommended 
him to Madame Dupleix. N&rayana Pillai is the 
intermediary between him and the lady, and acts as 
the negotiator. It is not known how his efforts 


will end.

I was told that ho was troubled with a boil in 
his groin, and was unable to dress lumsolf, or to 
son visitors. I thereupon sent the men away to be 
retained in custody in the house of the chief of the 
peons* and returned home*

Frida//, Bind April 1746 , or 13th Child rat uf 
Ak&hitfa. —This day, whilst I was at the arec&nui 
storehouse, M, Dos mar came to ask mo for carts 
for gravel. Ho said to me: “ In the mail bag which 
came four days ago from Hah <5, there wag a 
letter from France* This was first sent to Bussorah ; 
whence it was doapatched, by way of Surat, to 
Mahi?, and thence here* The Governor read it, 
and keeps the contents to himself. He also has 
not delivered tho letters from France which were 
addressed to other individuals. Tt is reported that 
this lot tor, which is to tho Council of Fondichory, 
contains some nows of interest—at toast some 
people in MaM havo written to this effect to MIL 
Barth&emy and Dnlaurenft, and a few others. Now 
listen to me, and I will relate to yon the particulars* 
as far a<t I have learnt them* I was told by Mi 
Yincens that Mi Dnpleix has received an order to 
dismiss M. Logon tho Deputy Governor, and M, 
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Guillianl the cashier, and that the letter addressed 
to the Council intimated that two commissioners are 
on their way out to hold an inquiry. I was further 
informed that M. Dupleix let out* when chatting at 
table, that he has been given full powers to act in 
the matter, and that he is perplexed as to the manner 
of communicating the order to the persons w hom 
it concerns/ 1 T remarked to M, Desmartts: " \L 
Logon has served the Company for forty years ; he 
is* besides* a man of respectable character, of amiable 
disposition, and of good conduct. He lias no equal 
as a judge of the qualities of cloth. There is every¬ 
thing about, him with which the Directors should 
bo pleased; and how is it possible that they should 
dismiss a man who has committed no fault/* M. 
Desm&r&ta replied ; (t M. Porcher, when ho was Ad¬ 
ministrator at. Bandar* was charged with misconduct, 
and deprived of his Comicillorship by M t Dumas, 
w ho also passed an order incapacitating him from 
serving the Company again. M. Poreher went to 
Franco, and laid the matter before the Directors* 
who confirmed the order of M, Dumas, but. granted 
him permission to trade in the East on his own 
account. He, accordingly* returned to this oouutry* 
When if. Dnpleix became Governor* the case was 
again laid before his Council, and M. Porcher 
being declared innocent of the charges brought 
against him, was restored to his Coiinci]lorship, 
But the Company not having confirmed this, he 
was obliged to resign his appointment. In tho 
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course of the second investigation, MM. Legou 
and Guilliard gave evidence to the effect that MM. 
Golard and Delorme had testified to the innocence 
of M. Porclier, when ho was on his trial before 
M. Dumas. This matter became known in France 
to M. Dumas, and he asked tho Company whether 
such time-servers as MM. Legou and Guilliard, 
who altered their statements to suit tho occasion, 
could bo permitted to remain on tho Council. 
Again, M. Dumont, a private merchant at Chander- 
nagore, wrote to M. Sonde, his agent, to realize a 
debt of 600 pagodas due to him from M. Mossac, 
a kinsman of M. Dupleix. M. Soudo demanded 
payment from M. Mossac, who however repudiated 
the claim. Tho formor then petitioned tho Council 
to hold an investigation. On inquiry, it held that 
a false claim was preferred in M. Sonde’s petition, 
and that what was mentioned in M. Dumont’s letter 
to him was untrue. As a matter of fact, however, 
M. Mossac subsequently repaid at Cliandernagoro 
tho amount alleged to be due to Al. Dumont, and 
requested him not to reveal the fact of his having 
done so. In this affair there was some perjury on 
the part of M. Guilliard, who was then the King’s 
Attorney; and M, Legou was accessory thereto. 
These acts on the part of the two Councillors were 
laid hold of by M. Dumas, who put it to the 
Directors whether men such a9 these, who were 
guilty of perjury and giving false evidence, could 
be allowed to continuo in the service of the 
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. They thereupon passed an order dis- ciur. 
missing them.” In reply to this statement by M. —1 
Desmarflts, I asked him how it happened that the i/4> ’ 
contents of the despatch had leaked out before they conwi*. 
had been made known in Council. He replied that gjjoo®* 
some individuals in Pondichery had received com- 
munications on tho subject from Mah£. I inquired 
who they were. He mentioned the names of MM. 
Barth<$lemy, and Dulaurens, and a few more; and 
said that ho was told that these people had been 
talking over the matter in confidence. I observed 
that the whole truth would come out in the course 
of ten days more. Thereupon, he bade me farewell, 
and went home. 

Last evening at 7, M. Coquet, the Notary 
Public and a subordinate merchant, left his house, m. coquet

kicked off his slippers, and ran after her. The girl, gw*u«* 
however, fled to a neighbouring house, and called n “ ,M * oal ' 
for help. On hearing her cry, the Tamil neighbours 
and passers-by assembled, and instituted a search in 
the house which tho Frenchman was reported to have 
entered. He however escaped, and took refuge in a 
building hard by, which was in course of erection, 
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puip. had no outer door, fhe Tamilians, fojinu^ 

£Il to vent are in, surrounded tho liousa, and kept 
1745 watch. After a while, the Frenchman issued from 
his hiding place, and threw clods of earth at those 
who were watching For him in the street. Four men 
approached from behind, and seized him. Uo was 
then set upon,and beaten by all the persons assembled 
there. Tho gold buttons on his dress fell off, and 
si.cops all his clothes were torn. Tlis sword and cane were 
h-aifti aiui wrnated from him, and lie was taken as a prisoner to 
the house of the Deputy Governor. The beating 
which he received was so severe that his skull was 
fractured, and his life is despaired of. Whether he 
will survive the rough treatment to which he has 
timnw been subjected, remains to bo seen. The Governor, 
hiitipi-rw- who was apprised of what had occurred, oppressed 
his approval of the action of the people in these 
words ; " Should the TamiUnns bear with the conduct 
of a European who enters a native house to outrage 
the women? They have done well in making a 
thorough example of him. 1 Those who were con- 
InqniSlT corned in assaulting the Frenchman are not known, 
ftsiyuiaut*. inquiry is being held. No arrests have as yot 
been made. 
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NOTE ON THE QUESTION OF THE PARTICULAR 
ISLAND REFERRED TO WHERE THE NAME 
“ MA8UKKARAI” APPEARS IN THE DIARY. 

After some hesitation I have decided to render the word 
Masukkarai, wherever it occurs in the diary, by Maseareigne , 
whioh is the equivalent invariably used by M. A inson in 
his ** Ia'8 Franrais dan* TInde. ,y I he reason which has 
induced me to follow this course—thotigh rendering 
Chennapattanam as Madras, Devanampattanam ns Fort St. 
David, Parangimalai as St . Thomas' Mount, ParangipMtai as 
Porto Novo , and Sadurangapattanam as Sadras —is that, 
although, in my opinion, Masukkarai, wherever used in the 
diary, rofers to lie de France, there are others who incline 
to the view that it may sometimes allude to Bourbon. I 
have therefore considered it best to use tho old French 
name, of which Masukkaraiia undoubtedly the Tamil equiva¬ 
lent, and to leave it to the reader or critio to decido for 
himself which of tho two islands known to tho Frenchmen 
of Banga Pillai’s day ns Ho de Frauee and Bourbon is meant 
in each particular case in which 3 losulUrai appears. 

But, though adopting this line, I consider it desirable 
that some information which has been afforded by a friend 
who has given me material assistance in the work on which 
I am engaged, and by a note very kindly drawn np by 
M. Duvivier, Secretary to tho Historical Records Committee 
at Port Louis, under the instructions of M. A. Darnty do 
Grandprc, the Chairman of that body, with which, through 
the courtesy of tho Government of tho Mauritius, I havo 
been furnished, should be mentioned. 
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The former puts forward the following points:—

IV. In 1725 and 1744, Alexander Hamilton, in 
enocoflsive editions of his “ A New Account, etc.* 1 writes : 
il Domascaretibas is inhabited by the French '* and in a map 
he gives the name “ Dora Mnschrtrene or the I. Bourbon* 
As regards thi^it ia to be observed that in Watt’s Bibliotheca 
{London, 1624} the name Mnscarenas is still applied to the 
bland of Be union. 

V. It is believed that the name is preserved in tho Fast 
India Registers of the last century. The discovery of Bour¬ 
bon has fttway& been ascribed to Muscarenhas, in or about 
1513* The statement is repeated in the Encyclopaedia 
Rritnnnicu, which states that FI aeon rt changed the name 
from Mnscaronhn$ to Bourbon, in 1649. 

The interesting memorandum receded from the Mauri¬ 
tius, which is presented verbatim to tlm reader, runs tis 
follows:—- 

** The question of the discovery of the Mnsairene Islands— 
a name still retained by the group composed of Edaniou, Mauri¬ 
tius and Rodrigue Islands—has given rise to much controversy. 
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Tradition » scribes to Don Pedro Ma&auenbns, thf* Portu¬ 
guese navigator, the merit of having discovered those islands in 
1507. He* would have called Mauritius Santa Apollon i* r and

Some historians, whilst giving to that navigator the hone fit

Whoever be the true discoverer, and whatever be the exact 
date of the discovery, it appears from the old Charts and Portu¬ 
guese 4 PortuUnB,* that the name Matcnrin^i which is now’ 
applied to the whole group wslh given to Bourbon and Mauritius 
iudiseri minutely. 

These island# do not appear on the map of Juan do la Gosh. 
of 1500. On that of John Kuyseh of 1506 they are ebown under 
Arabian names; Mauritius being termed Dimro&in\ Bourbon 
t which leads one to suppose that they wore already

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known to that people. They appear for the first timo under 
European denomination in the • Carto Oniutmlit ' of Weimar of 
1527, where the group is tonned Y. do S. Apolionia. On Ihego 
Riboro’s map of 1529, Mauritius bears the name of Y. de J ias- 
carcnas, and Bourbon Y. de S. Apolonya. llonduns (about 1590) 
has ‘ do Cirn* ' for Mauritius, and 4 do Mascareuhas ’ for Bourbon, 
and * Y. de Diego Roiz * for Rodrigues. On Mercator’s, 1600, 
Mauritius is called * Y. de Maeearetuu,' und Bourbon 1 S. Apollonia.' 

When the Dutch Vice-Admiral Van Warwick took posses¬ 
sion of CYrws on tho 20th September 1598, ho changed its liamo 
for that of * Mauritius: Tho island having been finally aban¬ 
doned by the Dutch in January 1710, the French commander, 
Guillaume du Fresno, took i>ossession of it on the 20th September 
1715 and called it 4 lie de France,' a name which the island kept 
until 1811, som* months after its capture by the English, when 
the former name of 1 Mauritius ' was restored to it 

As for Reunion, it was better known by the navigators 
under the name of Mascarenkas till tho French, who took pos¬ 
session of it in October 1619, called it ‘ Bourbon' 

With reference to tho question at issue, there is no doubt 
that Anandu Runga Filial (Ranga PiUai) meant Mauritius (llo 
de France) when speaking of * Masukkari' und that M. Julien 
Vinson has given the proper interpretation of that word. 

In his diary, Ananda Ranga PiUai states at the date of the 
12th July 1746, pp. * 23, 28, 29, that five ships came from Franco 
at Moscareno, on tho 3rd February 1746, and arrived at Pondi- 
chery during the night of the 8th July 1716. 

In fact those ships were tho Achille, the Saint Louis, the Lys, 
the PhcHix, and the Due d'Orleans, which arrived successively at 
the De de France from tho 28th January to the 1st February 
1746, and left island on the 24th March for Bourbon ; then 
for Madagascar, which they left on the 1st Juno for India, und 
arrived ut Pondichery on the 8th July. 


• This refer* to M. Vinson'* Lee Fran# >»• dan « rinde. 
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Moreover, Ananda Kangri PiJJai speaks, on the 7th October 
1746, of Mr. Bonneau as a 4 ConBoiUer’ of Mnscarene. Jacques 
Antoine Bonneau was appointed on the 10th February 1743, by 
the French Eust India Company, * Councillor au Council Superi- 
eur do L’ lie de France.* He arrived in this island in August 
of the same year, and his commission was registered in that 
Court on the 3l*<t of that month. He died in this island in 
or about 1748, as is witnessed by the act of deposit of his last 
will existing in tho Archive* Office, wherein ho is denominated 
* Consoiiler au Conseil Superieur do L* lie de France.* Iu 
his 4 Jffmoirt,' la Bonrdunnuis, speaking of Mr. Bonneau, used 
tho same denomination.” 

Later on in the diary than is covered by the present 
volume, Ranga Pillai refers to 44 Masuk karat and Maurice” 
My now of this expression is that Ranga Pillai had but a 
very indistinct idea of matters, and confounded Bourbon 
with Maurice. That he would have given the first place to 
the island which was at the time that he wrote oertainly not 
the seat of Government, or in any way of such importance 
as lie de France, which was up to this with one apparent 
exception, (at pago 184), undoubtedly referred to by him os 
Mawkkarai, is in the highest degree improbable. M. de 
la Bourdonnais was, in 1735, appointed Governor of lie de 
France and Bourbon, and all history distinctly shows that 
during the period of his government, which extended to 
1746, the former island held decidedly the first place, and 
Bourbon occupied in every way a far lower position. It 
may therefore, I venture to think, reasonably be held that 
no one referring to the two islands would put the less 
important (Bourbon) first.

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It may be of interest to compare the stories of the murders 
of NawAb Safdar ’All Khfin and of his son Muhammad 
KliAn*—called in the diary Sa^ibrAda (the princo)—with 
those given in Orm© {History of the Military Transactions of 
the British Nation in Indostan). 

As this work is not generally available, I have considered 
it desirablo to give here extracts of the portions of it rotating 
to these. 

Orrne’s history first appeared in 1764—some twenty years 
after the accounts given of the murders by Banga Pillai were 
written. From what sources ho procured his information, 
I am not in a position to say:

“ At the time of that festival to which the Mahomedans of 
Indostan have the greatest devotion, all the Nabob’s servants 
asked permission to be nbsent for two or three days to celebrate 
it in their own families. Contrary to the usual custom of the 
courts of Indostan, the Nabob suffered all his retinue and guards, 
excepting four persons, to quit him; and so little was ho 
suspicious of the dunger to which die exposed himself by this 
unguarded indulgence, that he even desired some of tho officers 
and menial servants of JMortiz-ally might attend him during tho 
absence of his own. Mortiz-ally determined not to lose this 
opportunity, which was Ruch as might never offer again, to 
strike the blow he had meditated. On the 2nd of October, the 
day after the Nabob’s retinue had left him, the victuals prepared 
for his table were poisoned. Tho Nabob had scarcely finished his 
meal before ho began to bo greatly disordered, and although tho

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strength of his constitution, with timely assistance, enabled him 
to throw off the mortal effects of the poison, yet it left him much 
enfeebled. Even this attack did not thoroughly awaken his sus¬ 
picions, which those of Mortiz-nlly’s family, who waited on him, 
contributed to stitle, by representing his indisposition to be the 
access of a bilious disorder, very common in India. Mortiz-ally 
knew he had no time to lose, and proposed to somo of his officers, 
in whom he had the most confidence, to go and pnt an end to the 
Nabob’s life. It is said that all refused to servo him in this cruel 
commission, excepting one, whose wife Subder-ally had formerly 
debauched : this man, a Pitan, having engaged somo Abyssinian 
slaves, led them ut midnight to the Nabob’s apartment, where 
the few servants who attended tho Nabob were asleep round his 
bed. They were immediately seized, and prevented from making 
resistance. Tho Nabob himself instead of taking up his arms, 
attempted to make his oscape through a window. The leader 
of the assasins seized him before he could puss through it, and 
upbraiding him with the injury of his adultery, and exalting in 
tho revenge ho was taking, killed him with several stabs of a 
poniard. 

Meer-ussud tho Doan was in the fort, and the inviolable 
attachment which this minister was known to bear to his master, 
suggested to Mortiz-ally tho intention of destroying so dangerous 
a witness of tho murder which ho hud committed. The orders 
were given to put him to death, when somo of Mortiz-nlly’s 
officers represented to him tho necessity of preserving the life 
of a man, from whom alone ho could obtain that knowledge of 
the affairs of tho Carnatic, which would be necessary for his 
own oonduct, as soon as he should be declared Nabob. These 
representations were dictated by reverence to the character of 
Meer-ossud, whose virtues preserved him in tills instant of 
imminent danger from the destruction to which he had been 
doomed.”

“ In the month of June n wedding of one of the relations of 
Subder-ally wus celebrated in tho fort of Arcot. The young 
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prince, ju) being the hflud of til-' family, was invited to preside 
ut the ceremony. The custom ary invitations wore likewise 
glVM to all llic other rflatiouB, lunny of whom were lords of 
governmente in the Carnatic; among those was Mortiut-atly, 
The voting &eid Mobutn'd, wpw taught to conceal the emotions 
ho naturally felt at seeing the murderer of Jhs father named in 
tho list of his friends us a guest invited with his approbation* 
Such ore tho manners of a court in Indostaii. It wag thought 
that Morti*-ally would tlot venture liis person out of tho forte 
of Vplorfl, during the first duva of ti new administration ; but, 
in ccntrudictiiin lo this notion, ho Mime to A root, and presented 
himself bi<fi<nt the young prince, ns one nf the guests rit tho 
wedding; and wui treated with distinction and respect by tho 
regent Nabob An'war-odeun Khan, who was likewise invited to 
the wedding. 

On tho day appoint^l for the solemtiizFiboin of the marriage, 
twelve Titans, with tho captain of the band, presented them- 
h®1tos before tho young prince, and demanded their arrears with 
a more determined spirit of insolence than they had hitherto 
shown in ony of their former applications, Ii is reckoned tho 
highest indignity that can be offered, to a soldier, to order him 
to retire l>y im expression of couhneptj and if any violence 
is employed to remove him* ho generally resente it in tho instant 
w'ith blood-shed. Those considerations wero not euQicient to 
restrain tho anal of Seid Muhjiriud’s attendants from molding 
tho insult w hich was otKred to their prince; and finding that 
expostulations did not prevail, they seized on the Titans, and 
turned them out of the palace by force. The Titans suffered 
them selves to ba removed with much less resriknoo than it was 
expected they would have made »gainst a, treatment eo repug¬ 
nant to tho ideas which these haughty soldiers entertain of their 
own importance. Tho turno day they advanced again into tho 
presence of Seid Mahomed, and apologised, for their disrespect 
fal btdiaviourj their submissions suppressed all suspicious d 
their conduct during the remaining part of tho day. 

Xn tho evening Said Mahomed, with Mortus-ally and most 
of tho other guusio, were assembled, and mi sewn os the young 
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printo was informed that An’w&r-odoEiii wna approaching, ho 
rose from his eesd # and passed into tho vestibule of the huh, 
intending to pay his guardian the compliment of receiving him 
at tho bottom of tho tteps, which Jed into the palace. Ho was 
attended, by all the other guest*, and many of his own officer* 
and guards. The thirteen Fituns, who hail made their submis¬ 
sion in the morning!, appeared the foremost of tho speetntora in 
tli« coart below, and dutingniilud themselves by the ufh-otutioii 
of great reverenco in their meaner of saluting Seid Mahomed 
Khan, as soon us ho appeared in the vestibule. After those com¬ 
pliments, their captain, witb the appearance of a man aenmt.de 
that he had offended his lord, and intended to submit lilmsetf 
nt Lie feet, ascended the steps, and wm permitted te approach 
within the reach of Ids person , whon tho ussaedn draw a dagger, 
and at the first blow' stabbed him to the heart. 

A iturn joi rid swords and poignurds were drawn in an instant: 
tho murderer wsis cut to pi 0003 on the very *poi; and ton of Ids 
•ooomjdicct suffered the same fate from the fury of tho multitude 
below. During tills scone of blood-shod, An'wnr-odoan Khan 
arrived, and endeavoured to caltn tho general trepidation, by 
giving such orders ns wore necessary for tho discovery of tho 
oempiratora; for the multitude hud already persuaded them¬ 
selves that tho Lhtnns had bean employed by some superior 
power/’ 

It will, no doubt, bo noticed that the dates of Ihc murders 
of Sufdar ’Ali Kli^ n 1111 ^ Ids sou, given in tho diary, 
differ from those appearing In tho accounts afforded by 
Oraie. 

This i-i due to those iu the former being aDcording to tho 
New Style which wha adopted by tho French long before it 
was used by the English, who followed the Old Stylo down 
to 1763, 

Although Qrme’a History was first published about eleven 
years after the Act of Parliament introducing the New Stylo 
was brought into force, the dates appearing iu it are those of 
the Old Style. If those under consideration are converted 
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to the New Stylo, the results will be 13th October, and 
4th July. There is therefore, if the aarne style be used in 
either ease, no discrepancy between the two sets of dates. 

When recording the story of the murder of Muhammad 
Khun. Rangn Pillar put down, as the date of the entry, that 
of the crimes itself. 

It was utterly impossible that he could have beard of 
this event on the day on which it occurred, and the only way 
in which this very evident blunder can bo accounted for is 
that Rang* Pillai's mind was so full of the news that he had 
received that ho, by inadvertence, wrote the date of thy 
murder which he was about to recount, as that of the entry 
regarding it in his diary, Panga Piljai speaks in this of 
Muttammad KLnin aa a 44 child,” and in doing so he appears 
t have been correct. In an entry at page 123 of the diary, 
dated 6th July 1740, the sou of Safdai , A3i Khan, who 
could not be any other than Muhammad Khan—ft a his only 
brother Ddst *Ali Khim was posthumous—is mentioned as 
being then years old. This would make his age when 
murdered between dl and 7 years. According to an account 
given in a manuscript historical work in Persian entitled 
Sirxj-ul~t<? wankh or Faiz-ul-AzimjttAi Muhammad Kb in was 
five yearn of age when his father was murdered (1742) and 
would therefore, when ho himself met his death, £1744), 
havQ been about seven years old. In cither case, he was a 
more child ivho could scarcely have acted as stated by Or me.
